Asylums throughout Ireland, during the year 1905.

As pointed out in previous Reports, these numbers do not in- 
include the insane wandering at large or those residing in private 
dwellings, with the exception of such cases as are under the care 
of the Lord Chancellor, i.e., Chancery patients. 


The summary shows that there was a total increase of 369 
during the year, the corresponding increase for the previous year 
having been 202. It is to be regretted that the increase, which 
last year was the smallest recorded for eleven years, has again 
risen somewhat, although, as pointed out hereafter, this increase 
in the registered numbers of the insane does not indicate any 
increase in the total number of admissions to asylums during 
the year. 


The increase in the total number of the registered insane dur- 
ing 1905 was 131 less than the average increase for the past ten 
years, which was 500. The numbers in District Asylums in- 
creased by 442 ; those in Private Asylums and institutions for 
the insane by 24 , those in D undrum Asylum by 1 ; and the 
Chancery patients in unlicensed houses by 7 ; while the numbers 
in workhouses decreased by 105. 


In a supplement to our last Report, recently published, we 
dealt fully with the question of the increase in the number of 
the registered insane, which has been taking place for many 
years past; and, therefore, we need not dwell on the subject 
here. 


Table I. (page xlix.) giving the number and distribution of all 
lunatics under care on the 31st December of each year from 1880 
to 1905, shows that in this interval of time an increase of 10,383 
has taken place in the total ; the inmates of District Asylums 
have increased by 10,390 ; the criminal lunatics in Dundrum 
Asylum have decreased by 17 ; the patients in Private Asylums 
and Institutions have increased by 196 ; while the pauper lunatics 
in workhouses have decreased by 298. These figures show that 
the main increase has been in the population of the District 
Asylums, the patients in Private Asylums and Institutions 
having only increased by 196 in a period of twenty-five years, or 
an average of only 8 per annum. 


It is again satisfactory to note that the decrease in the number 
in Workhouses has continued, so that the number now remaining 
in these institutions is the lowest which has been reached in the 
series of years shown in the Table referred to — being 298 lower 
than in 1880, which up to last year was the lowest in the 
Table.

The following Table shows that the ratio of the insane in District Proportionate 
Asylums to the total number under care has steadily increased iStitSS. in 
since 1880, while the corresponding ratio in the case of Work- 
houses has continuously fallen.

lable II. (page 1.) shows the admissions to District and Admissions 
Private Asylums each year since 1881. From this table it will 
be seen that the total admissions for 1 90S showed a decrease of 
1 15 as compared with the numbers for the previous year, the 
admissions to District Asylums having decreased by 138, while 
the admissions to Private Asylums increased by 23. 


The admissions in the case of the District Asylums were lower 
than for any of the three previous years, but the number in the 
case of the Private Asylums is the highest recorded in the series 
of years shown in the Table. 


The admissions to District Asylums in 1881 numbered, 2502; in 
1905 they had increased to 3,772. Similarly, in Private Asylums 
the numbers for 1881 were 145, and for 1905 they had increased 
to 248. It will thus be seen that the increase in the case of the 
District Asylums during that time amounted to 51 per cent,., and 
in the case of the Private Asylums to 71 per cent. During the 
same period, the numbers actually resident in the District 
Asylums have increased by almost 120 per cent., while in the 
Private Asylums and Institutions they have increased by less 
than 32 per cent. J

We have so far dealt with the number of the insane in institu- 
tions or otherwise brought under official registration, but this 
does not include all the insane in the country, as a number reside 
in their own homes or with relatives, or are wandering at large. 
The general Census is the only means by which we can ascertain 
the number of latter classes, who amount approximately to about 
15 per cent, of the total. 

The following statement, taken from the General Eeport of 
the Commissioners for the Census of 1901, shows the number 
of lunatics and idiots in Ireland in 1851, 1861, 1871, 1881, 
1891, and 1901, at large ; in Asylums, in Prisons, and in Work- 
houses, as returned in the Census Forms : —

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It may be pointed out that the difference in the numbers 
given in our Reports, as compared with those shown in the 
Census Returns for corresponding years, is owing to the fact 
that the former are made up to the 1st January, whereas the 
latter are shown for the date on which each Census was taken, 
about the end of March, or the beginning of April. 

The great decrease in the proportion of idiots, as compared 
with the proportion of lunatics shown in the Census Returns, is 
doubtless due to the two forms of mental disease being now 
more accurately distinguished than in the earlier years.

Note. — The figures in this Table vary in some instances from those given in former 
Reports, as the population is estimated officially for the years between those in which the 
Census is taken, and is afterwards subject to revision. 

From this Table it will be seen that the number of the insane 
under care has increased from 250 per 100,000 of the population 
in 1880, to 532 per 100,000 in 1905. 

If, to the number of the insane under care on the 31st Decem- 
ber last, be added the number of lunatics and idiots at large, 
according to the last census, the total (27,233) represents 620 
per 100,000 of the population. 
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The insane inmates resident in the various institutions 
throughout Ireland on 31st December, 1905, were supported 
from the following sources : — Of the 19,057 patients in District 
Asylums, 712 contributed wholly or partly to their support; 277 
criminal lunatics were maintained out of Imperial funds ; and 
the remainder were maintained partly out of the Government 
Grant and partly out of the Local Rates. The 818 patients in 
Private Licensed Houses and Institutions for the insane were 
supported entirely out of private funds ; 160 inmates of Dundrum 
Asylum were maintained at Government expense; whilst the 
3,215 insane residents in Workhouses were supported entirely by 
the Poor Rate. 


DISTRICT ASYLUMS. 

Statistics, &c. 

There are 24 District Asylums in addition to the Auxiliary 
Asylum at Youghal, but Portrane is a second Asylum for the 
same District as the Richmond, and it is, therefore, included 
under the statistics for the latter. A list of the District Asylums, 
giving the name of the Resident Medical Superintendent in 
each case, will be found in Appendix G. 

A full report on the condition and management of 
each institution, and the treatment of the patients 
therein, will be found in Appendix E. 

On the 31st December, 1905, there were in these institutions 
19,057 patients (10,341 males and 8,716 females). The numbers 
remaining on the 31st December, 1904, were : — Males, 10,089 ; 
females, 8,526; total, 18,616; showing a total increase of 442 
during the year 1905. 

Table No. I. (Appendix A.) shows the population of each 
District Asylum on the 31st December, 1905, and the number 
remaining on 31st December of each 3’ ear since 1880.

Admissions. 

The admissions amounted to 3,772 (2,087 men and 1,685 
women). Of these 2,966 (1,621 men and 1,345 women) were 
admitted for the first time; while S06 (466 men and 340 women) 
had previously been under care,

It is satisfactory to note that the admissions, which decreased 
in 1904, showed a further decrease of 138 in 1905. 

The first admissions were 137 less than in 1904, and the re- 
admissions were one less. 

In thirteen of the District Asylums there was an increase in the 
number of admissions as compared with those for 1904, whilst in 
ten Asylums the numbers decreased, and in one they were the 
same in both years. 

Table X. (Appendix A.) shows the authority for admission to Authority for 
District Asylums during the year. Of the total (3,772), 1,143 admission, 
were admitted under the forms prescribed by the Statutory 
Rules; 13 were transferred from Dundrum to the Asylums of 
their districts, and 51 were transferred from Prisons by Your 
Excellency’s Order ; 19 were admitted under the provisions of 
the Army Act, 1881, sec. 91 ; and the Naval Enlistment Act, 1884, 
sec. 3; 2,518 were committed as dangerous lunatics, under the 
Act 30 and 31 Vic., ca.p. 118, sec. 10 ; and 28. were admitted from 
Scotland under warrants, in pursuance of the 6th Section of the 
Poor Law (Scotland) Act, 1898. 
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Fifty-fifth Report on District , Criminal, 

Discharges. 

The total number of patients discharged during the year 
was 1876, viz., 1,022 males and 854 females. Of these 1,389 (722 
males and 667 females) were discharged recovered ; showing a 
decrease of 29 on the number for the previous year. The per- 
centage of recoveries on the admissions was 36 - 8, being 5 per 
cent, higher than that for the previous year. 

The numbers removed by friends or sent to workhouses 
amounted to 487 (300 males and 187 females), a decrease of 35 
on the numbers for the previous year. 


Deaths. 

The number of deaths during the year was 1,450, of which 809 
were males and 641 females. This shows an increase of only one 
on the numbers tor the previous year, the males having increased 
by 57 and the females having decreased by 56. The death-rate 
per cent, of the daily average number resident was 77, viz., 7 - 9 
amongst the males, and 7'4 amongst the females. The general 
rate was 7 lower than that for the previous year — the rate in 
the case of the males being f 4 higher, and in the case of the 
females - 8 lower. Six of the deaths were by suicide; four re- 
sulted from misadventure; and, in two cases (a male and a 
female), the patients were killed by fellow-patients. 

The percentage of deaths on the daily average number resident 
in each District Asylum during the years from 1896 to 1905 will 
be found in Table IX. (Appendix A). From this Table it will be 
seen that the highest death-rate during 1905 was 11 2 per cent, 
in Maryborough, and the lowest 5 0 per cent, in Mullingar 
Asylum. The highest rate was 1*5 per cent, less than the cor- 
responding rate in the previous year, which was 127 in the Sligo 
Asylum, while the lowest rate was 7 lower than that for the 
previous year, viz., 57 in the Kilkenny Asylum. 

Table XVI. (Appendix A) shows the causes of death in the 
District Asylums, with the average ages at death, and the 
number of cases in which the cause of death was verified by 
post-mortem examination.

In 238 cases the cause of death was verified by post mortem 
examination, as against 286 for the previous year. We regret to 
record that the number of these examinations still continues to 
decrease. 

In three Asylums, viz. : — Castlebar, Clonmel, and Monaghan 
no postmortem examinations were made during the year; and 
in each of the cases of Kilkenny, Killarney, Maryborough, Sligo, 
and Waterford only two were made. 


Pathological Study. 

It seems unfortunate that more persistent efforts are not made 
in some of the Irish asylums to further pathological research into 
the causes of insanity, and into the changes which occur in the 
nervous system in the course of mental disease. 

When the importance of such study and the benefits to the 
human race which would result from fuller knowledge of the patho- 
logical changes which lead to the various brain affections, and of 
t))e means b} 7 which these affections could be either cured or 
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mitigated, are taken into consideration, an obligation would seem District 
to be cast upon the medical officers of asylums to utilise those As ^ ms 
materials for the study of the morbid histology of the nervous 
system which are available in their institutions. 

In all the more important public asylums of England 
Scotland, France, Germany, Italy, America, New South Wales, 
and, in fact, generally throughout the civilised world, the inves- 
tigation of the pathological changes induced by mental disease is 
being pursued with praise-worthy energy, and already the results, 
as published in the reports and papers on the subject, show that 
a vast store of information is being laid up to serve as a lio-ht for 
further investigation. 

Unfortunately, from the returns made to us, it would seem that 
these pathological studies in Irish Asylums show little signs of 
progress— at least, this is the case so far as the returns of the 
number of post mortem examinations are an evidence. 

It is to be regretted that some arrangement is not come to at 

all events in the more remote districts— by which a number of 
asylums might combine in providing a common laboratory, and in 
appointing a pathologist who would give instruction to the junior 
members of the staffs and carry out the more important investi- 
gations. Such an arrangement for the furtherance of the study 
of mental disease was contemplated and authorised by the pro- 
visions of Section 5 of the Act 1 Edwd. VII., cap. 17. r 

Table VII. (Appendix A) shows the percentage of the re- Recovery »n<l 
coveries on the admissions, and of the deaths on the daily death rates, 
average number resident in each of the District Asylums durino- 
1905, while Table VIII. gives similar percentages, and also the 
percentage of recoveries on the daily average number in all the 
Asylums, from 1S93 to 1905. 

From these tables it will be seen that the percentage of re- 
coveries on admissions during 1905 was 36-8, viz., 34 6 amongst 
the males, and 39'6 amongst the females ; while the percentage of 
the recoveries on the daily average number resident during the 
year was 7'4, viz. : — 7'1 amongst the males, and 7'7 amongst the 
females. 

Table . V. (Appendix A) shows the duration of disease on re- 
ception in the admissions, discharges, and deaths durino- 1905 ; 

Table VI. the length of residence in Asylums of the patients who 
recovered, and of those who died during the year ; Table XI. 
gives the ages of patients in quinquennial periods ; Table XII 
their educational condition ; and Table XIII. their social con- 
dition as to marriage. 

Table XIV. gives the probable causes of insanity amongst those 
admitted in 1905, and lable XV. the forms of mental disease in 
the admissions, recoveries, and deaths during the year.

Fifty -fifth Report on District, Criminal, 


Suicides and Deaths from Misadventure in District 
Asylums. 


The number of deaths under this heading during the year 
was 12, viz. : — six from suicide, four from misadventure, and two 
from homicide. 

In the previous vear the number was ten, viz.:— Four from 
suicide, four from misadventure, and two from homicide but the 
injuries which caused death in two of the cases of suicide 
were inflicted prior to admission to the asylum, so that the 
total number of fatal casualties in the asylums in that year was 


eight. 

The particulars of each of the twelve cases which occurred 
during 1905 are as follow : — 


Suicides. 

At Antrim Asylum, on 19th August, a female patient (C. McC.), 
aged 31, managed, without being observed, to leave a dayroom 
in which a large number of patients were congregated. Shortly 
after she was missed, and, on a search being instituted, her dead 
body was found in a single room close by, suspended by a blouse 
belt from the inlet ventilator. 

A Coroner’s inquest was held, and the jury found that the 
patient committed suicide by hanging herself, adding a rider that 
they considered there was no blame attachable to any of 
the officials. An Inquiry, on oath, regarding the case was held 
by one of us, as the result of which we arrived at the con- 
clusion that the staff in charge of the dayroom at the time of the 
occurrence was insufficient, and that some blame attached to two 
of the nurses in charge. We also suggested the desirability oi 
dividing the patients in the dayroom into two or three smaller 
groups, with the view of affording them more individual attention 
and supervision. 

At Ballinasloe Asylum, on the morning of the 29th March 
(W. F.), a female patient, aged 51, who was known to be of suicidal 
tendency, and who had been seen by the night nurse at 5 o clock, 
was found three-quarters of an hour afterwards suspended by an 
apron from the ventilator of the single room in which she had 
been sleeping. She was at once cut down, and artificial respira- 
tion tried, but without avail, as on the arrival of the medical 
officer, life was found to be extinct. 

A Coroners inquest was held, and the jury returned a verdict 
that death resulted from strangulation, adding a rider that no 
blame was attachable to the attendants in connection with the 
matter. 

One of us held an Inquiry, on oath, regarding it, as the 
result of which we suggested that an observation dormitory, 
with some single rooms attached, should be set . apart on the 
female side lor the continuous supervision of suicidal cases, and 
those requiring to be kept under constant supervision ; that an 
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additional nurse should he appointed to take charge of this District 
dormitory ; that special regulations should be drawn up for her AsYLUM3, 
guidance; and that the other night nurses should pay more 
frequent visits to patients requiring special supervision. We 
also pointed out that the nurse who had put the patient to 
bed on the night before her death was deserving of censure, as 
she failed to carry out the instructions given to her, in not seeing 
that the patient had the apron with which she hanged herself, 
concealed about her person. 

At the same asylum, on the 29th June, a male patient (M. F.), 
aged 26, who was known to be of suicidal tendency, was taken 
out of his ward by a junior attendant to assist him in some work, 
and the attendant then carelessly lost sight of the patient, who at 
once went towards the river Suck, which flows past the asylum 
grounds. When the attendant discovered this, he, with another, 
started in pursuit, but, just as they reached the river, the patient 
jumped in, and was drowned. 

A Coroner’s Inquest was held, and the jury found that the patient 
had drowned himself while attempting to escape from the asylum, 
and that the attendant in charge of him had neglected his duty 
on the occasion. 

One of us held an Inquiry, on oath, into the matter, as the result 
of which we arrived at the conclusion that the patient’s death 
was entirely due to the neglect of the junior attendant referred 
to, who took the patient out of the ward without the knowledge 
or sanction of the attendant in charge, and left him outside with- 
out supervision. We found that, so far as the responsible officials 
were concerned, due precautions had been taken for the care of 
the patient, who was placed in a ward with a sufficient number 
of attendants, and where precautions existed for his safety 
by day and night. Due notice of his dangerous propensities 
had also been given in writing to all the attendants in charge 
of him. 

The question of prosecuting the attendant for neglect of duty 
was considered, but it was decided that there were not sufficient 
grounds for a prosecution. 

At Enniscorthy Asylum, a male patient (W. F.), aged Enniscoriby. 
87, who was in the asylum for the fourth time, on the 7th Sep- 
tember inflicted two wounds on himself- — a superficial one on the 
wrist, and another more extensive on the abdomen ; as the 
result of which he died five days later from blood poisoning. The 
wounds had been inflicted with a piece of the steel of a corset 
which the patient had fashioned into a knife, and which he had 
apparently been in the habit of using for cutting tobacco, and 
when he inflicted the wounds he was out in the grounds on 
parole. 
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A Coroner’s inquest was held, and the jury returned a verdict 
that death resulted from shock, blood poisoning, and old age, and 
they added a rider expressing the belief that there was no negli- 
gence on anyone’s part in connection with the matter. 

One of us held an investigation, on oath, as the result of 
which we concurred in the finding of the Coroner s Jury that 
there was no negligence on the part of any of the officials of the 
institution. The patient had been considered one of the 
quietest, least troublesome, and most trustworthy in the 
Asylum ; was practically allowed to go where he pleased ; and 
had not given any premonitory signs which would have 
justified his being placed under stricter supervision. 

At Letterkenny Asylum, on 14th October, a male patient (P.G.), 
aged 33, was taken by an attendant with ten other patients to 
milk the cattle at the farmyard, some distance from the asylum. 
When the work was over the party proceeded to return, and 
soon after patient G. was missed. Every effort was at once 
made to trace him ; but without avail, and no tidings of 
him were obtained until the 11th December, when his body 
was found floating in a reservoir situated within the asylum 
boundary wall. 

A Coroner’s inquest was held, and the jury returned a verdict 
that the patient was found drowned, and that no blame was 
attached, to anyone. They added a rider recommending that the 
reservoir be better protected, and that there should be two attend- 
ants to accompany the milking squad. 

We held an Inquiry, on oath, regarding the matter, as the 
result of which we saw no reason to differ from the finding of the 
jury, that there was no blame to be attached to anyone, as all 
reasonable precautions appear to have been taken in the selection 
of the patients for the milking party, and there was no evidence 
of any carelessness on the part of the attendant in charge. 
As regards the suggestion that the reservoir be better pro- 
tected, we pointed out in our report to the Committee of Manage- 
ment, that while it is desirable to take every precaution of this 
nature, there are several dams in the immediate neighbourhood 
which are unprotected by any fence, so that it would be almost 
impossible to guard completely against every risk of this kind. 
The other suggestion of the jury as to sending two attendants 
with the milking party was adopted. 

At the Richmond Asylum, on the 11th February, a male 
patient (T. M.), aged 35, who had been working at the erection of 
some farm buildings, suddenly threw himself under a cart loaded 
with sand, which was at the time being moved into a position to 
be emptied, and before he could be pulled away, the wheel had 
crushed his head. Medical assistance was at once summoned, 
but the patient died within ten minutes after receiving the 
injury. 
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A Coroner’s inquest was held, and the jury returned a verdict District 
that death resulted from fracture of the base of the skull, caused symjms,, 
by the patient suddenly lying down under a loaded cart and 
getting his head crushed by the wheel. They added a rider 
exonerating the officials of the Institution, and also the driver of 
the cart from blame. We held an Inquiry, on oath, regarding 
the case, and, in our report thereon, we expressed concurrence in 
the finding of the Coroner’s jury, as there did not appear to have 
been any laxity of supervision in the case.

Deaths from Misadventure. misadven- 

ture. 

At Armagh Asylum a male patient (T. I.), aged 30, while at Armagh, 
dinner on the 24th June, had an epileptic seizure, and during a 
convulsive inspiration some of the food was sucked down the 
trachea, thus causing suffocation. The Medical Superintendent 
was immediately summoned, and practised artificial respira- 
tion and also performed tracheotomy, but without success, as the 
patient never rallied. 

A Coroner’s inquest was held, and the jury returned a verdict 
that death was caused by suffocation due to a quantity of soup 
entering the patient’s lungs during the occurrence of an epileptic 
fit whilst at dinner — adding a rider that no person was to blame 
in the matter. 

At Maryborough Asylum, on the 12tli October, a female patient Maryborough. 
(D. K.), aged 63, died from asphyxia as the result of a piece of 
meat having stuck in her throat while at dinner. When the 
patient’s condition was observed, the medical officers were imme- 
diately summoned, and they removed the obstruction from the 
larynx, but all efforts to restore animation were unsuccessful. 

A Coroner’s inquest was held, and the jury returned a verdict 
that death was caused by asphyxia accidentally resulting from a 
piece of meat sticking in the patient’s throat in the act of deglu- 
tition. 

At Omagh Asylum, on the 31st May, a female patient (R. D.), o mig h 
aged 53, who was in feeble health, slipped off a chair on which 
she was sitting in the Infirmary and sustained an injury to her 
left femur, but no definite evidence of a fracture could be dis- 
covered. She died a fortnight afterwards from exhaustion 
following maniacal excitement, death having been accelerated by 
the injury to the hip. 

The facts of the case were duly reported to the Coroner, who 
did not consider it necessary to hold an inquest. 

At the same Asylum, on the 3rd June, P. M l M., an infirm male 
patient, aged 64, slipped on the cement floor of a closet, and sus- 
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tainecl an impacted fracture of the neck of the left femur as the 
result of the fall. His death took place on the 20th J uly from 
general debility, the fractured thigh having been a contributory 
cause. 

The Coroner, to whom the facts of the case were reported, did 
not deem it necessary to hold an inquest. 


Deaths from Homicide. 

At Monaghan Asylum, during the night of the 23rd April, a 
female patient (S. C.), aged sixty-three, was killed by a fellow- 
patient (M. M‘E.), who struck her a number of blows with a 
chamber utensil while lying in bed. These two patients were at 
times noisy, and had at such times to be removed to a single 
room, so as not to disturb the other patients, but, with these ex- 
ceptions, they had slept together, in the dormitory where the 
fatal assault was committed, for sixteen years. This dormitory 
only affords proper sleeping accommodation for fourteen patients, 
but, so great was the overcrowding in the institution that twenty- 
four females had to sleep in it — four of the beds being laid on the 
floor — on the night of the occurrence. 

A Coroner’s inquest was held regarding the case, and the jury 
returned a verdict that patient S. C’s. death resulted “ from com- 
“ pression of the brain and shock from the effects of blows ad- 
“ ministered by a patient named M, M‘E. with a chamber utensil.” 
They expressed the opinion that no blame was to be attached to 
any of the attendants in connection with the occurrence, adding 
a rider strongly recommending that telephonic communication 
be introduced throughout the entire asylum, so as to facilitate 
communication with those in charge. 

One of us held an Inquiry, on oath, relative to the case, and in 
the report thereon we concurred in the finding of the jury, as the 
supervision afforded the patients was, in our opinion, sufficient 
for ordinary purposes, and patient M. M‘E. previous to the occur- 
rence had not given any signs of excitement which might have 
warned the staff to isolate her from the others. We expressed 
approval of the recommendation as to the introduction of tele- 
phonic communication — a recommendation which, indeed, had 
already been made by us, but the Committee of Management did 
not see fit to carry out this very necessary work. We also re- 
ferred to the injurious effect which overcrowding has on the 
patients, owing to its tendency to irritation and excitement, and, 
for this reason, we urged that the completion of the additional 
accommodation in course of erection should be hastened as much 
as possible. Patient M. M‘E. was brought up for trial, and, being 
found insane on arraignment, and incapable of pleading, was 
ordered to be detained during Your Excellency’s pleasure. She 
was thereupon removed to the State Criminal Lunatic Asylum at 
Dundrum. 
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At PoitTRANE Asylum on 25th February, a number of male 
patients were waiting while the attendants in charge were opening 
the dining-hall in order to clean it, when one of the patients (O.K.) : 
suddenly lifted a heavy sweeping brush and struck W.L., another 
patient with it, fracturing his skull. Medical assistance was at 
once summoned, and the operation of trephining was performed 
the same evening by the Visiting Surgeon. The patient pro- 
gressed favourably for a time, but afterwards, in spite of every 
care which medical science could afford, he gradually sank, and 
died on the 14th March. A Coroner’s inquest was held, and the 
jury returned a verdict in accordance with the facts — at the 
same time expressing the opinion that “ the occurrence could not 
have been prevented by the exercise of ordinary care on the part 
of the attendant.” 

One of us also held an investigation on oath regarding the 
case, as the result of which we saw no reason to differ from the 
conclusion at which the jury arrived, as the evidence showed 
that, up to the time of the occurrence, patient O.K. had not 
exhibited any homicidal tendencies, or given any indication of 
being unfit to be trusted. The fatal assault appears to have 
been committed without premeditation or motive, and took 
place when an attendant was in close proximity. 

Patient O.K. was brought up for trial, and being found insane 
on arraignment, and incapable of pleading, was ordered to be 
detained during Your Excellency’s pleasure. He was, thereupon, 
transferred to the State Criminal Lunatic Asylum at Dundrum. 

Insanitary Conditions and Outbreaks of Zymotic 
Disease. 

The following are the particulars of the insanitary conditions 
and outbreaks of zymotic disease which were reported in the 
different asylums during the year : — 

in Armagh Asylum, there were four fatal cases of erysipelas 
on the female side, in January — three amongst the patients and 
one amongst the staff. One of the male staff was attacked by 
enteric fever in February, but recovered. 

Notwithstanding that the death rate in the Ballinasloe 
Asylum was only 5 ‘3 percent, of the average number resident 
during the year, the returns of zymotic disease were very heavy. 
Six males and one female suffered from dysentery, with a 
fatal result in the female case. Fifteen male and thirteen 
female patients, and five male attendants and one nurse, were 
attacked with diarrhoea, which proved fatal in one of the male 
and two of the female cases. 

There were nine cases of enteric fever, viz. : — three amongst 
the male and five amongst the female patients, and one amongst 
the female staff. The disease proved fatal in one of the male 
and one of the female cases. 
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The following cases of zymotic disease were also reported, 
blit none of them ended fatally, viz. : — three of erysipelas (two 
amongst the patients and one amongst the staff) ; seventeen of 
influenza (fourteen amongst the patients and three amongst the 
staff) ; forty-five of tonsilitis (thirty-seven amongst the 
patients and eight amongst the staff) ; and one of measles 
amongst the staff. 

In Belfast Asylum, two male and four female patients suffered 
from cellulitis, and six male and eleven female patients from in- 
fluenza. All, however, recovered. 

In Carlow Asylum, two female patients suffered from facial 
erysipelas in J anuary, and one male from scarlet fever in February. 
None of these cases ended fatally. 

There was only one case of zymotic disease in Castlebar 
Asylum, viz., a case of enteric fever on the female side, from 
which the patient recovered. The death-rate during the year 
was only 5*2 per cent, of the average number resident. 

In Clonmel Asylum, one male and three females were attacked 
with dysentery, which proved fatal in the male case. One male 
and two female patients and a member of the male staff suffered 
from enteric fever, and eleven males and one female from in- 
fluenza. None of these cases, however, ended fatally. 

The outbreak of enteric fever in Cork Asylum, which was 
referred to in our last Report, although practically over by the 
end of 1904, was responsible for a number of cases at the begin- 
ning of 1905. A number of cases also appeared later in the 
year — forty-four in all being recorded, viz.: — six amongst the 
male and thirty-three amongst the female patients, and five 
amongst the staff, with a fatal result in one of the male and one 
of the female cases, and also in the case of one of the staff. 

There were three fatal cases of dysentery during the year, and 
one non-fatal case of scarlatina. 

In the Youghal Auxiliary Agylum, the only zymotic disease 
recorded during the year was influenza, from which two female 
patients suffered : both recovered. 

Although dysentery still continues to appear in Downpatrick 
Asylum, the number of cases reported in 1905 showed a great 
. reduction on the number (51) for 1904. 

Two males and nine females were attacked during 1905, but 
only one of the cases (a female) ended fatally. Two males and 
seven females suffered from erysipelas. All of these cases, how- 
ever, recovered. 

In Ennis Asylum, seven males and three females were attacked 
by enteric fever, with a fatal result in three of the male cases. 

In Enniscorthy Asylum, the number of cases of zymotic 
disease during the year was much greater than usual. 
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An outbreak of enteric fever occurred — ten males and nine 
females and four members of the female staff having been at- 
tacked, with a fatal result in one of the male and three of the 
female cases. It is believed that the water from the river Slaney, 
which fell very low last year, was responsible for this outbreak, 
and we, therefore, suggested that steps should be taken to have 
it purified, as far as possible, before being brought into the Asylum, 
owing to the difficulty of entirely preventing the use for potable 
purposes of any water supply laid on in an institution of this 
kind. 

In addition to the enteric fever, twelve males and eighteen 
females, and three members of the female staff, were attacked by 
influenza, with a fatal termination in the cases of three of the 
male and one of the female patients. One female suffered from 
erysipelas; one male and a member of the male staff' from 
measles ; and two of the female staff from scarlatina, but none of 
these cases ended fatally. 

In Killarney Asylum, four female patients and a member of 
the female staff were attacked by enteric fever. All, however, 
recovered. 

In Letterkenny Asylum, fifteen male and three female patients 
were attacked by influenza, with a fatal result in three of the 
male cases. There was also a fatal case of continued fever on the 
male side ; and two males and four females suffered from erysi- 
pelas, but recovered. 

In Maryborough Asylum, there were four cases of enteric fever 
on the male side towards the end of the year, but none of them 
had a fatal termination. The death-rate in this Asylum was the 
highest recorded amongst the District Asylums during the year, 
being 112 per cent, of the average number resident. 

In Monaghan Asylum, one male and three females were at- 
tacked by erysipelas, to which one of the females succumbed. 
Twenty-six male patients suffered from influenza, and a male 
patient and a female attendant from enteric fever, but all re- 
covered. 

In Mulltngar Asylum, three male and three female patients 
and a member of the female staff were attacked by enteric fever, 
and a female patient by erysipelas — all recovered. The death 
rate in this Asylum was the lowest recorded amongst all the Dis- 
trict Asylums, being only 5 per cent, of the average number 
resident during the year. 

In Omagh Asylum, there were two fatal cases of dysentery 
earl}’ in the year on the female side. In the autumn and winter 
a number of cases of enteric fever occurred — seven males and 
four females, and a member of the female staff having been attacked 
One of the males and one of the females succumbed during the 
year, and another of the males died early in 190G. A case of 
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District scarlatina occurred on the male side in December. The death 
Asylums. ra f. e j n this Asylum was 10'4 per cent, of the average number 
resident during the year. 

Portraiie d aUd the Richmond and Portuane Asylums, nine males and 
sixteen females were attacked by dysentery, with a fatal result 
in two of the male and five ol the female cases. Fourteen males 
suffered from diarrhoea ; all, however, recovered. There were three 
cases of erysipelas on the male side and four cases on the female 
side — two of the male cases ending fatally. Three females were 
attacked by enteric fever, to which one of them succumbed. 
Forty-one males and forty-five females are returned as having- 
been attacked by phthisis, which is shown as the cause of death 
in twenty-seven male and twenty -nine female cases. Pneumonia 
attacked twenty-one males and seven females, and proved fatal 
in fifteen male and four female cases. 

In Sligo Asylum, three male and two female patients, and two 
Sligo. members of the staff were attacked by enteric or continued fever, 

which proved fatal in two of the male cases. 

The only zymotic disease recorded in Waterford Asylum was 
Waterford. one iion-fata.l case of enteric fever which occurred on the female 
side in May. The death rate during the year was only 57 per- 
cent. of the average number resident. 

No cases of zymotic disease appeared in Antrim, Kilkenny, 
Antrim, Limerick, or Londonderry Asylum during the year. The death 
Kilkenny, rate in the case of Kilkenny was only 5 - 8 per cent of the average 
Londonderry^ number resident, and 5-4 per cent, in the Limerick Asylum. 


Cost of Maintenance. 

Cost or As explained in our last Report, we have decided in future to 

Maintenance publish the financial statistics for the year ending 31st March 
falling within the calendar year covered by the other statistics, 
instead of those for the financial year ending on the 31st March 
following the 31st December of the year covered by the other 
statistics. As the Tables showing the receipts and expenditure 
in connection with the various asylums for the year ending 31st 
March, 1905, have already been published in our last Report, 
we had intended to omit them from the present Report. In some 
instances, however, alterations were made in the accounts by the 
auditors after the publication of our Report, and we have, there- 
fore, reprinted Tables XVIII. to XXI , as so amended, in Ap- 
pendix A. 

None of the alterations referred to affected the general obser- 
vations in our last Report regarding financial matters for the year 
ending 31st March, 1905, so that these observations need not be 
here repeated, and our next Report will contain a review of the 
financial statistics for the year ending 31st March, 1906.

Asylums. 

Table XVII. (Appendix A) shows the quantity of land in . - — 

connection with each Asylum, and how it was utilised in the 
year 1905. 

During the year additional land to the extent of 18 acres 1 
rood and 9 perches, was acquired at the Armagh Asylum, and 
26 acres 2 roods at Enniscorthy Asylum. These additions in- 
crease the area of land attached to all the District Asylums by 
44 acres 3 roods 9 perches, which, added to the 30 acres connected 
with Youghal Auxiliary Asylum, raises the total to 3,693 acres 
30 perches. 

Accommodation. 

The following are the details of the works recently carried out, aocommo- 
in progress, or urgently required at the various asylums : — datum. 

Antrim Asylum. — The farm house on the asylum estate has Antrim, 
been altered and fitted up as sleeping accommodation for forty 
patients, and a large hayshed has been erected at the farmyard. 

It has also been decided to erect a detached villa to accommodate 
about seventy patients, in order to relieve the overcrowding in the 
asylum. 

Armagh Asylum. — Improved accommodation has been pro- Armagll 
vided in some of the wards by the conversion of corridors and 
single rooms into dormitories and dayrooms. The asylum farm 
has been extended by the acquisition of a plot of land contain- 
ing nearly 18 J acres, and the question of providing a new drainage 
system is under consideration. 

Ballinasloe Asylum. — The bakery referred to in our last Baiimasioe. 
report as being in course of erection has been completed. A new 
accumulator house has also been erected, and all steam and hot 
water pipes have been covered with asbestos. The electric light 
has been further extended, and additional trees have been planted 
in the grounds. The cottage block which is being erected for 
twenty-five farm patients is almost completed. With a view to 
increasing the accommodation, the question ol removing dividing 
walls in two corridors has been under consideration, and the 
erection of several cottages for attendants is also in contempla- 
tion. 

Belfast Asylum. — The two additional villas on the Purdys- Belfast, 
burn estate, which were referred to in our last report, have been 
completed. The question of drawing up a complete scheme for 
providing on this estate the entire asylum accommodation for the 
city, has been under consideration. 

Carlow Asylum. — Improved and extended accommodation has Carlow, 
been obtained at this asylum by the conversion of a number of 
single rooms and corridors into a large dormitory and a dayroom. 

This work involved the removal of dividing walls, and the en- 
largement of the windows, &c. A disused bathroom was also 
converted into a clothing store, 
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Castlebar Asylum. — The new dining-hall for patients, and 
the attendants’ dining-halls with dormitories attached, have 
been completed, as have also the female hospital block and the 
new stores. Some of the old buildings have been greatly 
improved by making bay window expansions and other altera- 
tions, and the old dining-halls have been refloored and are now 
used as dayrooms. 

The sewage disposal scheme, which was referred to in our 
last report, is still under consideration. 

Clonmel Asylum. — Three detached blocks for the accommo- 
dation of patients are in course of erection at this Asylum. A 
coal store, a farm labourer’s cottage and a section of the boundary 
wall, with a new gateway, have been built. A cricket ground 
has been laid out and a pavilion erected, and some new roads 
have been constructed. 

The question of lighting the Institution by electricity is still 
under consideration. 

Cork Asylum. — No structural additions or alterations of anv 
importance were carried out at this Asylum during the year, 
although as pointed out in previous reports, additional accom- 
modation, and especially, hospital accommodation for the 
treatment of acute and newly-admitted cases, is much required. 

Youghal Auxiliary Asylum. — No new works of any impor- 
tance were carried out at this Institution, although a number 
of alterations were under consideration. 

Downpatrick Asylum. — The following works have been 
carried out at this Asylum during the year, viz. : — the extension 
•and reconstruction of the gas works ; the erection of a house for 
the Land Steward; the erection of five additional fire escape 
stairs, making seven in all; the renovation and. improvement of 
the lighting of the large central dining-hall ; and the extension 
and improvement of the telephone system. New main sewerage 
works are being carried out ; a new well is being sunk ; and 
some structural alterations in the buildings on the male side 
are under consideration. 

Ennis Asylum. — No steps have yet been taken to provide 
the much-needed additional accommodation at this Asylum — 
the whole question having been postponed bj r the County 
Council, pending the issue of the Report of the Commission 
which is at present enquiring into the working of the Poor 
Laws. 

The only work under consideration is the construction of a 
new sewerage system, but the plans of the work have not yet 
been finally settled. 
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Enniscorthy Asylum. — The only works carried out at this District 
Asylum have been the erection of a new mortuary and post- A sylum s ‘ 
mortem room, and the enlargement of the Asylum cemetery. Ennissorthy 

Kilkenny Asylum. — No structural additions or alterations Kilkenny, 
were made in the wards of this Asylum during the year, the 
only building works carried out being the erection of a turf house, 
paint shop, and oil store, and the raising of the boiler house roof. 

Killarney Asylum. — A n electric tell-tale clock system for Killarney. 
recording the watchfulness of the night staff lias been provided at 
this Asylum, and improved machinery has been obtained for the 
laundry. A coal store has also been erected. 

Letterkenny Asylum. — The new block for 200 male patients Lctterkenny 
has been completed and furnished. A gallery has been erected 
in the Roman Catholic Chapel, and improvements have been made 
in the seating, ventilation, &c., of the building. Fire escape staffs 
have been erected ; a ball-alley has been constructed ; and im- 
provements have been made in the laundry machinery. 

Limerick Asylum. — The rebuilding and refitting of the stores, Limerick 
laundry, and kitchen have been completed. The construction of 
a new drainage system has also been completed. The male hos- 
pital has been reconstructed — including the enlargement of the 
dayroom and dormitory and the fitting up of a new sanitary 
annexe. 

Londonderry Asylum. — The new block for 100 male patients Londonderry 
at Gransha has been furnished, and will shortly be occupied. 

Houses for four attendants have been erected on the Gransha 
estate, and a water main has been laid from the entrance gate to 
the new block, for conveying water from the city supply, while 
boring operations have been undertaken in order to obtain a 
supplemental supply on the estate. Some additional machinery 
has been obtained for the laundry at the parent asylum. 

Maryborough Asylum. — The only work carried out at this Maryborough. 
Asylum has been the erection of two cottages for attendants. 

Monaghan Asylum. — Considerable progress has been made in Monaghan, 
the erection of the new block for the accommodation of 120 male 
patients. Steps have also been taken to improve the drying 
arrangements in the laundry. 

Mullingar Asylum. — No structural works were carried out Mullingar, 
at this Asylum during the year. The plans of the new heating 
and hot-water supply system referred to in our last Report, have 
now received the statutory approval of Your Excellency, but the 
work has not yet been commenced. 

Omagh Asylum. — The following works which were referred to 
in our last Report have now been completed, viz. : — the erection 
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of a gallery in the Roman Catholic Chapel ; the erection of a 
veranda at the Female Infirmary ; and the conversion of the old 
Chapel, which formed part of the main building, into dormitories 
for patients and attendants’ quarters. The erection of four fire 
escape staircases has been decided upon. 

Richmond Asylum. — At this Asylum new padded rooms on 
the male and female sides have been constructed. Internal tele- 
phone, fire alarm, and electric check clock systems have been 
installed. New ball courts have been made at the male side, and 
piggeries have been erected. Alterations and improvements 
have been made in one of the day-rooms, and a number of floors 
on the ground level have been relaid on solid concrete. 

Portrane Asylum. — The erection of the mortuary which was 
referred to in our last Report has been completed* and the work 
of levelling and laying out the grounds still continues. 

Sligo Asylum. — No steps have yet been taken to provide the 
mneh-needed additional accommodation at this Asylum, which 
has so often been referred to in our Reports, but a dormitory 
formerly occupied by females has been allocated to the use of the 
males. Rat-proof flooring has been laid in all thp ground floor 
rooms on the male side ; the areas round the buildings have been 
concreted ; and additional sanitary accommodation has been 
provided in the Male Airing Yards. 


Waterford Asylum. — The two detached blocks to accommo- 
date sixty patients each, and the new residence for the Medical 
Superintendent have been completed and are now occupied. The 
former quarters of the Superintendent have been fitted up for the 
accommodation of the Assistant Medical Officer and the female 
attendants. The remodelling of the older parts of the Asylum is 
practically completed ; a new surgery has been fitted up ; and 
the former residence of the Land Steward has been converted 
into quarters for male attendants. 

The question of lighting the Institution by electricity has been 
under consideration. 


Auxiliary Asylum. 

Youghal Auxiliary Asylum. — The regulations for the 
management of this Institution including those defining the 
duties of the Visiting Physician, have now received the statutory 
approval of Your Excellency. A detailed report on the condition 
of the Institution and the treatment of the patients therein will 
be found in Appendix E, 
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Regulations and Legal Decisions. 

District 

In addition to those approved in the case of Youghal Auxiliary AS ^ MS * 
Asylum, regulations for the government and management of P fi?D legal 3 
Antrim District Asylum have, since the date of our last Report, CEGISION9 - 
been submitted and approved by Your Excellency under the 
provisions of the 9th section (sub-section 6) of the Local Govern- 
ment (Ireland) Act, 1898. 

Regulations under this section are now in force in the follow- 
ing Asylums, viz. Antrim, Armagh, Ballinasloe, Belfast, 

Clonmel, Cork (including Youghal Auxiliary), Downpatrick, 

Ennis, Enniscorthy, Killarney, Londonderry, Maryborough, 

Richmond and Waterford. 

Questions having been raised as to the discretionary powers Questions re 
of Asylum Committees, with regard to applications for ad- FpSSSd 
mission . to District Asylums on the ordinary Admission Form 2r*fn^3o 
(D), which is prescribed by the statutory regulations, and also patients to 
with regard to the discharge of unrecovered cases to Work- Workhouses - 
houses, the matter was submitted to the Law Officers of the 
Crown, who advised that, under certain conditions, Form D. is 
mandatory, and that, subject to the provisions of sections 9, 10, 
and 11 of the Act 38 & 39 Yic. cap. 67, so long as a patient 
remains insane he cannot be discharged from a District Asylum 
to a Workhouse. 

During the year the Court of King’s Bench decided in a test 
case brought forward that Petty Sessions Stamps to the value 
of Is. are required on the Declarations of Insanity which are 
embodied in the Admission Forms D and E prescribed by the 
statutory regulations. This decision does not affect the liability 
of the Agreement contained in each Form to have in addition 
a 6d. Agreement Stamp affixed thereto. 

The full text of the circulars conveying the opinion of the 
Law Officers and the decision of the Court of King’s Bench 
referred to, will be found in Appendix F. 


Criminal Lunatics. 

Questions having arisen as to the interpretation of the 6th criminal 
section of the Act 1, Edwd. VII. cap. 17, a Petition of Right was LUNATICS 
brought by the Richmond Asylum Committee, and on the 
25th January, 1905, judgment was given on this Petition declar- 
ing that cases committed under the Army Act, 1881, section 91, 
and the Naval Enlistment Act, 1884, section 3, are “ criminal” 
lunatics within the meaning of the first-mentioned section. 

This judgment was confirmed on appeal, and consequently the 
cases . referred to, which were formerly classified as “ dangerous ” 
lunatics, are now classified as “ criminal ” lunatics, and the total 
cost of their maintenance is paid out of moneys voted by Parlia- 
ment, in pursuance of the provisions of the Act 1, Edwd. VII., 
cap 17. 
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Prosecutions. 

During the year only one prosecution was instituted for ill- 
treating a patient. In this ease, which occurred in Ballinasloe 
Asylum, the patient was beaten with a strap by an attendant 
who, on being suspended from duty, at once tendered his resig- 
nation, and was afterwards prosecuted for the offence, and was 
fined £3 and costs. 

Another case of ill-treatment of a patient occurred in Carlow 
Asyium. In this instance, after investigating the circumstances, 
the Committee of Management severely reprimanded the two 
attendants who had used violence to the patient, and fined them 
£5 each. In deference to the wishes of the Committee, who 
fully realised the gravity of the offence, and had exhibited great 
anxiety in investigating the case, no steps were taken to prose- 
cute the offenders. 


Dietaries. 

The diet scales at a few of the District Asylums have recently 
been under the consideration of the Committees, and various alter- 
ations have been made in them. These changes have been made 
with a view to the prevention of waste and the promotion of 
economy rather than to confer any special benefit on the insane 
inmates. It cannot, however, be said that the changes reduced, 
to any appreciable extent, the nutritious value of the food given, 
As a rule, the diet scales of Irish Asylums compare favourably 
with those of other countries. For instance, so far as the 
quantity of food is concerned, the amount of bread, milk, 
and vegetables given in Ireland is greater than that laid 
down in° the diet tables of asylums in many other _ countries. 
Where the asylum dietaries in this country fall short is in their 
monotony and want of variety, both in the kind of food provided, 
and in the manner of cooking it ; and also in the absence of all 
those small adjuncts, such as butter, jam, sauces, &e., which tend 
to make food palatable to those whose condition of bodily health 
has diminished the relish for solid and untempting, though per- 
haps wholesome and nourishing articles of food. The manner of 
cookino- and serving the meals also in some of these institutions 
stand sadly in need of improvement. 

There can be no valid reason why the same kind of meat should 
be cooked and served from week to week in exactly the same 
manner. The great object in framing an Asylum diet table should 
be to make the dietary as similar as possible to that to which the 
insane were accustomed in their own homes. With this view, 
potatoes have always to be given in large quantities in Ireland, 
and tea should also be provided at least once a day. There is no 
other article of diet so much appreciated as the latter by the 
female patients, and being to some extent deprived of it must bo 
amongst the greatest trials experienced by women on being sent 
to an asylum.

Much has, however, of late years been clone to modernise and PsytujT 
improve the diet scales in Irish Asylums. For instance — fish has — 
been introduced in many as a Friday dinner, and it has been 
found a most useful article of diet, as it is relished, is not 
expensive, and meets the requirements of the religion of the 
majority. A great improvement has also been made in the 
manner of serving the meals. "With a few regrettable excep- 
tions, efforts are everywhere made to inculcate and sustain 
habits of decency, and, with this view, tablecloths, knives, and 
forks, &c., are provided, the efficacy of which in staying the down- 
ward tendencies of many of the insane cannot be gainsaid. 


Staff. 

Dr. J. H. Hatched, the Resident Medical Superintendent of the STAFF ‘ 
Maryborough District Asylum, was superannuated in 1905, after 
thirty-seven years faithful service. He was succeeded by Dr. P. 
Coffey, who had been previously Assistant Medical Officer in the 
Limerick Asylum. 

With great regret, we have to record the death, early in the 
present year, of Dr. L. T. Griffin, the Resident Medical Superin- 
tendent of the Killarney District Asylum. Although advanced 
in years he died in harness. His loss was keenly felt by all 
with whom he came in contact, his gentle and unassuming 
manner having endeared him to patients and staff alike. The 
vacancy has been filled by the promotion of Dr. Edward W. 
Griffin, the Assistant Medical Officer of the Asylum. 

With great regret we have also to record the death of Dr. 

Oscar T. Woods, the Resident Medical Superintendent of the 
Cork District Asylum, who, after a distinguished career, has just 
passed away at the age of fifty-eight. 

He served for fourteen years as Medical Superintendent of the 
Killarney Asylum prior to his appointment to Cork in 1 889. As 
a past President of the Medico-Psychological Association of Great 
Britain and Ireland, of which Association he was a valued 
member, his loss will be keenly felt, not only on personal 
grounds, but also by all those who take an interest in the study 
of psychology.

The number of patients resident in Dundrum Asylum at the Number 
end of 1905 was 160, viz., 137 males and 23 females, as compared resident, 
with 159 (139 males and 20 females) at the end of 1904. 

The admissions (23) showed an increase of 3 on the number for Admission?, 
the previous year, while the discharges numbered 19, as com- 
paved with 8 in the previous year. This great increase was Disc ,urgea 
principally caused by the number of transfers to District Asylums, 
which amounted to 13 in 1905, as compared with only 3 in 1904. 

The deaths were 3 in number, as compared with 6 in the Deaths, 
previous year. All resulted from natural causes.

The general health of the patients has been good, and no acci- 
dent, suicide, or escape occurred during the year. 

The only work, beyond ordinary repairs, which was carried 
out was the cleaning of the fire main, with the view of improving 
the pressure of water.

PERSONS OF UNSOUND MIND IN IRISH WORK- Wobmouses. 

HOUSES. — 

On the 1st January, 1906, the pauper lunatics in Irish work- Statistics, 
houses (exclusive of those maintained under the 9th Sec. of the 
Act 38 and 39 Viet., cap. 67, who are included in the population 
of the District Asylums), numbered 3,215, viz. : — 1,264 males and 
1,951 females. 

On the 1st January, 1905, the numbers were : — males, 1,267 ; 
females, 2,053 ; total, 3,320— showing a decrease of 105 (3 males 
and 102 females) in the twelve months. 

It is again satisfactory to record a decrease in the number 
of the insane inmates of these institutions, which now stands " um m 
lower than at any time since 1S79. The reduction was not so 
great as that which took place in the previous year, viz. : — 340, 
and which was to a considerable extent caused by the opening 
of the Auxiliary Asylum at Youghal, and the transfer thereto of 
220 cases from the workhouses of the City and County of Cork. 

The number in each of the unions throughout Ireland is 
shown in Appendix D, which also includes 119 lunatics maintained 
by contract with Committees of District Asylums, under the 
section above referred to.

The decrease which is shown to have taken place in recent 
years in the numbers of the insane inmates of Irish Workhouses 
would indicate that the Poor Law Guardians recognise the un- 
suitability of these institutions, as at present constituted, for the 
care and treatment of the insane. 

The statistics show that the transfer of aged insane paupers 
from workhouses to asylums goes on increasing, and this must 
continue until other accommodation is provided for such cases. 

Persons suffering from certain mild forms of mental aberration 
can, with propriety, be retained and cared for in workhouses, 
but the greater number of the cases found in the wards of these 
institutions are so frail, helpless, and demented as to be most 
troublesome to deal with, and to need all the care that skill and 
experience can afford them. 

The existing arrangements in most of the workhouses are 
quite inadequate for the nursing of such cases. For example, 
no day -rooms are provided,- so that the inmates have to 
eat, spend their days, and sleep in the same rooms. In some 
there are no paid attendants — the care of the insane being 
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entrusted to paupers— in others, if a paid attendant is appointed, Woukuousks. 
he is merely a pauper who receives a small weekly pittance tor 
his services. The only places for exercise are small cheerless yards 
where the insane inmates pass their time, without amusement or 
occupation. In some of the urban workhouses the overcrowding 
is so great, and the space set apart for the imbecile wards is so 
limited, that it is impossible to provide adequate room, either for 
exercise or employment. 

We cannot report that much improvement has taken place, in 
the accommodation provided for the insane in workhouses during 
the year. Boards of Guardians, in anticipation of some action 
being taken to provide for the insane inmates elsewhere, have 
deferred taking any active steps towards making alterations in 
the existing wards in which the imbecile class are accommodated.

In Ireland accommodation for the Insane who are able to 
contribute towards their maintenance is provided — 

(1.) In licensed houses, of which there are twelve. 

(2.) In establishments, which may be denominated lunatic 
hospitals. These establishments are not kept for 
profit, and were originally endowed by private 
individuals. Of these there are four, viz. : — Bloom- 
field ; St. Patrick’s Hospital, including St. Edmonds- 
bury ; St Vincent’s ; and the Stewart Institution. 

(3.) A certain number of private patients who arc able to 
contribute only small sums towards their mainten- 
ance are received into District Asylums. 


The number of licensed houses and lunatic hospitals continues 
the same as at the date of our last Report. 

On 1st January, 1906, the number of patients resident in 
licensed houses and lunatic hospitals was 818, of whom 379 were 
males, and 439 females. These figures show an increase of 24 
on the number resident on 1st January, 1905 — the males having 
increased by 28, while the females decreased by 4.

As this table shows, the number of admissions in 1905 was 
greater than the number recorded in any of the 26 years given 
in the table. The first admissions, however, were somewhat less 
than those for the years 1902 and 1903, although they showed 
an increase of 24 on the number for 1904. 

The percentage of recoveries on admissions during the year Kecovcry and 
was 39‘9, as compared with 400 in the previous year, while the death rates, 
percentage of deaths on the approximate average number resident 
was 5'2, as compared with 6‘8 in 1904.

One of the deaths was caused by suicide and another by acci- suicide, 
dent. In the former case, however, the injuries to which the 
patient succumbed, consisting of burns and incised wounds, had 
been self-inflicted prior to admission to St Patrick’s Hospital, so 
that during the year there was only one death which was caused 
by misadventure in these Institutions. The particulars of this 
case are as follow : — 

At Carriglea Asylum, on the morning of 23rd November, a Accidental 
female patient (M. L.), aged 71 years, managed, in the absence for oan-igiea.

Fifty-fifth Report on District , Criminal , 

only nine inches, and, falling to the ground, a distance of about 
seventeen feet, she sustained a compound fracture of the left thigh. 
Her death took place seven days afterwards. A Coroner’s 
inquest was held, and the jury returned a verdict that the 
patient died from the effects of injuries and shock sustained by 
falling from the window in endeavouring to escape, and they 
added a rider that there was no evidence of neglect on the part 
of anyone, as all reasonable precautions appeared to have been 
taken to ensure her safety. 

One of us also held an Inquiry, on oath, regarding the case, as 
the result of which we saw no reason to differ from the finding 
of the jury. We, however, suggested that in all cases in which 
patients exhibit a tendency to escape, the supervision should, if 
possible, be absolutely continuous, and that the window sashes 
in such patients’ rooms should be so stopped as not to permit of 
their being opened more than five inches. 

Several of the Asylums continue to receiv voluntary boarders 
under conditions laid down by us. In the majority of cases 
these boarders leave after a short stay, but in some instances 
they remain for a lengthened period. The total number of 
voluntary boarders resident in all the Private Asylums and In- 
stitutions for the Insane on 31st December, 1905, was 29, viz. • — 
21 males and 8 females. 

The Lunatic Hospitals continue to discharge their charitable 
and beneficent functions as Institutions for the care and treat- 
ment, at low rates of payment, of educated patients who have 
seen better days. 

For the insane possessed of adequate means, it is always easy 
to find suitable care, but for many of those who, through no 
fault of their own, have, from mental breakdown, been unable 
any longer to carry on the struggle for existence, and, as a result, 
are left destitute, or unable to contribute the full cost of their 
maintenance, it is impossible to obtain accommodation except 
in the District Asylums, where such persons are obliged to mix 
with those whose previous habits and modes of life make them 
uncongenial companions. The philanthropic founders of the 
Lunatic Hospitals have, however, provided endowments, very 
limited though they arc, which afford means for the care and 
treatment of a few of these educated and more refined persons, 
who would otherwise have to be supported out of the public rates. 

The following are some matters of interest or importance with 
reference to each Lunatic Hospital and Licensed House . — 

Lunatic Hospitals and Institutions foe the Insane. 

Bloomfield. — The work of enlarging the windows on the male 
side is in progress. This work, when completed, will effect a 
great improvement by affording more light and better ventilation 
in the rooms occupied by the patients. The appliances for dealing 
with an outbreak of fire and the means of escape appear to receive 
due attention, but the alternative exit from the upper story on 
the female side is by a ladder, which it would be difficult to 
utilise for the removal of insane patients. 
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St. Patrick’s Hospital and St. Edmondsbury.— Two new noSS. 
boilers have been erected for heating purposes at St. Patrick’s gt pa ~^, s 
Hospital ; a lantern light has been inserted in the roof over the hojhm and 
staircase on toe male side ; the stairs have been carpeted on the nury. 
female side, and paintiDg has been done where necessary. The 
branch establishment at St. Edmondsbury, as well as the parent 
Institution, continues to be kept in admirable order, 

St. Vincent’s. — Two outside iron stairs have been erected at Sl - '' inco,ll ' s - 
the detached villas as a means of escape in case of fire ; a wooden 
staircase has been placed in the main house, so as to afford an 
alternative exit from one of the upper dormitories ; hydrants 
and hose have been provided at convenient points all through 
the main house, and two hand pumps are in readiness in the 
detached houses, so that due attention has been given to the 
means of escape in the event of an outbreak of fire in this Institu- 
tion, and to the appliances for dealing with it. 

Stewart Institution. — At the date of the last visit to this " 3 ' 

Institution, a turbine was in course of erection for the purpose • 
of providing an additional water supply. Some improvements 
in the ground floor male wards and the entrance to the lunatic 
department have been suggested. 

Licensed Houses. Houses. 

Armagh Retreat. — The ladies’ department at this Asylum Anna jjjJ" 
has been enlarged by the addition thereto of the rooms formerly Retreat, 
occupied by Dr. Allen’s family. Some of the bed-rooms on the 
male side require to be better ventilated. 

Belmont Park. — An extension of the accommodation at this Bd® ont 
Institution has been undertaken, and although part of the 
work has already been carried out, further progress has been 
stayed pending the settlement of the plans on lines which we 
can approve. We have also called attention to the necessity for 
a balcony and escape stairs at one end of the block recently 
erected, so as to provide an alternative exit in case of fire. 

Carriglea. — The arrangements for keeping the statutory Carriglea- 
books and records in this Institution are now completed. The 
rooms are by degrees being made more comfortable, and the accom- 
modation has been considerably extended by the conversion of 
some of the out-buildings into day -rooms and dormitories, &c. 

The number for which the house is licensed has therefore been 
increased from 10 to 30. 

Elm Lawn. — This house continues to be kept in good order. Elm Lawn 

Farnham House and Maryville. — Some parts of these houses Earnham ^ 
have been re-furnished ; a rustic porch has been erected at one ^laryviti'e. 
of the ladies* houses; new cooking appliances have been 
obtained, and a great deal has been done in the way of painting 
and decorating the various rooms and corridors. 

Hampstead and Highfild. — A new porch has been erected Hampstead 
at one of the cottages at Hampstead. Alterations and improve- ani " t ‘ ‘ 
ments have been made in the grounds at Highfield, with a viewot

affording a place for secluded exercise, and a handsome summer- 
house has been erected. The various rooms and corridors con- 
tinue to be kept bright and cheerful by painting and decorating 
them when necessary. 

Hartfield and Verville. — A wooden escape stairs has been 
erected to provide an alternative exit from the large dormitory at 
Hartfield in case of fire, but internal hydrants are also required. An 
additional tank for the storage of water has been constructed, and 
new fireplaces have been provided in some of the bedrooms. Steps 
are being taken to improve the sitting-rooms at the back of the 
House by putting in bow windows, which will add to the light 
and ventilation of these rooms. The wooden fire escape stairs at 
Verville has been reconstructed, but there are neither internal 
hydrants nor hose to enable the staff, in the event of fire, to cope 
with it on its first outbreak. 

Lindville. — A small Chapel is being provided for the Roman 
Catholic patients in this House, and a fire escape stairs has 
been erected. During the year two cases of enteric fever occurred 
in the Institution, but neither of them proved fatal. This disease 
was very prevalent in the neighbourhood at the time. 

House of St. John of God. — As an additional precaution 
in case of fire, an escape stairs to which access is provided b}^ a 
commodious platform, has been erected at the end wing of the 
Institution. New indoor lavatory accommodation is being pro- 
vided in the Infirmary block. 

Woodbine Lodge. — N o change has taken place in this House, 
which continues in good order. 

Table No. II. (Appendix C) shows the number under treat- 
ment in all these Institutions during the year 1905, and the 
number remaining at the end of the year, and also, in the case 
of the licensed houses, the number for which each was licensed ; 
Table No. III. shows the admissions, discharges, deaths and 
escapes during the year; Table No. IV. the probable causes of 
insanity in the patients remaining at the end of the year; Table 
No. V. the forms of mental disease in the cases admitted, re- 
covered, and died, and also in those i emaining ; Table No. VI. 
the ages of the patients; Table No. VII. their social condition 
as to marriage; and Table No. VIII. their previous professions 
or occupations. 

Our reports on the inspection of these licensed, houses and 
other institutions will be found in Appendix E.

The general health has been good. At the present time there are Health, 
only five men and one woman confined to bed. Only one of these, 
however, is suffering from bodily disease. The rest are in bed on account 
of violence and excitement. 


From the records of seclusion, it would appear that this method of Seclusion, 
treatment was resorted to with 45 men and 14 women, on 1,974 
occasions for 16,326 hours, in the cases of the men, and on 452 
occasions for 3,454 hours in all, in the cases of the women. In an 
institution such as this, with so many violent and exceptionally 
dangerous patients, the amount of seclusion must necessarily be con- 
siderable, not only for the protection of the individual, but also of those 
in association with him. 


Mechanical Restraint was not resorted to in the treatment of any No restraint, 
patient throughout the year. 

Of the 155 patients in residence, five men and one woman suffer from Epileptic and 
epilepsy, and the same numbers are returned as actively suicidal. These SU1CI a caBt ' s ' 
classes sleep under special supervision.

The service of the meals has been greatly improved by the introduc- Service of 
tion of tablecloths, and the food appeared to be of good quality, and nieals and 
properly cooked. dietary. 


The behaviour of the patients both at dinner, and indeed, during the Conduct, 
whole visit, was quiet and orderly. 

Employment is found for 95 men and 14 women — giving a proportion Employment 
of patients employed, excluding bedmakers (viz : — 21 men and 2 women) 
amounting to 56 per cent, on the male, and 54 per cent, on the female 
side. These percentages show the advantages of encouraging the em- 
ployment of patients, by- granting a small payment to those who work. 


The staff remains numerically unchanged, and consists of 4 Charge Staff, 
and 22 ordinary Attendants, and of 3 Charge and 9 ordinary Nurses. 
Amongst these are classed the stoker, tailor, shoemaker, cook, gardener, 
gatekeeper, night attendants, laundresses, and hall maid. The male staff 
have now, as a general rule, long service, and there does not appear to 
have been any change amongst them during the year. There were 
however, three voluntary resignations on th§ female side. 


Further precautions have been taken to guard against the danger of Precautions 
fire, by providing telephonic communication, so as to be able to call up against firc- 
the City Fire Brigade, and by having the fire main pipes cleaned and 
the pressure improved.

I have the honour to submit my fifteenth Annual Report, the usual 
statistical tables for the year 1905, and the notes on the cases admitted. 


In accordance with your instructions no financial tables are sub- 
mitted. In my next report, the financial tables for the year ending 
31st March, 1906, will be submitted. 


The admissions were 23 in number, 19 males, and 4 females, and 
were, generally speaking, of a bad type. As “ good cases ” must be 
discharged to make room for admissions, there can be no doubt that 
“ bad cases ” steadily accumulate, and I hope that steps will be taken to 
improve the accommodation and provide for better classification. 
Refractory patients are overflowing into other wards — a very dangerous 
state of affairs. 


Three male patients and one female were discharged recovered, two 
males were discharged as not insane, and thirteen males were sent to 
District Asylums to make room for fresh cases. 

The deaths were three in number, all from natural causes. An 
inquest was held in each case. 

The average number resident was 1 59 - 9 3, as against 156-81 last 
year. 

The total number of patients under treatment was 182, as against 
173 last year. 
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I am glad to be able to report for the thirteenth year in succession Central 

that there was no serious casualty or suicide, and for the same period, lunatic' 

with one exception, no escape. Asylum

The general health of the patients and staff was very good. The No casualty, 
Assistant Physician was operated upon for appendicitis, and was on or 

leave for three months. I am glad to be able to report that he made _ ‘ 
an excellent recovery. health.

The amusements were carried out on the usual scale as regards out- Amusements, 
door entertainments, but want of funds prevented me from engaging 
any professionals for dramatic or variety performances, 

The improvement during the year was the cleaning of the water Improvements 
main. I cannot say that this was the only improvement that was 
urgently required. 

There were no changes in the male Staff ; two females left on Staff, 
marriage, one being awarded a gratuity of £52 10s., another female left 
to better herself, but has since applied for re-appointment. 


The Assistant and Consulting Physicians have rendered me valuable Medical and 
assistance in the discharge of my duties, and the Clerical and Store clencnl 3taffs 
Departments have been ably managed by Mr J. G. Squires aiuVJMr.

DISTRICT AND AUXILIARY ASYLUMS. 


ANTRIM DISTRICT ASYLUM. 

The most important work carried out at this asylum since the last 
report was made has been the remodelling and fitting up of Spring- 
field House as sleeping accommodation for 40 male patients. This 
work has been entirely carried out by the staff and patients, and bears 
testimony to their skill and industry. The building would have made 
a suitable and convenient residence for the men employed m the farm- 
yard, but at present, owing to the overcrowded condition of the mam 
building, all the rooms must be used as dormitories— the patients 
returning to the main building to spend their days and take their meals. 

It is understood that the Committee have decided to light this building 
with electric light, thus providing for the safety and well-being of the 
patients. . , ... 

When the Committee have had practical experience of the suitability 
of this cottage as a residence for the insane, it is to be hoped that ad- 
ditional accommodation of a similar nature will be provided for the 
superfluous population of the asylum, and also to meet the future 
wants of the insane poor of the county. 

There are at present resident in the asylum 511 patients a surplus 
population of at least 100 over the estimated accommodation, so that 
some steps must be taken to rectify the overcrowding which is every- 
where only too apparent.

Of these, 45 men and 4 women are resident at the Ballymena Work- 
house, under the provisions of section 9 of the Act 38 & 39 Vic., cap. 

The number of admissions during the period under review appears 
to have been large, and shows how much additional accommodation is 

called for. . , . . ^ 

The percentage of deaths on the average number resident during rnt 
year 1904 amounted to 5- 2 amongst the males, and 7-2 amongst tne 
females — percentages which are below the average for all Irish asy unis. 

In two cases, or in 5 per cent, of the deaths, 'post-mortem examina ion 
were made. 
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One death resulted from suicide by strangulation. This case formed Antrim 

the subject of a coroner’s inquest, and of an inquiry on oath by us. Asylum. 

In our Report on the Inquiry which was sent to the Committee, it Suicide, 
was suggested, with the view of improving the supervision, and, as far 
as possible, guarding against such accidents in the future, that the 
divisions should be re-arranged in smaller wards, so far as the construe- Suggested rc- 
tion of the buildings will permit, in order that the wards reserved for arrangement 
acute, melancholic, and sick cases should be separate, as far as this of wards, 
can be carried out, and should not contain too many patients. When 
large numbers are concentrated in one ward, it is difficult to hold each 
attendant responsible for patients under special supervision, and it 
renders the attendants’ duties more difficult to carry out properly. 

The staff in immediate charge of the insane consists, on the male staff, 
side, of 4 charge and 16 ordinary attendants. This gives a ratio of 
about one attendant to 15 patients. On the female side there are 4 
charge and 12 ordinary nurses, giving a ratio of one nurse to 13 patients. 

It appears that the Resident Medical Superintendent has obtained 
the sanction of the Committee to add three attendants to the staff, 
and no delay should take place in making these appointments, as the 
male staff is certainly below the standard. 

On the female side the post of head nurse has been vacant for some 
time. There appears to have been good reason for the delay in selecting 
a suitable person for the post, but it is hoped that the vacancy will 
now be filled, as the services of so important an official must be much 
needed. In addition, the existing staff cannot be looked on as too 
strong, and should be kept up to its full number. 

The only serious casualty recorded since last visit has been the frac- Casualty, 
ture of the lower end of the bones of a female patient’s leg, and a dis- 
location of the foot sustained by her in a fall during an epileptic fit. 

The sanitary state of the asylum appears to be good, as no zymotic No zymotic 
or epidemic disease has visited it during the past year. disease. 

A plentiful supply of excellent water has been provided by the con- Water supply, 
struction of a reservoir on the hill above the asylum. This supply is 
said to be sufficient to meet the requirements of the asylum, both as 
regards its domestic wants, and as a means of extinguishing fire. 

The means of escape and the arrangements for dealing with an out- Precautions 
break of fire would appear to be sufficient, and to have met with the against lire, 
approval of the Superintendent of the Belfast Fire Brigade. The 
staff has been trained in fire drill, and they are instructed periodically 
in the use of the fire engines by the Engineer. 

The epileptics number 26, or 5 per cent, of the total number, and the Epileptic and 
actively suicidal are returned as 10. These two classes sleep under suicida, > &c -» 
continuous supervision. At present there is only a single case of general clse3, 
paralysis of the insane, and in this case the diagnosis is somewhat doubt- 
ful. 

There continues to be an absence of any recourse to either restraint No restraint 
or seclusion in the treatment of the patients in this asylum — a record or seclusion, 
which speaks well for the tact and patience of the staff. 

The behaviour of the patients during my visit was excellent. All Conduct, 
were very quiet and well conducted. Both sexes are well clothed, c on( m; on 
and both men and women are particularly tidy and well looked after, and clothing, 
as regards their neatness in dress and personal appearance. 

The returns of employment show that, excluding patients only em- Employment, 
ployed in the wards, 47 per cent, of the men, and 42 per cent, of the 
women are usefully occupied. Fifty-eight men work on the farm, and 
23 women help in the laundry. 
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Apart from the overcrowding, which is everywhere apparent, the wards 
were bright, cheerful, and well furnished. The dormitories on the 
male side are so crowded with beds that there is barely room to pass 
between them. 

The bedding was found in good order, sufficiently warm, and of 
excellent material. Under-blankets should, however, as far as possible, 
be provided on all beds. 

The night staff consists of two attendants on each side, and the small 
number of beds found wet on the first morning of my visit (only one 
on each side) would show that their duties are carefully performed. 
This staff is not under the strength of other similar institutions in 
Ireland, but in other countries the arrangements for the care and nursing 
of the insane during the night are much more complete. 

The dietary scale is liberal as regards the quantities of food given, 
and the provisions which I saw were of excellent quality. 

Seventy-two per cent, of the patients are able to attend to their 
religious duties. One hundred and eighty go to the Presbyterian 
Service, 96 attend Mass, and 93 go to the Protestant Episcopalian 
Service. 

The Chaplains are constant in their attendance. 

The various books and records are carefully kept. The case-books 
afford most interesting information regarding the various cases under 
care, and reflect much credit on the Assistant Medical Officer, Dr. 
Walter Smyth.

ARMAGH DISTRICT ASYLUM. 

The return of the works carried out, and the improvements made 
during the past year at this asylum show that much lias been done 
to benefit the insane inmates, and to renovate and modernise the older 
parts of the institution. 

The most useful step taken in the history of the asylum since it was 
last visited, has been the acquisition of an additional plot of land con- 
sisting of 18|- acres. This extension of the farm will add to the useful- 
ness of the institution, in that it will afford the best means of treating 
the insane. Not alone will it assist in curing the curable, but it will 
also supply healthy, active, outdoor work, and so improve the health, 
and add to the contentment of the incurable. 

Furthermore, if properly managed, this additional land must tend 
to economy in maintenance. 

Electric light, originally installed in the hospital block, has now been 
extended to the old buildings. This light has been found by experience 
to be the safest, most convenient, and most sanitary, and for these 
reasons, and in these respects it is superior to gas. Its introduction 
into the old building will do much to brighten the sombre surroundings 
of some of the wards. 

At the present time a coal shed which is connected with the railway 
by a siding is being built. It is unfortunate that it was found necessary 
to place this building so much in front of the new hospital, but it is to 
be hoped that the roof will be made as unobtrusive as possible. 

Some additional accommodation is being obtained by the removal 
of the old walls of single rooms, and the conversion of the space thus 
obtained into dormitories and dayrooms. This work has already been 
carried out on the female side, and is about to be undertaken in the

regarding the requirements of the insane. 

The Medical Superintendent states that, when these alterations are Accommoda- 
completed, the old buildings will afford room for 152 men and 133 tion * 
women — 285 patients in all. At the present time, however, 340 patients 
reside in this part of the institution, and unfortunately, no more “ gut- 
ting ” can be done, so that additional room will be required for the 
superfluous population. 

In addition, the Committee should consider the claims of the work- Accommoda- 
house insane, for whose care they are legally responsible. These work- 1** 011 of hiaano 
house lunatics in the district number 95 — a number which is too small jj!, worli ' 
to be cared for separately with economy. The question, therefore, eS ‘ 
of how to provide additional accommodation for these cases in the most 
suitable and most economical manner should occupy the attention 
of the Committee. Suitable and inexpensive accommodation has of 
late been provided at some of the Irish asylums by the erection of 
villas scattered about the grounds. 

Several cases of enteric fever having occurred during the spring Drainage and 
months, the Committee decided to have an inspection of the drainage wafcer supply, 
and water supply made by a specialist. 

This was done by Messrs. Kaye-Parry and Ross, who made an ex- 
haustive report on the subject. In their opinion, nothing short of a 
new system of drainage, with considerable alterations in the sanitary 
appliances, would effectually meet the requirements of the institution. 

They further recommend that the whole question of the water supply 
to the asylum should be taken into consideration. 

Acting on this report, the Committee aie having the sewers in the 
female yard relaid under the supervision of the County Surveyor, and 
the old sewer under the main block is now flushed from the river. When 
these alterations are completed, the rest of the drainage system will 
be dealt with. 

As regards the water, it appears that already a supply has been 
obtained from the town. There should, therefore, be no hesitation in 
using this entirely for domestic purposes, and relegating the use of 
water obtained from other sources — some of which is of doubtful purity 
— to flushing and supplying the boilers. 

The Committee have at present under consideration the improvement Heatm" of 
of the heating of the new hospital referred to in last year’s report. new hospital.

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So far as statistics for so short a period are of any value, there is 
no evidence of any growth of insanity in the county, as the numbers 
resident in the asylum have not been added to, nor, up to this date 
have so many been admitted as in past years. 

Amongst the deaths was one from choking. An epileptic patient 
when eating his dinner was seized with a lit, and was suffocated by the 
food entering his lungs. Every effort was made to restore animation, 
but without avail. In this case a coroner’s inquest was held, and a 
verdict returned acquitting the asylum staff of all blame. 

A serious assault was committed on an attendant by a patient who 
had been always looked upon as a harmless man, and was employed at 
weaving. The attendant and the patient appear to have had some 
difference of opinion, when the patient seized a log of wood and struck 
the loom with it, and the attendant, on going over to see what had 
happened, was himself struck from behind. The blow is said to have 
fractured the skull, and for some time the attendant s condition was 
most critical. He is, however, now convalescent. 

The patient was brought up for trial for the offence at Quarter Ses- 
sions, and being found insane on arraignment, was duly transferred 
to Dundrum Criminal Lunatic Asylum. 

A female patient lately admitted was described in the case-book 
as having her body covered with bruises. Unfortunately, the matter 
was not reported to our office, as it should have been, so that it is now 
too late to make further inquiry as to the cause of these injuries, and 
the patient refuses to give any information on the subject. 

A male patient fractured one of the bones of his leg, as the result 
of a fall on a doorstep. 

An outbreak of erysipelas occuired in the spring of the year — 
attacking three female patients, and one nurse, and proving fatal, 
unfortunately, in all the cases attacked. 

Five patients were found in bed at the time of the visit. Besides 
these, two men and one woman are kept in bed on account of excitement. 
One of the patients in bed is at present suffering from bedsores, but 
there is no entry of any case so suffering at the time of death. 

Post-mortem examinations were made in 11 per cent, of the deaths. 

The records show that restraint was resorted to in the case of one 
man for twelve hours, to prevent the removal of bandages from a frac- 
tured leg. 

Seclusion was used in the cases of three men for 17 hours. 

The patients were very quiet and well-behaved in all parts of the 
asylum. The women were tidy and decently dressed in gowns of varied 
colours. The clothing of the men was rather shabby, as some of the 
garments were covered with large patches. It appears there is no 
tailor on the staff. The Committee might consider whether such an 
appointment would not tend to economy, and to the improvement 
and occupation of the men, especially as there are now several looms 
at work, and all the tweed could be manufactured on the premises. 
Unless a tailor is employed to make up this material, there does not 
appear to be much object in having it made in the asylum. 

The dinner on the day of my visit consisted of fish and coffee. There 
does not seem to be much improvement in the service of the meals. 
Dr. Lawless states that knives and forks are provided at some tables, 
but there were none in use at the dinner on this occasion. Some of 
the tables were provided with white oilcloth in lieu of tablecloths. This 
may be necessary in the case of very untidy patients, but such table 
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covering is not now used in asylums — tablecloths, and all other appur- Armagh 
tenances of a domestic dinner table being supplied. The object of this - svijUm. 
is to improve the habits of the insane, by keeping up their self-respect, 
rather than lowering their self-control by special appliances, which 
only tend to conceal the evidence of their mental degeneration. 

The bedding stands in need of greater attention on the part of the Bedding, 
officials in charge of it. In the first place, all bedding to be used at 
night should be on the beds at the morning visit. Some of the sheets 
were torn, and would require greater attention as regards mending. 

The material used appears ill-suited for asylum wear, and a stronger 
and more durable linen should be provided. There are no uncler-blankets. 
and the over-blankets appear much worn. They are sufficiently heavy 
for this season of the year, but will afford little warmth in winter. 

Many of the mattresses would require re-making. To do this work, 
one of the staff might be given some lessons in upholstery, so as to 
have these articles made in somewhat better shape than in the past. 

The basement at the end of the female wing is now utilised as sleeping utilization of 
accommodation for the patients. These rooms are flagged, and are basement as 
not provided with hot- water pipes. They are, therefore, cold and cheer- sleeping ac- 
less in the extreme. It is recommended that the floors be covered commo atlon * 
with cork carpeting, and that the hot- water system be extended to 
the rooms. 

Some of the accommodation in the rere of the establishment has a Suggested 
very prison-like appearance. Something might be done to modernise improvement 
it, without much cost, by enlarging the windows, and laying down ^ t ^° O!nm0 ‘ 
wooden floors instead of tiles. 

Exclusive of bedmakers, about 52 per cent, of the men and 60 per Employment, 
cent, of the women find some useful employment. These are fair 
percentages, which will, I trust, be very largely increased on the male 
side, when the new farm is fully cultivated. 

The Visiting Committee have recommended the purchase of an Laundry, 
additional washing machine. Perhaps, by providing a few wash tubs 
and employing more women in the laundry, it might be found possible 
to do a great part of the washing by hand, and thus avoid the outlay, 
and at the same time afford healthy physical employment to the women. 

The rough washing could still be done by the existing machines, of which 
there are two. 

The staff in actual charge of the insane consists of 19 male attendants staff, 
and 18 nurses — giving a proportion of one attendant to about 14 patients 
on each side — not a strong staff having regard to the scattered nature 
of the buildings. The wards, however, seem to be badly regulated as 
regards the number of attendants and patients. Every ward should 
have at least three attendants, and therefore should contain at least 
35 patients, and no ward where there are dangerous patients should 
be left in charge of a single attendant. Here the male refractory ward 
contains 16 patients and two attendants, the result being that when 
one attendant goes to his meals the other is left alone. 

During the night there is only one attendant of each sex in charge Night 
of the old building, and similarly one in charge on each side of the nursing, 
hospital. This is one of the few remaining asylums where no provision 
has been made for the supervision of the suicidal and epileptic patients Necessity for 
during the night. The Committee should consider the responsibility 
which they take upon themselves in thus leaving such cases without 011 e '* 

adequate care. In old days it was considered sufficient to lock these 
patients into single rooms, and let them take care of themselves till the 
morning. In no way has the care of the insane advanced more than in 
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their improved supervision during the night. By placing patients in 
dormitories under constant night supervision, their safety is secured ; 
their fears are dispelled ; they sleep calmly in their beds ; and they are 
prevented from falling into those bad habits so frequently found amongst 
the insane. Undoubtedly, additional night attendants mean increased 
expenditure, but the purposes of an asylum are the improvement and 
protection of the insane, and to attain these objects must be worthy of 
some outlay. 

The means of escape in case of fire appear to have received careful 
attention. Hydrants and hose have been provided, and fire-escape 
stairs have been erected in the new hospital. There are, however, 
certain parts of the building which have been overlooked, for instance, 
the two dormitories next the roof in the front of the building. Each of 
these sleeping-rooms is approached by a narrow staircase. In the event 
of a fire occurring in one of the lower stories, the smoke would at once 
cut off any chance of escape, and the patients occupying these rooms 
must certainly perish. This danger should, therefore, be carefully 
considered, and these rooms should either in future only be used as 
storerooms, or an alternative exit of easy access should be provided 
from each of them, as at present this accommodation must be looked on 
as unsuited for the insane. 

The Chaplains’ books show that about 84 per cent, of the patients 
are able to attend to their religious duties. Of these, 267 attend Mass, 
108 go to the Protestant Episcopalian Service, 44 to the Presbyterian 
Service, and 13 to the Methodist Service. The Chaplains appear to be 
assiduous in their attendance. 

The Medical Case-book would require to have fresh notes entered, 
but Dr. Allman has been absent on holidays, and is now in sole charge. 

The Committee might next year consider the advisability of appointing 
a locum tenens during the holidays of the medical staff.

One man is at present absent on probation. 

These figures show a net increase of 51 patients in the last 134 months 
— the males having increased by 54, while the females decreased by 3. 

The institution is now overcrowded, as regards sleeping accommo- 
dation, by 161 men and 104 women. 

Such overcrowding renders it difficult to better the condition of the 
institution. During the past year, however, much progress has been 
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made, in various ways, in improving the old buildings, and in adding Ballinasloe 
to the comforts of the patients. A step has also been taken to lessen Asylum - 

the overcrowding, by providing a cottage for 25 patients. This build- 
ing, which is now partty erected, is being built of concrete entirely by 
asylum labour. It will, it is to be hoped, provide a comfortable habi- Provision of 
tation for patients engaged on the farm, and will serve as a pattern adllitionalac ~ 
for the erection of other similar buildings, in this way aiding in the commodat,on - 
provision of some of the additional accommodation required for the 
relief of the overcrowding. 

So serious is the overcrowding, however, that I cannot but again Suggested 
suggest that an effort should be made to provide additional accommo- alteration in 
dation in the upper story of. the front wards, by removing the useless bi:ild,u S s - 
walls of the adjoining rooms, and so throwing the whole corridor into 
one large dormitory. In some of the Irish asylums, of similar con- 
struction to this, much additional room has been obtained by this 
means. Perhaps if Dr. Kirwan would visit some of these institutions, 
he would see how easily and inexpensively this can be done. 

In addition to the work already referred to, the electric light has been Lighting 
extended to the wooden buildings, the tradesmen’s workshops, and 
the front gate.

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The mortality has been low during the period under review, having 
been only 6'2 per cent, of the daily average number resident in the 
last 13|- months. 

In eight cases, or almost ten per cent, of the deaths, the cause was 
verified by post-mortem examination. 

Two of the deaths were due to suicide. 

In one case death was the result of strangulation. This case formed 
the subject of a Coroner’s inquest, and of an inquiry on oath held by 
one of us. 

In our report thereon, we pointed out the imperative necessity of 
setting apart a dormitory with a special nurse, for the supervision of 
such cases, and we also expressed the opinion that the nurse in whose 
charge the patient was should have shown more care when putting her 
to bed. 

In the second case the patient, owing to the carelessness of the attend- 
ant in charge, escaped, and, when pursued, jumped into the river which 
flows past the asylum grounds. This case was also investigated by a 
Coroner’s Jury, and by one of us. 

The attendant in question left the asylum service. 

Unfortunately, it is impossible to report favourably on the health 
of the institution, nor indeed, in its present overcrowded condition 
could this be expected. 

During the period under review, frequent outbreaks of zymotic 
disease of various forms have occurred amongst the patients. The 
records show that there were 9 cases of enteric fever, resulting in 2 
deaths ; 1 1 cases of dysentery, with 3 deaths ; 33 cases of diarrhoea, with 
4 deaths ; 3 cases of erysipelas ; and 19 cases of influenza. 

At the time of my visit, 17 men and 22 women were found in bed. 
Seventeen of these were seriously ill, 17 were confined to bed from 
bodily weakness and old age, whilst 5 were kept in bed on account of 
excitement. 

Forty-seven men and 37 women suffer from epilepsy, whilst 11 men 
and 3 women are returned as actively suicidal. 

The Resident Medical Superintendent has now arranged that all 
the suicidal and epileptic cases sleep under constant supervision, in 
dormitories set apart for their use. 

There were 8 serious casualties not ending fatally since the last visit. 
Seven of these resulted in fractures of bones. In one case, in which 
the patient’s arm was broken, the cause of the fracture could not be 
ascertained. In the other six cases the injuries were sustained by falls 
or as the result of assaults by other patients. In the remaining case 
the patient sustained numerous cuts, in consequence of having thrust 
his head and arms through a window. 

The records of restraint and seclusion show that 3 men were 
restrained by a camisole — one for 48 hours on account of violence to 
himself and others ; one for 264 hours, on account of violence and 
suicidal attempts, and also to prevent the removal of surgical dressings ; 
and one for 12 hours, on account of his uncontrollable excitement. 
Six men and one woman were secluded — the men on 22 occasions for 
a total duration of 227 hours, and the woman twice for 24 hours in all- 

The clothing and general appearance of the patients have greatly 
improved. More suitable material for the clothing of each sex has been 
obtained, and both men and women by their personal appearance 
showed proper attention on the part of the staff. 

During the inspection, the patients were quiet and orderly, and their 
behaviour at dinner in the hall was excellent.

The attendants on duty in the wards number 53 on the male side, Staff 
and 41 on the female side — giving a general proportion of one attendant 
to over 15 patients for the male, and one to over 12 for the female 
divisions. It may be remarked, however, that in the wards for suicidal 
cases, the proportion of attendants to patients is one to 8. These num- 
bers include one female and four male temporary attendants. 

At present 29 members of the male, and 21 of the female staff hold Training of 
the certificate of the Medico-Psychological Association for proficiency 8luff * 
in mental nursing, and, during the winter months, lectures on the sub- 
jects prescribed by the Association will be given by the medical officers 
to the remaining attendants, with the view of enabling them to qualify 
for this certificate. 

The night staff now consists of 6 male and 6 female attendants. This, Night nursing, 
as has been already stated, enables all those patients requiring special 
care to be kept under constant supervision. 

The Chaplain’s books show that 49 per cent, of the patients are able Religious 
to attend to their religious duties. On last Sunday 387 men and 270 ministration 
women attended Mass, whilst 4 men and 7 women went to the Protestant 
Service. There are two Masses on every Sunday and holiday of obli- 
gation. 

The medical books and registers are kept up to date, but, in the case- Medical 
books more frequent notes should be entered, and the usefulness of these records 
books would be much enhanced if the cases recorded were illustrated by 
photographs.

Of these, 761 patients (385 men and 376 women) are resident in the 
Belfast Asylum, whilst 300 (130 men and 170 women) are located on the 
Purdyshurn estate, and 62 (11 men and 51 women) are maintained in 
Ballymena workhouse under contract with the Board of Guardians, in 
pursuance of sec. 9 of the Act 38 & 39 Vic., cap. 67. 

Of those located at Purdyshurn, 130 men and 40 women reside in 
the mansion house and adjoining buildings, and 130 in the three villas 
now occupied. Two of these villas contain 50 females each, and the other 
30. 

Dealing first of all with the accommodation provided in the old 
asylum at Belfast — although every effort has been made to turn the 
accommodation to the best account, and every means have been adopted 
to improve the ventilation ; to increase the light in the corridors and 
rooms ; and to modernise the old buildings in every way, still it cannot 
be gainsaid that they arc antiquated and wanting in most of those 
accessories now considered of such importance in the treatment of the 
insane. Some parts of the buildings are dark, dreary, and deficient 
in ventilation, and, above all, they are overcrowded to an extreme 
degree. The grounds surrounding the institution are also wholly 
insufficient for the occupation, or even for the proper exercise of such 
large numbers. 

At Purdysburn the accommodation is being provided in separate 
villas. Two of these have already been built, and two more are almost 
completed, and will be handed over by the contractors before the end 
of the present year. Two of the villas were originally farm residences, 
which were converted into accommodation for patients. 

The three villas now in use are occupied by female patients of the quiet 
and harmless class, who certainly appear to be happy and contented, 
and to lead a home-like life, entirely free from the routine and turmoil 
of an institution. These villas provide accommodation of an entirely 
novel character, and carry out, in the fullest sense, the liberal and un- 
restrained treatment of the insane. No buildings could give a greater 
idea of freedom. There is not a bolt or bar to be seen. Every door is 
open, and every window is provided with full-sized panes of glass, 
and opens to the fullest. The rooms are bright and cheerful, and are 
comfortably and tastefully furnished, and supplied with books, papers, 
plants, and other objects of interest. 

The cooking is done in each villa for its own patients by the resident 
staff, and it is stated that the meals are served without any hitch, and 
to the entire satisfaction of the patients. 

Not only have these villas been most economically built, but the 
Resident Medical Superintendent states that, so far as experience of 
their administration up to the present will allow of a comparison being 
made, it is found that their working expenses are not higher per patient 
than the average cost at the parent institution. 

Of course, although this plan of housing the insane has so far worked 
successfully, it is more or less an experiment, which it is only right 
should be fully tried, especially as Dr. Graham has given it so much 
thought and labour. 

A ground plan has already been prepared for the various buildings 
which will be required in order to complete the institution. 

Under these circumstances, there can be no reason why the Committee 
should not continue the good work which they have begun, by commenc- 
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iflg in earnest at Purdysburn, the erection of the various buildings Belfast 
necessary for the accommodation and maintenance of the insane of Asylum.

A very high percentage of the patients are industriously employed. Employment. 
About 65 per cent, of the men, and 62 per cent, of the women, are en- 
gaged at some useful work.

The staff in actual charge of the patients in the wards consists, on 
the male side, of 11 charge and 26 ordinary attendants, which gives a 
ratio of one attendant to over 13 patients. On the female side there 
are 12 charge and 27 ordinary nurses, giving a ratio of one nurse to 
14 female patients. 

The medical work carried out at this asylum is of a high order. Much 
original investigation is carried on in the well-equipped Pathological 
Laboratory, by Dr. R. A. L. Graham, the Second Assistant Medical 
Officer. Such work deserves to be mentioned with commendation, 
especially when met with in one of the Irish asylums, which are much 
behind the rest of the world as regards the study of the pathology of 
cerebral and nervous diseases. 

The manner in which the Case-books, and the various medical records 
are kept doe3 credit to both the medical assistants, Drs. Patrick and 
R. A. L. Graham, whilst the efficient manner in which the official docu- 
ments are prepared, is an evidence of the Clerk’s ability and attention 
to duty.

On my visit to the Carlow Asylum to-day, I found 438 patients 
resident, which shows an increase of 18 on the number on the register at 
the date of the last statutory inspection almost a year ago. The changes 
which have occurred amongst the patients in the interval are shown

Although, as this Table shows, there has been a considerable increase 
in the number of patients resident, 37 of the 87 admissions since last 
Transfers from visit were cases transferred from workhouses, where they had been 
workhouses, domiciled for some time, and they do not, therefore, come under the 
category of fresh cases of insanity. These transfers showed a great 
increase after the dreadful tragedy which occurred in Naas Workhouse 
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this year, when an insane inmate killed four persons, in a sudden out- Carlow 
break of furor. Asylum. 

The above figures are, in a sense, satisfactory, as indicating that, 
although there is an increase in the actual number of patients resident, 
there is every reason to believe that there is no increase in the number 
of persons who annually become insane in this district. 

The asylum now provides accommodation for practically all the Accommoda- 
insane poor of the district, as the insane inmates of all the workhouses tlon- 
in the two counties, except that at Carlow, have been transferred to the 
asylum. 

Twelve men and 22 women still remain in the lunatic wards of the Oases in Carlow 
Carlow Union Workhouse, but all of them are not chargeable to the workhouse, 
county Carlow, as the union extends into Queen’s County. 

Several of the cases which belong to the Carlow district are dotards 
who need careful nursing, but not necessarily asylum treatment. 

The Medical Superintendent hopes in the coming year to obtain 
some additional accommodation by making structural alterations, and 
I would suggest that, when this has been done, he and the Medical 
Officer of the workhouse should go through all the cases and decide 
which of them are suitable for transfer to the asylum. The Guardians 
could then, if they wished, practically close the lunatic department 
of the workhouse — a building which, under the Poor Laws, was never 
intended for the accommodation of the insane. 

Owing to the increase in the number of male patients resident, the staff. 
Committee have added another attendant to the male staff since the 
date of my last visit. 

The training of the staff in the discharge of their duties receives Training of 
careful attention, and lectures are delivered by the Assistant Medical staff. 

Officer, in the course prescribed by the Medico-Psychological Association, 
for obtaining the certificate for proficiency in mental nursing which is 
given by that body. 

The percentage of recoveries on the admissions during the period Recovery rates 
under review was 34 6 amongst the males, and 45-7 amongst the 
females — giving an average of 39 • 1 on the total.

These statistics reflect the satisfactory condition of the patients 
generally, as showing that only two are seriously ill, only one is suffering 
from a bedsore, and in this case it existed on admission, and is now 
healing ; none were in mechanical restraint or seclusion ; and only 
two beds were found wet this morning — one of them being in the case of 
a patient admitted a few weeks ago, and who had contracted the habit 
before admission 

During the past year there has been no casualty amongst the patients ; 
no deaths from suicide or accident, or under other circumstances ne- 
cessitating the holding of a Coroner’s inquest. 

The percentage of deaths on the daily average number resident in 
1904 was 11.0 amongst the males, and 10.9 amongst the females. 

The number of cases in which the cause of death was verified by 
'post-mortem examination continues high, thus testifying to the zeal 
of the Medical Officers in the pursuance of pathological investigation. 
These examinations were made in 12 of the 33 cases of death which 
occurred since last visit. 

As regards zymotic disease, there were two cases of scarlatina, and 
two of erysipelas at the beginning of the year, but none of these cases 
ended fatally. 

No patient was placed in mechanical restraint during the past year, 
and seclusion was used in the cases of four females only, on 22 occasions, 
for a total duration of 103 hours.

This Table shows that a considerable proportion of the patients are 
usefully occupied, both at trades and working on the farm. The 
latter is a source of considerable profit — the farm produce contributing 
in no small measure towards the economical working of the institution. 
There are at present 113 pigs and nearly 600 hens in the farmyard. 
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The patients’ and attendants’ clothes, as well as their boots, are made Carlow 
in the asylum workshops. As rum. 

As showing the beneficial effect of employment in the treatment 
of the insane, I saw in the carpenter’s shop, using dangerous tools, asylum. 
a patient who for 20 years was regarded as one of the most troublesome Beneficial 
and dangerous men in the institution, but who since he has been em- effojt of 
ployed, has become absolutely tranquil and contented. employment.

Concerts, conjuring, and ventriloquous entertainments are occasion- Amusements 
ally provided for the amusement of the patients, and a number of them 
are taken to the local regatta, races, shows, circus performances, &c. 

Three hundred and twenty-six, viz., 220 males, and 106 females, are 
able to attend the associated entertainments in the institution, whilst 
cricket matches are a special feature of the outdoor games. 

As suggested in my last report, the Committee obtained a piano, 
which affords pleasure to many of the patients. 

The Committee have always acted so generously on our suggestions 
for increasing the happiness of the patients that I would ask them to 
provide still further means of amusement, by purchasing a gramo- 
phone. These instruments always afford the greatest pleasure to the 
patients wherever they are introduced. 

The new general bathrooms referred to in previous reports, are now Completion of 
completed. bathrooms. 

During the past year the asylum tradesmen, with the assistance Structural 
of some of the patients, removed the walls, floors, &c., of six single rooms, alterations, &c. 
and converted the space thus obtained, together with an adjoining 
flagged corridor, into a large dormitory. A dayroom was also enlarged i um a >0 " r ' 
in this way, by adding to it the space occupied by two single rooms, 
and a corridor. 

These works involved the enlarging of the windows, and the insertion 
of several steel girders to carry chimney shafts. 

A disused bathroom was converted into a clothing store room, and 
a glass screen door was also made and erected by asylum labour. 

The fire escape was tested, and the hose turned on in my presence. Precautions 

against fire. 

The supply of water appeared ample, but the pressure was scarcely \y uter supply, 
sufficient to command the roofs of all the buildings.

The bedsteads are all of the Lawson-Tait pattern with wire-woven 
mattresses. 

The dietary scale is liberal. 

I saw the patients at dinner, which consisted of good bacon, potatoes, 
and other vegetables. The meal seemed to be relished by them. Prac- 
tically all the males dine in the hall. There were 220 present to-day 
the remainder (18) being sick or hospital cases. The proportion of 
females who dine in the main hall is not so great, as the violent and 
excited cases dine in their division, in accordance with the practice 
which obtains in many asylums. I trust, however, that by degrees it may 
be found possible to bring many of these cases to the main hall, as 
undoubtedly the force of example is very great amongst the insane, 
and the excited cases, instead of throwing their food about, would be 
likely to copy the manners of their quieter neighbours in the main hall, 
if brought into association with them. 

The patients are well and comfortably clothed, and it is very re- 
markable that, notwithstanding this, the cost under the head of clothing 
here is by far the lowest of all the Irish District Asylums. The Medical 
Superintendent informs me that the Committee give this matter a great 
deal of consideration, and personally examine all the worn out clothing 
prior to its condemnation as being unfit for further use. 

Notwithstanding that the patients receive every care and comfort 
which their afflicted condition demands, the gross average capitation 
cost (£27 14s. 6 d.) including repayments in respect of loans for building 
works, purchase of land, &c., was more than £2 lower than the average 
for. all the District Asylums during the financial year 1904-5, while the 
net average, excluding the loan repayments referred to and deducting 
receipts from paying patients and other miscellaneous sources, was only 
£21 16s. Id. per patient — a sum which is only £1 higher than the minimum 
amount required to qualify for the full capitation grant from the Local 
Taxation Account. 

Of the 438 patients now in the institution, 280 (146 males and 134 
females) are primarily chargeable to the county Kildare, and 152 (87 
males and 65 females) to the county Carlow, while 6 (5 males and 1 
female) are classified as “ criminal ” lunatics, the total cost of whose 
maintenance is paid out of Imperial Funds. 

There are 24 patients (14 males and 10 females) towards whose main- 
tenance contributions, varying from £4 to £40 per annum, are received 
from relatives or out of their own property. The total amount obtained 
from this source during the financial year 1904-5 was £384 0s. 9 d. It 
is satisfactory to note that these contributions continue to increase 
the amount stated having been almost £100 in excess of that received 
in the previous year. 


Judicious One of the best features of the asylum is the manner in which newly 

treatment of admitted patients are treated. They are sent into the hospital division, 
newly admitted w here they are regarded as sick persons, needing, in many cases, care- 
ca9es - fully selected and nutritious diet. They are thus afforded the means 

of being re-established in their physical health, often seriously im- 
paired, while the quiet and comfortable surroundings of the hospital 
wards favourably affect their mental condition. 

I regret to say that in some of the asylums of this country, such 
cases — no doubt largely owing to the overcrowded condition of these 
institutions — are placed amongst the excited and so-called “ refractory 
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classes, whose violence and excitement tend to aggravate or alarm Carlow 
the newly admitted cases, who should receive that quiet and moral SYLUM 
treatment which are so necessary, if they are to be afforded the best 
chance of recovery. 

I examined the books and records and found them carefully written Medical 
up. The manner in which the Case-books are kept continues to reflect records, 
credit on Dr. M‘Kenna, the Assistant Medical Officer. xAll the recent 
cases are illustrated by photographs. 

The general administration of this institution is creditable alike to Good 
the Committee of Management, the Resident Medical Superintendent, administration 
and the other officials. 

What particularly strikes a visitor is the air of comfort which pervades 
the asylum, and the absence of complaints amongst the patients. They 
seem to welcome the visits of the Medical Officers and the Matron, as 
those of friends. 

There is a great deal of industry, and very little excitement amongst 
them, so that, in practically every respect, the management of the 
institution is excellent. 

In conclusion, I think it right to thank the Committee for the careful Acknowledg- 
consideration which they have always given to every recommendation Q^^fttee’s 
made by me or my colleague, as well as for their personal courtesy to us. attention and

Cap very high proportion, and one which affords a striking contrast to the 
118, Sec. io. procedure for admission which is adopted in some of the other asylum 
districts. 

Thus, in the case of the Belfast asylum, which is much larger than 
Castlebar, out of 266 admissions during the year 1904, only 38 were 
committed as dangerous lunatics under the Act referred to — the re- 
mainder having been practically all admitted under the Forms prescribed 
by the Statutory Regulations.

Observation The suicidal and epileptic cases are not yet kept under continuous 
dormitories. observation during the night, but the new observation dormitory, 
which has been provided on the male side, by the removal of the par- 
tition walls of a number of single rooms, will enable this to be done. 

It will, however, be necessary to appoint an extra night attendant 
to take charge of this dormitory. 

It is to be regretted that there is no room available for use as an 
observation dormitory on the female side. As pointed out in previous 
reports, in the absence of such facilities for the continuous supervision 
of certain classes of patients, these classes cannot be considered suf- 
ficiently protected against accidents, violent assaults, or attempts at 
self destruction. 
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The deaths since last visit call for no special remarks, save that Castlebah 
phthisis continues to be prevalent amongst the patients — 15 of the 40 Asylum. 
deaths having resulted from this disease. Deaths. 

In no case was the cause of death verified by post-mortem examination autopsies, 
and no suicide, fatal accident, or sudden death necessitating the holding acciderus^or 11 
of a Coroner’s inquest occurred during the period under review. coroner's’ 

The percentage of deaths on the daily average number resident , " qU ^ St3 ' 
during 1904 was 7-7, viz., 3-6 amongst the males, and 14-4 amongst ea 1 ra e3 ‘ 
the females. 

As these rates show, the excessive mortality on the female side, to 
which attention was drawn in previous reports, unfortunately con- 
tinues. 

I trust, therefore, that the Committee will no longer postpone the Disposal of 
introduction of a proper system of sewage disposal, as the insanitary sewa S e * 
conditions which prevail in the institution are undoubtedly due largely 
to the present imperfect method of dealing with the sewage. 

The only case of zymotic disease which appeared since last visit was Zymotic 
one of enteric fever. disease. 

The serious casualties which occurred were five in number, viz. : — Casualties, 
the fracture of a male patient’s wrist ; the fracture of another male 
patient’s ankle ; and the fracture of a female’s collar bone, all the result 
of falls ; the fracture of two of a male patient’s ribs by tumbling over 
furniture, and jumping from a window ; and the scalding of a female 
patient’s face by boiling water, when surreptitiously engaged in making 
tea in an attendant’s room.

As regards amusements, I find that 21 associated entertainments 
have taken place since last visit, and these were attended by an average 
number of 95 patients, only, viz., 40 males and 55 females. A gramo- 
phone has been purchased for the amusement of the patients, and 
a variety entertainment was given by a travelling company. I think 
that not only should a greater number be able to take part in the asso- 
ciated entertainments, but also that the supply of the usual indoor 
games for the wards should be increased. 

The records show that during the period under review seclusion 
was used in the treatment of 29 males, on 101 occasions, for a total 
duration of 771 hours, and of 23 females, on 61 occasions, for 451 hours 
in all, while two females were restrained by a strait waistcoat — one for 
20 hours, to prevent her from denuding herself, and the other for 49 
hours to prevent her from injuring herself. 

F Of the 674 patients resident, 8 are classed as “ criminal ” lunatics, 
the total cost of whose maintenance is paid out of Imperial Funds, 
while in the cases of six others contributions towards their maintenance 
ranging from £8 to £18 per annum, are obtained from relatives or out 
of their own property. 

Although the amount received from the latter source increased during 
the financial year ending 31st March last, the total amount (£105 10s. 
9 d.) is still small as compared with the receipts from this source in the 
case of some of the district asylums. 

The average cost per patient in this asylum is low — the gross amount 
for the last financial year, including repayments in respect of loans for 
building works, land, &c., having been £24 7s. 10d., while the net 
average cost of maintenance, excluding the loan repayments referred to, 
and deducting receipts from paying patients and other miscellaneous 
sources, was only £19 8s. 9 d. per patient. The latter was the lowest 
net average cost of any of the Irish District Asylums for the year. 

As regards the extensive additions and alterations to the asylum 
which have been for some time in progress, the three new blocks on the 
male side, and the new female hospital are now completed and occupied. 

The dining hall and stores have also been completed. 

Some structural alterations have been made in the kitchen, a bacon 
curing store has been erected, and a number of bay window extensions 
have been made in the wards. 

The asylum staff, with the assistance of some of the patients, have 
laid out the grounds around the Roman Catholic Chapel and the female 
hospital block, and have reclaimed and sub-soiled two acres of the new 
farm, and also made some new roads. 
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It is impossible to go through the asylum without being struck witji 
the great improvement which the additions and alterations have effected. — 

Improvements 

The new hospitals are particularly bright and cheerful, Inc new effected by 
wards, however, as well as many parts ol the old buildings, stand in additions and 
need of more furniture. 

Furniture 

The Committee have been so liberal in providing good accommo- required, 
dation, that I trust they will see how necessary it is to complete the work 
by having all the wards properly furnished. 

In connection with the furnishing and arrangement of the new build- f 0 u ^ edvislt 
ings, if the Vice-Chairman, who has taken such a great and enlightened asylums> 
interest in the treatment of the mentally afflicted poor of his county, 
accompanied, if possible, by a few of the other members of the Com- 
mittee, could pay a visit to one or two of the district asylums which 
have recently been re-furnished in part, the information gained as the 
result of such a visit not only as regards furnishing, but still more, as 
regards the general arrangements and working of these institutions, 
would, I feel assured, be of the greatest assistance in the organisation 
of this asylum. 

The woodwork throughout the buildings, both inside and outside Math® 
requires to be repainted. If the Committee will examine some paits 
of the old buildings such as No. 7 female dormitory, they will see that 
the woodwork is cracked and shrunk for want of paint. 

The re-painting could be done without incurring any great expense, 
if a painter were temporarily appointed to the staff, and then some of 
the patients could be taught to assist him. 

Before the workmen leave the building, I trust that the Committee Flooring, sani- 
will have the floor of the old male dayroom No. 3 re-boarded, and con- “g o ^3 no - 
Crete laid underneath, as the flooring is at present much broken, and | ieat j ng 0 f 
infested with rats. dayroom.

To-day, being rather cold, parts of the building seemed to me very Heating, 
chilly, and I trust, therefore, that the Medical Superintendent will 
take steps to ensure that a comfortable temperature is maintained 
in the wards. I noticed that a temperature as low as 42° Fahr. was 
recorded on some occasions last winter. 

The permanent male staff has been increased by the appointment Staff, 
thereto of five men who were previously employed as temporary attend- 
ants, but, when the new buildings are all fully occupied, at least three 
additional female attendants will also be required. 

I saw the patients at dinner. It consisted of broth, which seemed Dietary, 
to be of good quality. 

I examined the provisions, and they appeared to be generally good. Provisions.

On looking over the Head Attendant’s Report Book, I noticed that Placing of 
several patients had been placed on a bread and water diet.

excited and had assaulted other patients. In some cases it is recorded 
that this diet was given “ by standing order.” The Head Attendant 
explained that this entry means that when the patient to whom it 
refers commits an assault on another patient, he is to be placed on bread 
and water, without reference to the Medical Superintendent for fresh 
authority. This system of punishment is altogether opposed to the 
modern methods of treating the insane, and its continuance cannot be 
permitted. 

I understand that about 200 old bedsteads with palliasses, are still 
in use, but I trust that the Committee will see their way to having 
them converted into bedsteads of modern type. 

On inquiry I was informed that the fire appliances were tested re- 
cently, and found to work satisfactorily. 

In this connection, the Architect should see that a second exit is pro- 
vided from all the rooms. 

I regret to perceive that the Committee, who in many respects dis- 
charge their statutory duties so efficiently have not met as a Visiting 
Committee and inspected the different departments of the institution 
since my last visit. I need scarcely point out how gratifying to the 
patients such visits would be, as it would make those of them, who are 
sufficiently intelligent to appreciate the visits, feel that the authorities 
responsible for their well being were taking a personal interest in them. 

I found the books and records, as usual, well kept. The manner in 
which the Case-books are entered up reflects credit on Dr. Ellison, the 
Assistant Medical Officer, while the Registers in charge of the Clerk, 
Mr. Kelly, are also neatly and accurately written up. 

The condition of the female patients generally continues to bear 
evidence of the zeal and efficiency of the Head Nurse, Miss Macaulay, 
in the discharge of her duties.

As above shown, the numbers on the register increased by 10 during 
the year, but this increase is altogether due to the low discharge 
rate, as the admissions have been below the average of recent years, 
while the death-rate has been normal. There is, therefore, no evidence 
of any increase of freshly occurring insanity in the district during 
the past year.

Having regard to the prevalence of phthisis amongst the patients, proposed iso- 
1 am glad to observe that the Committee have approved of the erection la*ed treatment 
of two small hospitals for the isolated treatment of patients suffering of P hthl » lcal 
from this disease. 
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As my colleague lias pointed out on previous occasions, there is 
a great necessity for improving the accommodation provided for the 
staff. This is particularly the case on the female side, and I feel 
assured that if the Committee will themselves examine the miserable 
rooms in which some of the nurses have to sleep, they will recognise 
the necessity for giving this matter their immediate attention. 

Since last visit, the asylum tradesmen, with the assistance of some 
of the patients, have laid out a cricket ground, and erected a pavilion; 
built a boundary wall along part of the farm ; made some roads and 
a gate-way ; and erected an attendant’s cottage on the new farm. 

Of the total number of patients now on the register, 475 (221 males, 
and 254 females) are chargeable to the South Riding, and 296 (154 
males and 142 females) are chargeable to the North Riding of County 
Tipperary, while 15 (12 males and 3 females) are classed as “ criminal ” 
lunatics — the total cost of whose maintenance is paid out of Imperial 
Funds, in pursuance of the provisions of the Act 1 Edw. VII., cap. 17. 

Contributions in respect of the maintenance of 16 patients (6 
males and 10 females) are received from relatives or out of their own 
property, the rates of payment ranging from £10 to the gross 
average cost of maintenance, viz., £24 Is. 8 d. per annum. 

The total amount obtained from this source during the financial 
year ending 31st March last was £253 14s. lOd. — an amount which, 
considering the size of the county, is somewhat disappointing. 

In that year the gross average cost, including repayments of loans 
for the erection of buildings, purchase of land, &c., was £24 Is. 8 d. 
per patient ; while the net average cost of maintenance, excluding 
the loan repayments referred to, and deducting receipts from paying 
patients, sales of farm produce, and other miscellaneous sources, 
was £21 17s. 6d. per patient. 

During the past year the percentage of recoveries on the admissions 
has been 27.4, viz., 22.6 amongst the males, and 34.1 amongst the 
females.

Night nursing. As above shown, the number of patients in bed was large, and a 
high proportion of them are seriously ill. The number of beds found 
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wet this morning was also unusually high, although the number 
of night attendants (three of each sex) is not below the average for 
Irish asylums. 

The percentage of the deaths on the daily average number resident 
during the past year has been 7.2, viz. 8.9 amongst the males, 
and 5.5 amongst the females. 

The deaths during the period under review do not call for any 
special remarks, and in no case was a Coroner’s inquest deemed 
necessary. 

It is to be regretted that the cause of death was not verified by 
'post-mortem examination in any case, as these examinations are, 
as we have frequently pointed out, not only of great service in the 
furtherance of pathological research, but also act as a deterrent 
against ill-treatment, inasmuch as they sometimes reveal injuries 
on the bodies of the patients, the existence of which was not sus- 
pected during life, and thus lead to the discovery of the persons 
who inflicted the injuries. 

It may be remarked, however, that there is no suitable mortuary 
at this asylum, as there is only a rough shed in which the bodies 
of the dead are placed when awaiting interment. In the absence of 
a proper mortuary great difficulties are experienced in making 'post- 
mortem examinations. 

The only serious casualty since last visit was in the case of a male 
patient, who sustained a scalp wound as the result of being struck 
by a fellow patient, with a chamber utensil. 

During the year there were two cases of dysentery, one of which 
ended fatally. There were also four cases of enteric fever — a male 
and two female patients, and a member of the male staff having been 
attacked, but all recovered. Eight males and two females suffered 
from influenza. 

It is satisfactory to note that neither restraint nor seclusion was 
used in the treatment of any patient during the year.

The present workshops are small and cramped, but I think that, 
by making some structural alterations in them, they could be enlarged 
and improved. 

A dance is given once a week during the winter months, and is 
attended on an average by 292 patients — 132 males and 160 females. 

Great interest was taken by the patients in the cricket matches 
last summer on the ground which has been laid out on the new farm. 

Only one variety entertainment, however, appears to have been 
given since last visit, and I would, therefore, suggest that, with the 
view of relieving the monotony of asylum life, an effort should be 
made to get up concerts, theatricals, or other entertainments oc- 
casionally during the winter. 

In this connection, I may mention that a gramophone has been 
obtained for some of the asylums, and has afforded great amusement 
to the patients. 

The Chaplains are assiduous in their attention to the religious 
ministration of the patients. The following Table shows the numbers

The weather to-day was very fine, and I found the temperature 
of the wards comfortable, but no record of the temperature from day 
to day appears to be kept in the different divisions. 

The Committee have decided to light the institution with electricity, 
which is in every respect the most suitable illuminant for an asylum. 

I saw the patients at dinner, which consisted of bacon, cabbage, 
and potatoes. The meal appeared to be relished bv the patients, 
and their conduct was good. 

The provision stores at the time 1 saw them were rather untidy. 
The articles of food, with the exception of butter which was some- 
what rancid, seemed of good quality. 

The beds and bedding are good, and in some cases taken at random, 
I found that the bed-covering weighed about 20 lbs., which except 
in unusually cold weather, is sufficiently heavy. 

All parts of the asylum were found clean and orderly, and I am 
glad to say that I consider that the general administration of the 
institution reflects credit on Dr. Harvey, the Resident Medical 
Superintendent. 

The Case- books and other medical records are carefully kept by 
Dr. Heffernan, the Assistant Medical Officer, who takes a great 
interest in the discharge of his duties ; while the books in the office 
were found duly written up by the Clerk, Mr. MeLoughlin. 

I had private interviews with several patients, and afterwards 
discussed their cases with the Medical Officers. I could find no 
evidence of insanity in one of these cases, and the Resident Medical 
Superintendent has taken steps to have the patient in this case 
discharged.

Having regard to the overcrowding of the institution, and the want 
of proper accommodation for the treatment of acute cases, as referred 
to in previous reports, it is in some degree satisfactory that the 
number resident has decreased by 62. This decrease is, however, 
altogether accounted for by the transfers to the Youghal Auxiliary Tran fe g to 
Asylum, which, as above shown numbered 109, so that were it not auxiliary 
for these transfers the number of patients resident would have shown asylum, 
an increase of 47.

The general health of the patients since the date of the last inspec- 
tion cannot be said to have been satisfactory. 

At the end of last year, a serious outbreak of enteric fever oc- 
curred, attacking both the patients and staff, and taxing to the utmost 
the energies of the medical staff in dealing with it. 

Although the outbreak was practically over by the end of last 
year, isolated cases occurred up to March of the present year. One 
hundred and twenty-nine in all were reported up to the end of the 
latter month, viz., 108 amongst the patients, and 21 amongst the 
staff, and the disease proved fatal in 18 of the cases. An isolated 
case appeared in June, and since August there have been 16 more 
cases, viz., 12 amongst the patients, and 4 amongst the staff, with a 
fatal termination in one case. 

Every effort was made to trace the cause of the disease, and so 
far as could be ascertained, it originated in some of the sources ot 
water supply. 

In addition to the enteric, since last visit, there were five cases of 
dysentery amongst the patients, one of which ended fatally, and a 
member of the female staff was attacked with scarlet fever. 

The deaths during the period under review call for no special re- 
marks, save in two cases. 

In the first case, a male patient (P.S.) aged 41, was killed by a fellow- 
patient (J. T.) These two patients slept together in a small dormi- 
tory intended for four patients, but which, owing to the overcrowding 
in the institution, contained six. Between one and two o’clock on 
the morning of the 28th September, 1904, the night attendant hearing 
an unusual noise in the dormitory, which he had visited a few minutes 
previously, went in and found patient S. lying on the floor, his face 
and head covered with blood, while patient J. T. was out of bed and 
in a very excited condition. On the arrival of the Medical Officer, 
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who was at once summoned, patient S. was found to be dead. The 
fatal injuries had apparently been inflicted with a chamber utensil 
which was found smeared with blood. A Coroner’s inquest was 
held, and the jury returned a verdict that the patient died from 
shock, the result of the injuries inflicted by patient J. T., adding a 
rider that delf chamber utensils should not be used in the asylum, 
and that indiarubber utensils should be substituted. We also held 
an inquiry on oath regarding the case, and in our report thereon, 
while we found no reason to question the sufficiency of the night 
staff, we suggested the advisability of having two attendants to visit 
the dangerous patients together instead of one. We also called 
attention to the insufficiency of the proportion of single rooms on 
the male side. With reference to the suggestion of the Coroner’s 
jury regarding the use of indiarubber chamber utensils, we pointed Use of iudia- 
out that owing to their effect on the minds of the insane, accentuating rul)ber 
as they do the revulsion to asylum life, these utensils are objection- utensils 1 
able, and are, therefore, never used nowadays, except with very 
dangerous or destructive patients, and that it is found practically 
impossible to free them from the objectionable smell of urine, and 
they are, for that reason, considered unhygienic. 

Patient J. T. was brought up for trial, and being found insane on 
arraignment, and incapable of pleading, was duly transferred to the 
Dundrum Criminal Lunatic Asylum. 

In another case, a patient died in an epileptic seizure, as the result Death from 
of turning on his face during the night, and being thus suffocated.

In 37 cases since last visit the cause of death was verified by post- Autopsies. 
mortem examination, and in three cases patients were suffering from 
bedsores at the time of death. Bedsores. 

The serious, but non-fatal casualties since last visit, numbered Casualties, 
ten, viz., fractures of bones in eight cases, as the result of falls or of 
assaults by other patients ; an attempt on the part of a male patient 
to commit suicide by cutting his throat with an old knife which he 
found when working on the farm ; and a wound inflicted by a female 
patient on her arm, by thrusting it through a window. 

During the period under review, mechanical restraint by means of Restraint, 
locked gloves was used in the treatment of seven males for a total 
duration of 1,489 hours, and of eight females for 836 hours in all, 
either for surgical reasons, or to prevent them from injuring them- 
selves ; and a strait waistcoat was used in one case for 48 hours. 

Forty-four males and 29 females were placed in seclusion on 141 Seclusion, 
occasions, for 892 hours in all, in the male cases, and on 85 occasions, 
for 353 hours, in the female cases.

Since the last visit, the mill-stream, which flows through the 
asylum grounds, and which was suspected to be the origin of the 
epidemic of enteric fever, already referred to, has been piped. 

A considerable amount of painting, plastering, and carpentry 
work, in addition to the ordinary repairs, has been done by the 
asylum staff, with the assistance of some of the patients. 

I would suggest that the window ventilation of the small dor- 
mitories throughout the entire institution should be improved, as 
has already been done in some instances. 

The fire appliances are so satisfactory that the institution has been 
placed on the minimum insurance rate. 

A dance takes place once a week, and is attended on an average 
by 412 patients, viz., 240 males, and 172 females. Concerts are also 
occasionally given for the amusement of the patients, and the usual 
indoor and outdoor games — bagatelle, draughts, cards, football, 
cricket, and croquet — are provided.

June, a i905 4th (Ireland) Act, 1898— was visited by us on the 23rd and 24th ultimo. 


Description of It is situated on a commanding position above the town of Youghal, 
Institution. overlooking the River Blackwater, and the Harbour. The original 
building was erected as an industrial school, but lay unoccupied for 
many years, and considerable expense had necessarily to be incurred, 
not only in adding a large wing to each side, but also in renovating 
and adapting the school building to meet the requirements of the in- 
sane, as well as providing the usual adjuncts of a lunatic asylum. 

The additions and alterations have been well designed and carried 
out, and they reflect credit not only on the Architect.3, but also on the 
Resident Medical Superintendent of the parent asylum at Cork, who 
devoted much time and thought to the details of the work. 

Accommo- The buildings provide excellent accommodation for about 420 quiet 
dation. and chronic patients of the class for which auxiliary asylums were 

intended to be established. 

Heatir.g. The dayrooms and dormitories are bright and well ventilated, heated 

in winter by a hot air system, and there are attached to the dormitories 
some single rooms for the accommodation of patients who may require 
to be segregated from the others. 

Lighting. The buildings are lighted throughout by electricity which is gener- 

ated on the premises. 

Water supply The water supply is obtained from the town reservoir, but the pressure 
is stated to be insufficient to command the upper parts of the buildings.

Kitchen and The kitchen and laundry have also been fitted with up-to-date ap- 
laundry, pliances — a very important matter in an institution of this kind, par 
ticularly as regards the laundry, owing to the large quantity of clothing 
which has to he washed from day to day. 

Furniture, tc. The furniture is good, hut scarcely sufficient for the number of 
patients, and the dayrooms have rather a bare appearance, owing to 
the want of such objects of interest and adornment as are usually seen 
in asylums, viz. pictures, books, birds, and plants, which exercise 
such a beneficial influence on the minds of the insane, and which indeed 
are regarded as important means of treatment. 

Beds. The bedsteads are of the most modern pattern, and are supplied 

with a hair mattress, and sufficient bedclothing of good quality in each 
case. 
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The institution was opened for the reception of patients on the 23rd Youghal 
February, 1901, and the admissions, discharges, and deaths, from that Auxiliary 
date up to the morning of the 23rd ultimo, are shown in the following 
Table : — Statistics.

The above Table shows that there are now 361 patients resident, 
s o that there is accommodation for about 50 additional, who, we under- 
stand, will be sent from the parent asylum. 

Of the patients on the register at above date 282 (179 males and 103 Chargeability. 
females) were chargeable to the county, and 82 (16 males and 36 females) 
to the city of Cork. 

The Resident Medical Superintendent of the parent asylum, on class of cases 
whom is devolved the statutory duty of certifying each patient as being in Institution, 
a fit case for treatment in the auxiliary, states that in carrying out 
this duty he has endeavoured to send, as far as possible, only incurable 
cases of a very quiet and harmless class, but in good bodily health — 
many being good workers. 

Further, he has sent no epileptic cases to the auxiliary, and, at first, 
none of wet and dirty habits, but latterly, in order to relieve the over- 
crowding in the parent asylum, he has found it necessary to transfer 
to the auxiliary some few patients who are, at least occasionally, de- 
graded in their habits. 

Only one bed was found wet on the first morning of our visit. Th e Night nursing, 
records showed that 56 (31 males and 22 females) had been raised by 
the attendants during the previous night. 

At the time of our visit we found 11 patients (6 males and 5 females) Bodily condi- 
m the sick ward under treatment for ailments such as are usually found tloa ‘ 
in asylums. 

None of these patients had bedsores, and in only one case since the 
opening of the asylum Was a patient suffering from a bedsore at the time 
of death. 

As already shown there were 51 deaths since the asylum Was opened — Death-rate, 
the death rate on the average number resident during the past year being

This ia a high, and, it might be argued, an excessive mortality rate, 
but it must be borne in mind that many of the patients were aged on 
admission, and broken down in physical health. 

In two cases Coroner’s inquests were held — the verdict in each case 
being that death resulted from natural causes. In one of these cases 
the cause Was returned as phthisis, and the J ury added a rider to their 
verdict strongly recommending the erection of an isolation hospital for 
consumptives, and other persons suffering from infectious or contagious 
disease, as they considered that the frequency of cases of death from 
consumption in the asylum is attributable to the want of an isolation 
hospital. ,, , 

Having regard to the numerical weakness of the staff, it would be 
impossible, under existing circumstances, to maintain a separate hospital 
for any special form of disease. The institution was designed for healthy 
inmates, and the staff must be considered as being under the recognised 
strength, even for the care of healthy patients. Unless, therefore, it 
is proposed to greatly increase the nursing staff, all cases requiring 
special treatment should be removed to the parent asylum. _ 

On looking over the causes of death as returned by the Visiting Phy- 
sician, there does not appear to be anything abnormal, and the pro- 
portion of cases in which death resulted from consumption is not above 
the average.

The average age at death was 54£ years amongst the males, and 45| 
amongst the females. . . 

In no case was the cause of death verified by post-mortem examination. 

As regards zymotic disease, the records show that there was an 011 
break of diarrhoea in September, 1904, which the Visiting Physician 
attributed to the sewage matter coming in contact with the vegetables 
in the garden, and also to the emanations from the sewage itself. In** 
is a matter which should engage the serious attention of the Commit ee. 

In addition to this outbreak, which was the cause of two deat s, 
there were a few cases of erysipelas and influenza, and also a case o 
chicken pox, but none of these cases proved fatal. 

The patients in the institution being of the chronic and harm les 
class, no appliances for mechanical restraint are provided. When 
institution was first opened some of the patients, who were found i i 
cult to manage, were occasionally placed in seclusion. These trou e 
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some patients have, however, since been transferred to the main asylum. 
The records show that since the opening of the auxiliary this form of 
treatment was adopted in the cases of 10 males and 5 females, for 153 
hours, and 140 hours in all, respectively.

This Table shows that, excluding patients employed in the wards, 
only 16 per cent, of the men, and 47 per cent, of the women are regularly 
employed. The percentage of men engaged at industrial Work is very 
low. 

About 186 males, and 80 females are able to attend Divine Service, 
which is celebrated every Sunday and holiday by the Resident Chaplain. 
Roman Catholic patients only have been sent to the institution, and 
only one Chaplain is, therefore, required. 

Except on rare occasions, the two sexes are not permitted to take 
part in associated entertainments here. About once a week dancing 
takes place— the members of each sex being, however, confined to their 
own quarters. Occasional concerts, magic lantern, and gramophone 
entertainments, &c., are given, and the males play cards and draughts 
in the wards, but the small number capable of active physical exertion 
are not afforded opportunities of engaging in any outdoor games - , such 
as football or cricket. 

Further, they are never taken out for walks on the country roads, 
nor, with the exception of those employed on the farm, are they ever 
allowed out beyond the airing courts. The records show that the 
patients are frequently kept indoors all day, and, on such days as they 
are allowed out to the airing courts, the numbers so exercising vary 
from 120 to about 200 males, and from 60 to about 130 females. These 
are the numbers at the present time, but in winter the numbers are 
about one half the foregoing. 

It is right to state that the reason given by the manager for the 
limited use of the airing courts was that the Walks are only now being 
gravelled, and were hitherto unsuitable for use in wet weather. Airing 
courts are nowadays seldom used in modern asylums, and we are strongly 
of opinion that, in addition to using the airing courts, not only should 
the patients here be permitted to exercise on the land outside, but also 
that they should be sent out for open air exercise every day, unless it 
is raining heavily all day long.

In our opinion, and according to the recognized standard of other 
similar institutions, this staff is insufficient for the number of patients 
resident. If the staff were stronger, a greater amount of out-door 
exercise and freedom could certainly be enjoyed by the inmates. 

As one result of the inadequacy of the staff, we may point out tha* 
the number of casualties recorded, considering the class of patient 3 
under care, is unusually heavy. The records show that 33 casual* 
ties occurred since the opening of the asylum in February, 1904- 
Although many of these are described as trivial, they include such 
injuries as wounds, bruises, fractures, &c., caused by assaults by other 
patients, or by falls, and, in some cases, the injuries were self-inflicted. 

We believe that, with a stronger and better trained staff, the number 
of casualties would be considerably reduced. 

Only one of the attendants holds the certificate of the Medico-Psycho- 
logical Association for proficiency in mental nursing, and, as there is 
no Resident Medical Officer to give them the necessary instruction 
to enable them to qualify for this certificate, they have no means of 
learning how to perform in a proper manner the special duties which 
devolve on asylum attendants. 

We cannot but think that, as far as possible, all future vacancies 
should be filled up by candidates who have had some previous training 
cither in the parent asylum or in some other similar institution, and that 
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arrangements should be made whereby lectures should be delivered, Youghal 
during the winter months, by one of the Medical Officers of the parent Ai .’ xiliaky 
asylum. F 

The dietary, which was drawn up by the Resident Medical Superin- Dietary, 
tendent of the parent asylum, and a copy of which is appended, is 
sufficiently liberal. 

The dinner which We saw served on the first day of our visit (Friday) Service of 
consisted of coffee, bread, and butter, and the meal was served with meals - 
becoming propriety and order. 

The sick and infirm on both the male and female sides are treated Treatment of 
in a ward on the top floor, where they are at a distance from the ad- sick and infirm 
ministrative centre and the bathrooms, and where the greatest difficulty case3, 
is imposed on the staff in getting these infirm patients carried up and 
down stairs, and consequently the bedridden cases cannot be moved 
into the open air in fine Weather. 

We would suggest that if possible, a suitable room for the treatment 
of the sick should be set apart on each side, on the ground floor. 

In going through the different divisions, we found all parts of the build- General 
ings clean and well kept, and good order and quietude prevailed amongst condition, 
the patients. 

The general condition of the institution, and the condition of the 
patients reflected the greatest credit on the administration of the Nuns 
in charge. 

Further, such of the books and records coming under our purview, Records 
as are kept by the Nun who acts as Clerk, left nothing to be desired, 
as they were all found to be most accurately and neatly written up. 

The Case-books, however, as at present kept by the Visiting Phy- 
sician, are practically useless, as they give no particulars of the phase 
of malady, treatment, and progress of each case. 

It cannot be expected that a Medical Officer who only visits the Necessity for 
institution for a short time daily, can give the individual attention to resident 
each case amongst such a large number of patients, which would be 
given by a Resident Officer, whose whole time would be devoted to 
their care and treatment. 

Herein lies the great defect of an institution, which, in many ways, 
is admirably managed, and calls for favourable comment. 

It is nowadays universally recognised that those unfortunate mem- 
bers of the community, who are afflicted in mind, require the same 
skilled medical treatment as those who are afflicted in the body. 

For this reason, in practically every civilised country, where the in- 
sane are collected in such numbers as in this institution, they are in 
charge of a Resident Medical Officer, whose training and experience 
fit him for carrying out the duties of this specialised branch of his pro- 
fession. 

We believe that if a Resident Medical Officer were attached to this 
institution, he would, for instance, take steps to ensure that the patients 
are allowed out in the open air much more than appears to be the case 
at present, as he would recognise how very injurious indoor confinement 
is to the insane, from a mental as well as from a physical point of view. 
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Youghal Further, it would be his duty to encourage all the patients, who can 
Auxiliary b e roused, to take an interest in their surroundings, and, with this 
Asylum. a greater number would be employed on the land, and simple 

handicrafts might be introduced as additional means of employment 

Improved On our visit, we were impressed with the improved condition of the 

condition of patients removed from the various workhouses.

asylum. asylum, for the supervision of the auxiliary. 

The Law Officers of the Crown have advised that, as the Youghal 
Auxiliary is a department of the Cork District Asylum, within the 
meaning of the 76th section of the Local Government (Ireland) Act, 
1898, the Resident Medical Superintendent of the latter is ipso facto 
the Chief Executive Officer of the former, and, as such, surely visits 
and advice from him should be conducive of nothing but good to the 
patients, and relief of responsibility to the members of the Community 
in charge who, we fully recognise, are most anxious to do everything 
that would tend to the welfare of the afflicted class committed to their 
care- 

We would, therefore, recommend that the Committee should forth- 
with agree to the adoption of such regulations for the management of 
the institution as will meet the legal requirements of the case, and deal 
with the altered conditions which have arisen in consequence of the 
establishment of the auxiliary.

196 patients have been admitted, 102 have been discharged, and 70 
have died — leaving 717 (397 men and 320 women) now on the books 
of the asylum.

At present only five of each sex are confined to bed by various ordinary 
ailments, or debility. 

Forty-nine, or 6-8 per cent, are returned as suffering from epilepsy, 
and 24 are actively suicidal, whilst 9 male patients are at present 
suffering from general paralysis of the insane, and three of the deaths 
are returned' as due to that disease. 


Restraint. The returns of restraint and seclusion show that five men and three 
women have been restrained — the men for 533 hours, and the women 
for 573 hours in all, either on account of melancholic furor, or homicidal 
mania, or to prevent self-mutilation. 

It is to be hoped that with the improved accommodation, less frequent 
resort to mechanical restraint will be called for in the future. 


Seclusion. Seclusion has been used in the case of one man on seven occa- 
sions, for 68 hours, and in the cases of four women on 16 occasions, 
for 131 hours in all.

Conduct. The behaviour of the patients was orderly, and quietness prevailed. 

No complaints. complaints were made, save those which were the outcome of insane 
delusions. 


Clothing and The dress and personal appearance of the patients deserve special 
condition. commendation. Both men and women were particularly tidy, and 
appear to receive special attention on the part of the staff. 


Employment. T he returns of employment show that, excluding patients engaged 
only in helping the attendants, a little over 27 per cent, of the men 
and 48 per cent, of the women arc usefully employed. Of course this 
is the most difficult time of the year to find employment for the men, 
as there is very little being done on the farm, and the weather is too 
severe to encourage men to engage in outdoor work, but it is hope 
that, in the spring, it will be found possible to induce at least double 
the number now returned to engage in some kind of work. 

Staff * The staff of attendants and nurses would appear to be fully adequate. 

On the male side there are 8 charge, and 24 ordinary attendants, and on 
the female side 7 charge, and 21 ordinary nurses — giving a proportion 
of one attendant to a little more than 12 male patients, and of one nurse 
Night nursing. a ^tle over ]q female patients. The night staff consists of 4 on each 
side, and that their duties are carefully performed is shown by t e 
fact that there was only one wet bed this morning in the whole asylum 
Since the date of the last report, the staff has been increased by tee 
addition of one charge, two second class, and one third class attendan 
or nurse, on each side, to take charge of the new blocks and the additiona 
patients 
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At present six attendants and four nurses hold the certificate of Downpatrick 
the Medico -Psychological Association for proficiency in mental nursing, Asylum. 
and lectures in the course of training prescribed by that Association Training of 
are given twice a week by the medical staff, and are attended by 27 staff, 
men and 26 women. 

About 47 per cent, of the patients are able to attend their respective Religious 
places of worship, and the three Chaplains are most assiduous in their ministration, 
attention to the wants of those under their charge. 

The Case-books continue to be carefully kept by Dr. Cotter and Dr. Medical 
Magill, who at present assist Dr. Nolan. The notes in the male Case- records, 
book are rendered more useful by photographs of the patients under 
treatment. This practice might, with advantage, be extended to the 
female book, and the importance of recording the mental condition of 
the old patients should be remembered. 

It is gratifying to find that Dr. Nolan’s zeal and energy in the manage- Tribute to 
ment of the institution have recently received a signal mark of ap- medical supcr- 
preciation on the part of the Committee. adSnStfation.

As the above Table shows, the number of patients on the register 
has increased by 18, so that the overcrowding referred to in previous 
reports is greater than ever. This increase is altogether due to the 
accumulation of patients, owing to the low discharge rate, as the ad- 
missions show a decrease when compared with the numbers for previous 
years. 

As explained in previous reports, the numbers in this asylum have 
been kept down by numerous transfers of unrecovered cases to the 
workhouses of the county. 

As regards section 11 of the Act 38 & 39 Vic., cap. 67, which deals 
with the case of pauper lunatics who may be lawfully discharged, the 
Law Officers of the Grown have recently advised that, while it can be 
understood that it may be lawful for the Asylum Committee, at the 
request or with the consent of the relations of an insane patient, to hand 
him over to the care of these relations, no authority is known which 
enables the Committee to “ lawfully discharge ” from the asylum a 
pauper patient, while still insane, merely for the object of compelling 
his admission to the workhouse. 

It would appear, therefore, that many of the transfers to workhouses 
in the past were carried out without legal authority, but, if these trans- 
fers are discontinued, the institution will rapidly pass into such an 
ochletic condition, as to render its administration impossible. 

The Committee have recognized the necessity of providing further 
accommodation, and have had plans for the work prepared. These 
plans received the statutory approval of the Lord Lieutenant, under 
the 9th section of the Local Government (Ireland) Act, 1898, in No- 
vember, 1904, but, when the action of the Committee came before the 
County Council, for confirmation, that body postponed the consider- 
ation of the matter, pending the issue of the report of the Commission 
which is at present inquiring into the working of the Poor Laws. 

This, having regard to the great overcrowding of the asylum, was a 
very serious step, and I cannot help thinking that the Council can 
scarcely have considered the matter in all its bearings, before arriving 
at their decision. 

Having regard to the constitution of the Poor Law Reform Com- 
mission, I feel sure that its recommendations will be both important 
and valuable, but -I may point out that it does not come within the 
scope of its functions to deal with the wants of the large body of acute 
cases of insanity, for whose treatment provision is required in county 
Clare. 

There is, as has been frequently stated, scarcely any proper dayroom 
accommodation in the asylum, so that the present surroundings of the 
recoverable cases tend to aggravate and perpetuate their mental de- 
rangement, rather than afford, them the means of treatment towards 
recovery which the law and humanity alike demand. 

It would be little exaggeration to say that the old and barbarous 
method of smothering maniacs between feather beds, was, in a sense, 
more humane than placing them in conditions which tend to intensify 
the mental agony from which so many of them suffer. 

I trust, therefore, that the County Council will reconsider this import- 
ant and urgent matter, and will at least agree to immediate provision 
being made for the proper accommodation and treatment ofj-recent 
and acute cases. 
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The percentage of recoveries on the admissions during the eleven Ennis 

months under review amounted to 24-3, viz., 13-8 amongst the males, Asylum. 

and 37 • 8 amongst the females. The rate on the male side was, as might Recovery 
be expected under present conditions, considerably below the average, rates.

Cases of enteric fever continue to occur, so that during recent years Zymotic 
this disease may be said to have been almost endemic in the institution, diseas?. 
Thirteen cases were recorded since my last visit, viz., 10 on the male, 
and 3 on the female side. The attack proved fatal in three of the male 
cases. A case of erysipelas and one of influenza, both on the female 
side, were also reported. 

Apart from the overcrowding, the cause of the enteric (typhoid) Defective 
fever, and the insanitary state of the institution generally is to be found drainage 
in the defective condition of the sewerage system, to which we have 8y3tera ' 
previously called attention. The main sewer — built of rubble masonry 
— is far from being watertight, and is infested with rats, which have 
tunnelled from it into the buildings. It has very little fall, and is ven- 
tilated in close proximity to the buildings, so that the gases generated 
in the underground settling tanks traverse it without interception, 
and pass into the buildings occupied by the patients. An offensive 
smell can be perceived in many of the closets, and, as a proof of the 
contamination of the subsoil, it is to be observed that nearly all the 
cases of enteric occur amongst the patients occupying the ground floor 
dormitories, particularly those who have been recently admitted. 

The Committee fully recognize the necessity for the laying down 
of a new sewerage system, but the consideration of their plans for carry- 
ing out this work has also been postponed by the County Council. 

It is very unfortunate that the Council’s action in this matter should 
endanger the lives of persons who, although classed as paupers, may be 
as dear to their relatives as those belonging to the higher ranks of society. 

The death-rate during 1904 was above the average for Irish asylums, Death rates 
being 9-1 per cent, of the average number resident, viz., 9*4 on the 
male side, and 8.6 on the female side.

The causes of death call for no special remarks — none of them resulted 
from suicide or other misadventure, and in no case was a Coroner’s 
inquest deemed necessary. 

In three of the cases, the cause of death was verified by post-mortem 
examination. 

Three serious casualties occurred during the period under review 
viz., a fractured rib, as the result of an assault by another patient ; 
a compound dislocation of the first phalangeal joint of the second finger, 
caused by the patient deliberately wrenching it; and the loss of the 
last phalanx of another patient’s fore-finger, also self-inflicted. 

No patient was placed in seclusion during the past eleven months, 
but the patient (a female) who sustained the compound dislocation 
of the phalangeal joint of her finger, was restrained by means of a muff 
and strait waistcoat for periods amounting to 276 hours in all, to prevent 
her from tearing off bandages or from injuring herself further, as she 
was extremely suicidal. Two males were also restrained by muffs 
and a strait waistcoat for 89, and 265 hours, respectively, to prevent 
them from injuring themselves.

While no proper classification of the patients is possible owing to Condition of 
the present condition of overcrowding, it is satisfactory to note the order wards, 
and cleanliness of the wards.

(onsiderable proportion of the women are usefully employed.

I was present at a fire practice, in which some of the patients took Precautions 
part. The precautions for dealing with an outbreak of fire appear a S aiust fir0 * 
satisfactory, save that the water pressure is scarcely sufficient to com- 
mand all the roofs of the institution, but, on completion of the new 
rising main, which it has been decided to lay around the buildings, 
the pressure will be increased. 

I examined the books and records, and found them, as usual, carefully Records, 
written up. The notes in the Case-books are full and valuable, and 
reflect credit on the Assistant Medical Officer, while the books under 
the care of the Clerk are also well kept. 

Having regard to the great difficulties in the administration of so General 
overcrowded an institution, its general condition bears testimony to condition, 
the zeal and efficiency of the Resident Medical Superintendent in the 
discharge of his duties, and the interest displayed by the Committee in 
everything affecting its welfare.

The record of zymotic disease which occurred since the last statutory Zymotic 
visit to the institution is heavy. During that time ten male and nine disease, 
female patients, and four members of the female staff were attacked 
by enteric fever, with a fatal result in one of the male and three of the 
female cases. 

Twelve male and nineteen female patients, and three of the female 
staff suffered from influenza, which proved fatal in three of the male 
and one of the female cases. 

A male patient and a male attendant were attacked by measles, 
a female patient by erysipelas, and two members of the female staff 
by scarlatina, but none of these cases ended fatally. 

It seems not improbable that the enteric originated in the new water Water supply 
supply from the river. The latter fell very low this year, and would, 
therefore, be more easily polluted.

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water, I think steps should he taken to have it purified as far as possible 
before being brought into the asylum, as it is impossible to prevent the 
use altogether for potable purposes of any supply which is laid on in 
a n institution of this kind. 

The percentage of deaths on the daily average number resident 
during 1904 was 9.0, viz., 8.8 amongst the males, and 9.3 amongst 
the females. 

In four cases since last visit the cause of death was verified by 'post- 
mortem examination. 

In one case death was caused by suicide. 

In this case the patient, an old man of 87 , who had spent a consider- 
able portion of his life in the asylum, and was looked upon as perfectly 
harmless and trustworthy, inflicted wounds on his wrist and abdomen 
with a knife for cutting tobacco, which he had ingeniously made out oE 
a piece of steel. He died five days afterwards from blood poisoning 
caused by the wounds. , 

A Coroner’s inquest was held, and the Jury returned a verdict that 
death was due to “shock, blood-poisoning, and old age,’ and they 
expressed the opinion that there was no negligence on the part of anyone 
in connection with the matter. 

My colleague also held an inquiry on oath regarding the case, and, 
in the report thereon, concurrence was expressed in the opinion of the 
Jury that none of the staff were in any way to blame. 

Three other serious (but lion-fatal) casualties occurred since last 
visit, viz., the fracture of a female patient’s thigh bone, as the result of 
a fall ; a scalp wound sustained by a female as the result of being 
knocked down by another patient ; and burns sustained by a female 
patient on different parts of her body. 

The patient in the last case, who is almost blind, had been left alone 
in a dayroom with two other dangerous cases, and on the return of 
the nurses in charge, they found the patient had sustained burns on 
the back, right arm, and knee. On investigating the circumstances of 
the case, the Committee very properly fined and severely reprimanded 
the nurses concerned. 

No patient was placed in mechanical restraint during the past year, 
but seclusion was used in the treatment of 6 males and 14 females, on 
109 occasions, for a total duration of 1,087 hours in the cases of the 
males, and on 192 occasions for 2,192 hours in all in the cases of the 
females.

Weaving has proved a successful industry on the male side. There Success of 
are two looms worked by an attendant, and a patient, who are usually weaving, 
assisted by another young male patient. 

With these looms all the tweed, serge, and flannel required in the 
institution can be manufactured, while, as a definite proof of the utility 
of employment in the treatment of the insane, it may be remarked Beneficial 
tnat the patient who is engaged at weaving formerly suffered from effects of 
epileptic fits, but has had no attack recently, and is now perfectly employment 
quiet, although for 15 years previously when he did no work, he was 
subject to frequent outbursts of extreme violence. 

There are at present 31 patients (9 males and 22 females) in the asylum Paying

Smee the date of the last statutory inspection by my colleague, the \y 0 rks carriod 
oaci which was being made round the asylum grounds has been com- out by asylum 
P eted ; the graveyard has been enlarged, and a new wall built round it ; labour. 
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the orchard at the mill premises, where the electric light is generated, 
has been replanted ; and a small and'unpretentious mortuary, but one 
well adapted for its purpose, has been erected. 

These works have been carried out by the asylum staff, with the 
assistance of some of the patients. 

The additions and alterations which were so long in progress at this 
institution, have been completed since I last visited it, and I am glad 
to say that they have transformed it in many respects, affording, as 
they do, much needed accommodation, and permitting of the better 
treatment and classification of the patients. The introduction of the 
electric light has also effected a great improvement. 

One of the best features of the wards and corridors is the excellent 
flooring, which is kept carefully polished. This is not only essential 
for sanitary reasons, but it also provides suitable indoor occupation for 
many of the patients. 

I found all parts of the asylum clean and orderly, and the patients* 
as a rule, were very quiet and well conducted. 

Some of the females in the refractory division, however, were noisy, 
and I noticed that two had black eyes, which I was informed were 
caused by a young girl who should, if possible, be prevented from com- 
mitting such assaults in future. 

Only six old bedsteads, with straw palliasses, now remain on the 
female side, and I would suggest that they should be replaced by bed- 
steads of modern type. 

I saw the patients at dinner, which consisted of fish and potatoes. 
The latter did not seem very good, and I was informed that they were 
obtained by contract, as the supply grown on the asylum farm this year 
had already been exhausted at this date. 

I see no reason why the full year’s supply should not be grown on 
the asylum estate, as, at one of the neighbouring district asylums, to 
which there is a much smaller area of land attached, the acreage under 
potatoes is double that at Enniscorthy, and grows sufficient potatoes 
of excellent quality to supply the institution for the entire year, as 
well as provides seed for next year’s planting. 

As regards the training of the staff, lectures in the course prescribed 
by the Medico-Psychological Association are delivered to the attendants 
by Dr. Kennedy, the Assistant Medical Officer, who seems to me to 
be careful and attentive in the discharge of his duties. 

The Case-books under his charge are fully written up, as are also the 
Books in charge of the Clerk. 

The Resident Medical Superintendent is manifestly zealous in dis- 
charging the very responsible duties which devolve on him, and I think 
the Committee are fortunate in having the supervision of the institution 
controlled by so able and conscientious an officer as Dr. Drapes.

This Table shows that there was a net increase of 8 patients in a period 
of 13 months — the males having decreased by 2, Avhile the females 
increased by 10. 

Sixteen of the admissions, however, were cases transferred from Transfers 
workhouses, where some of them had been resident for a considerable h‘ om work- 
time, so that they cannot be considered as cases of freshly occurring ll0uscs * 
insanity.

On the female side, in order to proA 7 idc sufficient sleeping accomino- Overcrowding, 
elation, tAvo dayrooms and part of a corridor have had to be converted 
into sleeping rooms, and this curtails the dayroom space still further. 

The overcroAvding is hoav so great that it lies as a duty on the Com- 
mittee to take some immediate action, and if this is not done, the ques- 
tion Avill arise whether the Capitation Grant in aid of the maintenance 
of the patients can be continued. 

Fortunately, the Committee have hoav an excellent opportunity of Suggested 
acquiring, at a very moderate cost, a residence in close proximity to acquisition of 
the asylum, which, Avith little alteration, could be converted into accom- adjoining 
modation for a considerable number of patients. proper y. 

I refer to the Lacken property, Avhich adjoins the asylum grounds, 
the acquisition of Avhich Avould also provide much needed additional 
land for the employment of the patients, as well as prove a source of 
economy, by enabling an increased amount of the supplies for the in- 
stitution to be raised on the asylum estate, at a minimum cost. 
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Kilkenny I believe that if the opportunity of acquiring this property be lost, 
Asylum. ^ w iU be a cause of regret hereafter to the ratepayers of the county. 

If the Committee now decide to make the purchase, the necessary 
alteration and fitting up of the residence could be gradually carried out, 
at a moderate cost, under the supervision of their own officers, by adding 
a few tradesmen temporarily to the staff, and thus avoid the necessity 
of obtaining a loan for the purpose. 

Workscarried No structural alterations were made in the main buildings during 
out by asylum the period under review, but the asylum staff, with the assistance of 
labour. gome t ^ e p at j entSj er ected a turf house, paint shop, and oil store, 
and also raised the roof of the boiler house, and built a wall round the 
laundry yard. 

Lighting. As regards the lighting of the institution, I think the Committee 
should consider the question of an electrical installation — electric 
light being the most suitable in every way for asylums. I understand 
that a gas engine for working the electric plant could be run by using 
Castlecomer coal, which is considered very good for the purpose. The 
consumption of this coal also helps in the maintenance of a local in- 
dustry. 

Water supply. I would again call the attention of the Committee to the advisability 
of obtaining a supply of water from the town system, as the present 
supply is altogether inadequate in the event of an outbreak of fire. 
Precautions The necessity for obtaining sufficient pressure to command all parts 
against lire, of the buildings in an institution of this kind, is so evident that it need 
not be dwelt upon. 

Internal hydrants should also be provided to cope with a fire on its 
first outbreak.

On each side of the house there are four divisions, and, in the classi- Classification, 
fication, I notice that the newly admitted cases are treated in No. 3 
amongst the so-called “ refractory ” classes. 

It is, however, very desirable that the newly admitted patients should Treatment of 
be regarded as requiring hospital treatment, and placed in the hospital newly ad- 
division. niitted cases. 

It will be evident to the Committee that it must have a very injurious 
effect on the minds of some of these patients, and tend little to their 
recovery to be associated on first entering the institution with violent 
and excited cases. 

An unusual feature of this asylum is the comparatively large number High propor- 
of cases of goitre amongst the patients, no less than 14 males and 11 tion of cases 
females being affected with the disease. °* g° itre - 

The patients so suffering are, however, not “ cretins,” a particular 
class of idiots in whom is found a goitrous condition of the thyroid 
gland. 

Whenever goitre has arisen without being inherited, the cause in 
far the greater number of cases can be traced to some impurity in the 
potable water. What this impurity is, has not as yet been satisfactorily 
determined, although it has been proved that the water used in goitrous 
districts has percolated through a soil containing some impurity which 
is the cause of the malady. The impurity is stated by many to be due 
to an excess of lime and magnesia, which theory seems borne out by 
a geological examination of the localities in which goitre is indigenous 
in England. 

The general health since last visit has been good. No cases of zymotic Health, 
disease appeared ; there was no death from suicide or other misad- No zymotic 
venture, and in no case was a Coroner’s inquest deemed necessary, disease,

Only two serious casualties occurred since last inspection, viz., the Casualties, 
fracture of a female patient’s wrist, and the dislocation of a male 
patient’s collar bone, both the result of being knocked down by other 
patients. 

During the period under review, 15 female patients were restrained Restraint, 
by a camisole on account of their violence, for a total duration of 453 
hours ; while one male was twice placed in seclusion, and 17 females Seclusion, 
were similarly treated on 75 occasions, for 26 hours in all in the case 
°f the male, and 494 hours in the cases of the females.

As stated in previous reports, the number working on the farm is 
much below the average for Irish asylums, but, if the Committee de- 
cide oil purchasing the Laclcen property, it will provide further fa- 
cilities for the employment of the patients at agricultural work. 

It was reported to me that 330 patients on an average (160 males 
and 170 females) are taken out for walks in the grounds of the insti- 
tution, but, from inquiries made, I ascertained that they only get a 
short walk on fine mornings, during the winter and spring months. 
It is all important that the patients should spend as much time as 
possible in the open air. The attendants naturally prefer to keep them 
indoors where they are so much more easily supervised, and Medical 
Superintendents often find great difficulty in having the patients taken 
out systematically, and in preventing them being brought in on such 
trivial pretexts as a slight shower. To meet the latter difficulty, shelters 
are put up in the grounds of many asylums. 

I think a careful record of the exact time spent by the patients in 
the open air each day should be kept, and that for daily exercise a long 
walk should bo made round the asylum estate. 


The religious ministration of the patients receives due attention. The 
numbers present at Divine Service last Sunday were as follow :

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Since last visit, two concerts were given for tlie amusement of the 
patients, and the annual picnic also took place. A band performance 
is given weekly. 

In connection with the amusement of the patients, which is part 
of their treatment, I would suggest that a piano should be provided 
for the wards, as has been done in many of the district asylums. 

No change has been made in the staff recently, and, as the number 
of patients has increased, the proportion of attendants to patients 
is now only 1 to 13 on the male side, and 1 to almost 16 on the female 
side. 

At least two additional male and four additional female attendants 
are, therefore, required to bring the staff up to a proper standard of 
strength. 

Unless the staff is maintained at a proper strength, it is impossible 
for the Medical Superintendent to give the patients the protection, 
attention, and outdoor exercise which their condition demands. 

The number of patients on behalf of whose maintenance payments 
are made by relatives or out of their own property has increased, and 
now amounts to 27 — seventeen males and 10 females. 

The receipts in respect of such patients amounted to £275 6s. lid. 
during the financial year ending 31st March last. 

The average capitation cost fell slightly in that year — the gross 
amount, including repayments of loans for building works, purchase 
of land, &c., having been £28 15s. Id. ; while the net capitation cost 
of maintenance, excluding the loan repayments referred to, and de- 
ducting receipts from paying patients and other miscellaneous sources, 
was £22 19s. 6d. 

I saw the patients at dinner. To-day being Friday, it consisted of 
bread and butter, and tea. No doubt this is considered sufficient for 
the majority of the patients, but for some, especially the recoverable 
cases, it would certainly be desirable to provide a more nutritious meal. 

There should be no difficulty in procuring fish, but, if it cannot be 
obtained, there is no reason why eggs should not be supplied in abun- 
dance from the asylum farm. 

In a neighbouring asylum lately visited by me I found that 16,000 
eggs had been supplied to the patients, within a comparatively short 
period, from the farm. 

The diningroom was very overcrowded, so much so that I think it 
would be advisable to let the males and females dine at separate times. 
Some of the women were very noisy, and inclined to fling their food, 
and even mugs, about. The men, on the other hand, were very quiet 
and orderly, but they wore their caps during dinner. 

On the whole, the service of the meals might be improved. 

I regret much that I cannot report very favourably on the general 
administration of the asylum. The Resident Medical Superintendent, 
is. I am aware, most anxious and zealous in the discharge of his duties, 
but all through the buildings there is a want of that system and order 
which are so essential to the good management of such an institution. 
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Kilkenny Starting at the office, it is found that some of the books are blotted 
Asylum. an( J untidy, and in some cases even whole pages have been removed. 
Condition of When one proceeds to the wards, it is found that many of the walls are 
office. covered with dust, and, in some places, cobwebs hang from the ceilings. 

Condition of Many panes of glass are also broken. In one of the principal day- 
wards. rooms a number of patients were employed teasing hair, which filled 

the overcrowded room with unwholesome dust. Work of this kind 
should be done in a shed or room set apart for the purpose. 

Want of In many of the rooms there is a want of sufficient and proper fur- 

fumiture, &c. niture, and of those indoor games and surroundings which are so essential 
to the moral treatment and recovery of the patients. 

Heating. In cold weather the heating of the building is not sufficient. The 

Association of quiet patients complain that they spend much of their time in asso- 
quiet with ciation with the noisy and unruly classes, and that all classes spend too 
excited cases. muc ] 1 ti me indoors. 

Visits to Some also complained that they are seldom visited by members of 

wards by the Committee. It is to be regretted that this is the case, as such visits 
Committee, afford much consolation to those patients who are able to appreciate 
them, and they help to make the members of the Committee directly 
conversant with the management of the institution, for which they are 
so largely responsible. 

I have no doubt that many of the matters complained of are due to 
the weakness of the staff, as it is — for instance — impossible to have a 
proper classification of the patients, and to give them sufficient outdoor 
exercise, without a sufficient proportion of attendants. 

I would suggest that the Committee should appoint a sub-committee 
of their body to consider, with the Resident Medical Superintendent, 
the best means of obtaining sufficient accommodation for the patients, 
and the improvement of the institution generally. 

It is due to the suffering patients that the several matters complained 
of should receive serious consideration. 

Complaint of One of the patients, with whom I had a private interview, complained 
patient. that some months ago his artificial teeth were broken in a scuffle with 
attendants, doubtless when he was in a state of acute excitement. I 
think that, under these circumstances, the Committee should direct 
that he be afforded the services of a dentist to have the teeth set right. 

Medical I examined the statutory books and registers. The Case-books, 

records. which are kept by the Assistant Medical Officer, should set forth more 
fully the family history of each patient. This, no doubt, is in some cases 
very difficult to obtain, but, in other asylums, the medical staff spare 
no efforts in obtaining such particulars, by corresponding with the 
relatives of the patients.

On tlie annual inspection of this asylum during yesterday and to-day, j ~ , 

I can again congratulate the Committee on the absence of all evidence 8th P and 9th* 
of any increase of insanity in the county of Kerry, as, during the past November, 
year, the number of male patients shows an increase of only 6, whilst 1905 - 
on the female side there is a decrease of 2. On the 9th November, 1904, No increase 
when the asylum was last reported on, there were 291 males and 280 of insft nity in 
females in the institution. Since then, 79 men and 71 women have been county ; 
admitted; 39 men and 49 women have been discharged; and 34 men Statiatics - 
and 24 women have died — leaving 297 men and 278 women in the 
asylum at present. 

The numbers of admissions have varied little when compared with 
those for the past few years. Eight men and 8 women were transferred 
from workhouses, and, when these cases are taken into consideration, 
there is every reason to conclude that there is no evidence of any in- 
crease in the amount of freshly occurring insanity in the district. 

The matters to which the special attention of the Committee should Acquisition 
be called are : — 1st- — the importance of acquiring the fields in front of 0 f additional 
the asylum. If this is not done, buildings will, most likely, be erected land sup- 
on them, which will seriously interfere with the seclusion and comfort 6° sted - 
of the patients, and lessen the usefulness of the institution. Further, 
if the Committee propose to provide the milk required for the estab- 
lishment, as is now becoming the custom in most Irish asylums, owing 
to the increased cost of this article of diet, more land will be necessary. 

2nd. — When examining the bedding, the linen was found to be dark Redding, 
in colour, and not too clean. The sheets are stated to be changed only 
once a fortnight, which is not sufficiently often in an establishment 
such as this. The reason given for this is the inadequate means of 
washing. The Committee might, therefore, consider (a) the question 
of providing additional tubs, which would not be a costly matter, and Laimdr y ar - 
would provide additional employment for the female patients, as well ran 6° mont9 - 
as expedite the washing ; ( b ) the question of purchasing an additional 
hydro-extractor, which would assist in the drying of the clothes; and 
(c) the advisability of acquiring a more powerful engine to drive the 
machinery. This is much wanted, so as to wash and dry the clothes 
with greater expedition. 

Since the date of the last visit, many improvements have been carried Improve- 
out. The walls of several wards have been plastered ; wooden windows, merits in 
to replace the old iron sashes, have been put in the corridors ; pitch bl,ild »nga. 
pine mantel pieces have been erected in the new dayrooms ; the boiler 
house has been enlarged, and a new boiler and economiser provided at 
a cost of £1,500 ; a corridor and several dayrooms have been wains- 
cotted in pitch pine ; and more light has been introduced into the pas- 
°age leading to the male diningroom, by making new windows. Through- 
out the asylum, many of the dayrooms and dormitories have been taken 
in hand, painted and decorated, and now present a bright and cheerful 
appearance. 

During the past year the rate of mortality has been rather high Deaths, 
as compared with other similar institutions — being 10 per cent, of the 
daily average number resident : that for all the Irish asylums being 7 ‘8 
per cent.

In no case was a Coroner’s inquest deemed necessary nor were any of 
the deaths the result of violence or epidemic disease. 

In only two cases, or 3 - 4 per cent., was the cause verfied by 'post- 
mortem examination. 


Zymotic The only zymotic disease which visited the asylum was an outbreak 

disease. 0 f enteric fever, which attacked four female patients, and one of the staff. 


Casualties. The serious casualties .since last inspection consisted of (1) a wound 
of the throat ; (2) a cut arm— both self-inflicted in attempts to commit 
suicide. In the latter case, the knife with which the attempt was made 
was brought by the patient’s daughter — a fact which exemplifies how 
little the majority of people realize the dangers likely to result from 
such unauthorized gifts. (3) An arm burnt by coming into contact 
with the hot water pipes. (4) Dislocation of the shoulder, the cause 
of which could not be ascertained. (5). Fracture of one of the arm 
bones, as the result of a fall during a struggle with an attendant, on 
whom the patient, who was an epileptic, had made a sudden attack. 
(6). Fracture of foiearm as the result of a fall. (7). Fracture of 
collar bone as the result of a fall in a fit. 

Restraint. There are two records of the use of restraint since last inspection. 

In one case a male patient (0. F.) was placed in restraint for 126 hours, 
on account of homicidal tendencies, and in the second a male patient 
also (T. M.) was restrained for 60 hours to prevent him from injuring 
one of his eyes which was diseased. 

Seclusion. Seclusion was used in the treatment of two men and two women 
in the case of the men on 44 occasions, for a total duration of 407 hours, 
and in the case of the women on 7 occasions, for 25 hours in all. One 
man and one woman were in seclusion at the time of the visit. 


Service of The men were seen at dinner. The service of the meal is still open to 
meals. much improvement. The enamelled mug3 in use are worn, and present 

rugged iron edges, which not only look shabby, but are also most 
unpleasant to use for drinking. 

Dietary and The dietary scale laid down is liberal and suitable for the patients, 
provisions. and all the provisions seen appeared of excellent quality. 

Condition Both men and women were fairly tidy. The women’s dress was satis- 
and clothing, factory as regards the variety and brightness of the mateiial used. 
The men’s clothing was also suitable. 

Conduct. Both sexes were veiy quiet and well behaved, and no complaints 

were made during the visit. 

Exorcise Forty-two female patients are taken for walks beyond the grounds 

once a fortnight. There does not appear to be any valid reason why 
the men should not also enjoy such walks, or why a greater number of 
women should not be allowed to go more fiequently. 

Employment. The returns of patients employed show that, excluding those only 
occupied at bed making, 28-6 per cent, of the men, and 46 per cen . 
of the women are engaged at work. The number in the case of the men 
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is much below the average of those employed in other similar insti- Killarnky 
tutions. With the view of inducing a larger number to work, additional Asylum. 
means of occupation — such as breaking stones, cutting wood, teasing 
hair, &c., should be introduced. 

As has been stated in previous reports, the most useful andvhealthy 
form of employment is agricultural labour, and, for this reason, ad- 
ditional land should be acquired. 

The staff in actual charge of the insane has been increased by the staff, 
appointment of an additional attendant and a nurse, so as to allow of 
an increased amount of leave being given. 

There are now 5 charge and 15 ordinary attendants on the male 
side, and, on the female side, 6 charge and 14 ordinary nurses — giving 
a ratio of 1 attendant to almost 15 male patients, and of 1 nurse to 
almost 14 females. 

For night duty there are three attendants on each side, one of whom Night 
takes charge of the observation dormitory. nursing. 

On the female side a more suitable room should be selected for this 
purpose, so as to enable all the occupants to be kept under constant 
supervision.

Six of the attendants hold the certificate of the Medico-Psychological Training ot 
Association for proficiency in mental nursing, but none of the present staff, 
female staff are thus qualified. Lectures, will, however, be given during 
the winter months on the subjects prescribed for the examination by 
the Association, and it is hoped that, as the result, a number both 
of the male and female attendants will be able to obtain the certificate 
referred to. 

The Committee have of late had under consideration the means of Precautions 
escape in case of fire, and have suggested that ladders should be pro- against ffre. 
vided as a means of getting out of the long dormitories at the end wing 
on the male side. It must be remembered that it would be impossible 
to induce many insane people to go down a ladder ; and, therefore, 
the only reliable plan to adopt appears to be the erection of an iron 
staircase. 

The Chaplains are constant in their attendance, but of late no Pro- Religious 
testant Service has been held, as the patients of that persuasion in the ministration, 
institution have not been considered sufficiently intelligent to under- 
stand the service. Some more Protestant patients have lately come 
in, who, it is hoped, will benefit by religious ministration, and thus 
enable the services to be resumed. 

Chaplains’ books, with proper headings, should be obtained, so as Funeral 
to enable these officers to record the manner in which the funeral ser- services, 
vices are performed, in accordance with the regulations laid down by 
the Committee. 

The Case-books and other medical records are kept up to date, but Medical 
the notes in the Case-books should be fuller, and should record the records, 
symptoms of insanity observed in each case by the medical officer 
making the entry.

LETTERKENNY DISTRICT ASYLUM. 

The new block to accommodate 200 male patients is now com- 
pletely finished, and the greater part of the furniture has been pro- 
vided, but the building has not yet been given over by the contractor 
or occupied. 

This block affords excellent accommodation, consisting of large, 
airy, well-lighted dayrooms and dormitories, heated with hot water 
pipes, and in the centre there is a commodious and well proportioned 
dining-room. 

The sanitary annexes are fitted with closets of modern type, and 
plentifully supplied with baths and lavatories. 

The building, which is well adapted for the class of patients for 
whom it was designed, affords a suitable home for the quiet and 
industrious classes of the insane, and will prove a great relief to the 
present congested state of the male wards. 

The additions to the female wing, which have been completed for 
some time, have been occupied since the 1st January last, and have 
added much to the comfort and well being of the female patients. 

A ball alley for the amusement of the men has been erected, partly 
by contract and partly by asylum labour. 

On each side fire escape stairs have been supplied, thus affording 
means of escape from those parts of the buildings where an alter- 
native exit did not previously exist. 

During the past summer, the asylum suffered much from a de- 
ficient supply of water. Want of water has, unfortunately, been 
always a source of anxiety in the past history of this asylum. Some 
years ago, a large reservoir was constructed by the labour of the 
asylum staff and patients, but, unfortunately, owing to the unusual 
drought last season, this reservoir almost ran dry, and the routine 
working of the asylum was thereby greatly disturbed. It is under- 
stood that steps are about to be taken to obtain a public water 
supply for the town of Letterkenny. If this project can be carried 
out, and if the Committee become participators, the asylum will 
undoubtedly benefit by obtaining a plentiful and unfailing supply 
of water, as it will remove all anxiety for the domestic wants of the 
institution, and will prove a safeguard against the danger of fire.

Of these, one man was absent on probation, and one by escape. 
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Unfortunately, the body of the latter patient has since been found 
floating in the reservoir. An inquiry into the circumstances of this 
very regrettable occurrence will be held by us in due course. 

The above figures show an increase of seven patients at the end 
of the year, but this increase is entirely due to a falling off in the 
discharge rate, as the number admitted was somewhat under that of 
previous years. 

The causes of death call for no special comments, all being from 
diseases usual amongst the insane. In three cases, however, death 
resulted from typhoid fever, and in one from continued fever. It 
is difficult to discover any cause for these outbreaks of zymotic 
disease, as they occurred at a period of the year when the water was 
not likely to be contaminated. 

There were also six cases of erysipelas, but none of these ended 
fatally. 

In 29 per cent, of the cases death was due to consumption. 

At the time of my visit, the health of the institution appeared to 
be excellent — only six men and no women being confined to bed. 

Thirty-eight patients were returned as suffering from epilepsy, 
and 37 were stated to be actively suicidal. Such a number of actively 
suicidal patients appears to be above the usual average. These 
cases should be frequently examined by the medical officers, in order 
to retain on the actively suicidal list only those patients who re- 
quire strict supervision. Thirty-three men and 25 women sleep 
under special observation. 

No case is returned as at present suffering from general paralysis 
of the insane. 

The serious casualties, not ending fatally, were : — (1.) Loss of 
one finger and injury to another, caused accidentally when working 
with a turnip cutting machine ; (2.) incised wound on a patient’s 
left hand, inflicted in a fight with another patient ; (3.) severe bite 
of thumb inflicted by an epileptic patient ; (4.) dislocation of the 
shoulder, as the result of being thrown down by another patient ; 
and (5.) fracture of arm caused by an accidental fall. 

The only records of restraint and seclusion since last visit refer 
to one man, who refused to wear his clothes. He was restrained for 
26 hours, and secluded for 562. 

As the new block has not yet been occupied by the patients, there 
is still much overcrowding on the male side, causing a certain amount 
of irritation and restlessness, and on the female side there were some 
rather noisy women. It is to be hoped that, on both sides, greater 
attention will be given by the attendants to the tidiness of the dress, 
and to the general appearance of the patients. The importance of 
this is not sufficiently recognised. Few things have more influence 
in an asylum, in promoting sane behaviour and sane modes of thought, 
than attention to dress and personal appearance. 

Some improvement is also called for in the service of the meals, 
in the direction of having the food distributed in an expeditious 
and orderly manner, as a delay at meals naturally induces excitement 
and restlessness. With this view, the whole of the staff should, as 
far as possible, be present at the patients’ meals.

The male diningroom appeared to be overcrowded, but it is hoped 
that, when the new block is opened, the diningroom there will relieve 
the overcrowding amongst the mm. 

The day of the visit was so wet as to render outdoor employment 
almost impossible, but, taking the return for the following day, the 
number of men engaged at work, other than making beds, amounted 
to 28 per cent, of the total, whilst 52 per cent, of the women were 
employed. 

The percentage for the men is low, but at this season of the year 
it is difficult to employ a large number on the farm — 83 are so em- 
ployed at present. 

The staff of attendants and nurses in actual charge of the insane 
consists of 9 charge and 16 ordinary attendants, and of 8 charge and 
11 ordinary nurses — giving a proportion of one attendant to 17 
male, and of one nurse to 14 female patients. 

As soon as the new block is opened, it is proposed to add 6 attend- 
ants to the existing number, and this will raise the proportion on 
both sides to about the same level, viz., one to 14, which is certainly 
not a high proportion. 

Three attendants on each side take charge during the night, and 
the performance of their duties is checked by Gent’s tell-tale clocks. 

The ministration of religion continues to be carried on by the 
Chaplains with great regularity, and with zealous attention to the 
interests of the patients, about 46 per cent, of whom are able to attend 
the services. of their respective denominations. Two hundred and 
sixty-four were present at Mass on the Sunday preceding my visit, 
35 attended the Presbyterian Service, and 22 the Protestant Epis- 
copalian Service. 

The medical books and records were found to be carefully written 
up to the date of the visit.

LIMERICK DISTRICT ASYLUM. 

The alteration and extension of the laundry, kitchen, and stores 
are now practically completed, and the two latter departments are being 
fully utilised. The kitchen, which is supplied with modern cooking 
appliances, affords ample space and facilities for the preparation of the 
food for so large an establishment, and the stores are suitably designed 
for the reception, storing, and distribution of the provisions and clothing 
required for the patients and staff. Unfortunately, it has not yet been 
possible to occupy the laundry. First it was discovered that some 
alterations were necessary in the floor of the washroom, and, although 
it is understood that these have been carried out, the heating of the 
drying closet is now found to be so defective that it is impossible to dry 
the clothes. It is most unfortunate that the laundry department, 
which is so essential to the ordinary routine working of the establish- 
ment ; so necessary for the maintenance of the health of the insane 
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and the^sanitary condition of the institution ; and on which so much 
public money has been spent, should thus have to lie idle for such a 
length of time. It, therefore, rests with the Committee to insist that 
the defective working of this department be at once set right, or, if this 
be not done, to obtain the advice of some specialist oil the subject, 
as to the cause of the defects. 

The sub-way under the railway, connecting the land acquired on the 
other side of the hue with the asylum, is now almost completed, and it is 
to be hoped that this passage will be available in the spring time, so 
as to afford further facilities for the employment and exercise of the 
patients. 

At the present time the male hospital is being reconstructed, and re" 
modelled by the labour of the staff, and, when completed, it will afford 
excellent accommodation for the nursing of the sick. The dayroom 
and dormitory of the ward have been enlarged and ventilated by special 
louvres in the ceiling. The dormitory has been refloored in pitch pine, 
and the dayroom will be done with wood-block flooring. The sanitary 
annexe is also being remodelled and refitted. 

A new boiler has been provided in the boilerhouse, and new pumps 
have been fitted up in the engineroom — all the connections having been 
made by the resident staff. 

Many of the dayrooms, dormitories, and corridors have been painted, 
papered, and decorated, and their appearance is thereby brightened 
and improved. 

The wooden buildings have also been painted outside, so as to pre- 
serve them from the effects of weather. 

These buildings afford comfortable and cheerful accommodation for 
the men employed on the farm, and are heated with hot water. Means 
of escape in case of fire have been provided by doors opening outwards 
in each of the dormitories. 

The wards in the rere of the institution, which were lately enlarged 
and remodelled, are comfortably heated, decently furnished, and decor- 
ated. In the front wards, however, in the very cold weather the tem- 
perature is much too low ; the flagged corridors are cold and cheerless, 
and in the sleeping rooms the bedclothes on some of the beds are in- 
sufficient for this season of the year. 

The Matron weighed for me the bed clothes of one bed, taken at ran- 
dom. The clothes over the patient consisted of a sheet, one blanket, 
and a quilt, and weighed 13£ lbs., which is certainly not sufficiently 
heavy for this cold weather- The supply of blankets should be in- 
creased during the cold season, and fires should be lighted in every 
fireplace. 

Once the laundry contract is completed, it is to be hoped that the front 
corridors will be taken in hand, and that a hot water system, which will 
afford an equable temperature, will be adopted. Plans have already 
been prepared for this work, which includes the enlargement of the dining 
fialls and the Chapel, with the provision of a new general bathroom, and 
the remodelling of the mortuary. 
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Both men and women were quiet and well-behaved, and neat and 
tidy in their appearance. The tidiness of the women’s hair shows 
care and attention on the part of the female staff. The materials for the 
men s suits and for the women’s gowns are now entirely woven and 
made up in the asylum. 

During my visit an excellent dinner was served, consisting of cod fish 
and potatoes. The dietary scale would appear suitable for the wants 
of the patients, with the exception of that fixed for the Wednesday 
dinner, which provides only dry bread and tea. The working patients 
are allowed butter in addition, but it is suggested that it should be 
supplied to all the patients. 

Owing to the difficulties at present experienced in washing the clothes, 
no tablecloths are used in the female dining hall, but, when the laundry 
is in full working order, the use of tablecloths in this hall will be resumed- 

AM the provisions would appear to be of excellent quality. The cattle 
are slaughtered on the premises, and the bread is baked in the asylum 
bakery. 

Excluding patients only employed at bed-making, about 35 per cent, 
of the men, and 54 per cent, of the women find some useful work to do. 
When the passage under the railway to the new farm, is finished, it is 
hoped that the number of men employed will increase. Weaving 
has proved a useful industry, and two looms are now constantly at 
work.

• The admissions appear to have been on an average with previous 
years, and there is nothing to point to any actual increase of insanity 
in the district. 

The mortality-rate has been low — amounting to only 5 • G per cent, of 
the daily average number resident during 1904. 

In 10 cases, or 27 per cent., the cause of death was verified by post- 
mortem examination. This, for an Irish asylum, is creditable, as showing 
the zeal and efficiency of the medical staff. 

The health of the institution has been good, and it has not been visited 
by any outbreak of zymotic or infectious disease during the period 
under review. 

At the time of the visit 10 men and 14 women were confined to bed, 
of whom only 13 were seriously ill. Nineteen men and 10 women, or 
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4-6 per cent, of the number on the register, suffer from epilepsy, while Limerick 
31 men and 39 women are returned as actively suicidal. The latter Asylum. 
numbers appear high. The Medical Officers ought to go over these Epileptic anil 
cases periodically, so as to satisfy themselves that too much respon- suicidal cases, 
sibility is not being placed on the attendants. 

Of the epileptic and suicidal cases, 43 men and 49 women sleep under 
constant supervision. 

Six casualties not ending fatally are recorded since last visit. Five Casualties, 
of them resulted in broken bones, due to falls or assaults by other 
patients, except in one case in which the patient fractured a bone of 
his hand by striking the jamb of a door, in a fit of excitement. The 
remaining case was that of an epileptic, who sustained severe burns 
from falling on the stove in the tailor’s shop, while in a fit. 

The records of restraint and seclusion show that no form of mechani- rcs traint. 
cal restraint was resorted to during the year, while only one man and two 
women were secluded — the man on 3 occasions for 28 hours, and the Scclllsl0U - 
women on 1 occasion each for 19 hours in all. 

No alteration has been made in the strength of the staff, which is staff, 
in the ratio of one attendant to over 13 male patients, and of one nurse 
to over 14 female patients. Two extra male attendants, and two 
nurses are employed during the holiday season. 

There are at present two male attendants and three nurses on night xight nuking, 
duty. It is to be hoped that, when the male hospital block is again 
occupied, an extra night attendant will be engaged for the care and 
nursing of the sick. 

The due performance of the duties of the night staff is now recorded Tell-tale 
by electric clocks. clocks. 

Thirteen of the male attendants and 10 of the females at present Training of 
hold the certificate of the Medico-Psychological Association for pro- staff, 
ficiency in mental nursing, and several others are preparing for the 
examination prescribed for this certificate. 

Thirty-eight per cent, of the patients are able to attend to their Religious 
religious duties. Two hundred and twenty-six attended Mass, and 13 ministration, 
went to the Protestant Service on last Sunday. 

The Chaplains attend twice weekly. 

With deep regret the death of the Rev. Precentor Mercdyth, who for Death of 
so many years acted as Protestant Chaplain, has to be recorded.

LONDONDERRY DISTRICT ASYLUM. 

The new block at Granska, to accommodate 100 acutely insane 
patients, has now been built and fully equipped. The accommodation 
thus provided reflects the highest credit on the Committee, for the 
interest they have taken in the wants of the insane, and their liberality 
in supplying these wants ; and also on the Medical Superintendent and 
the Architect, for their skill in designing, and their care in seeing carried 
out, those arrangements which are so important in the treatment of 
insanity. 

This block was built for a particular class of the insane, who require 
special care and protection, and, therefore, the building had to be of 
a complex and ornate design, constructed of stronger and better 
materials ; and supplied with internal fittings of a much more costly 
character than would suffice for the chronic and more harmless classes. 

The internal fittings, structural, and general arrangements of the 
block are characterised by their adaptability to the class of patients 
for Avhom the building was designed. 

The dayrooms are very bright, well ventilated, and not too large. 
The dormitories and single rooms are specially adapted for supervision. 
A very charming diningroom, with attendants’ messroom off it, is situ- 
ated in the centre, in close connection with the kitchen. 

This latter department is particularly well fitted with modern cooking 
appliances. 

The heating of the whole building is specially designed, so as to warm 
every part of the sleeping accommodation, and it is lighted throughout 
by electricity. 

Defects of On the other hand, the present condition of the main asylum in the 

main asylum city leaves much to be desiied. There the buildings are old, and their 
in the city. design is out of date. The administrative departments are too small 

for the existing number of patients, and the machinery and appliances 
are practically worn out, and have to be patched up and supplemented, 
at great expense, to carry on the routine work of the establishment. 
Although everything possible is done in the wards to minister to the 
wants of the patients, it must be manifest that the situation of this old 
asylum, placed as it is in the midst of a densely populated city, is becom- 
ing every day more unsuited for the treatment of the insane. 

All parts of the grounds are now so overlooked that it is impossible 
to obtain for the patients that seclusion and protection from the 
curiosity of the outside world, which the insane themselves desire, 
and which their friends have a right to demand. 

When the accommodation provided on the Gransha estate is com- 
pared with the old institution at Derry, and its surroundings, it is dif- 
ficult to understand how the Committee, who have shown so much 
interest, forethought, and liberality in providing such excellent accom- 
Suggcsted sale modation at Gransha, can hesitate any longer to get rid of the old 
of old asylum building and estate, and to continue the work of providing suitable 
accommodation, which they have commenced with so much credit 
to themselves and benefit to the insane.

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It is understood that the sale of the old asylum, and the land sur- 
rounding it would provide sufficient money to contribute largely towards Londonderry 
the cost of the new institution. It cannot be said, therefore, that the Asyi.um 

ratepayers would be rendered even temporarily worse off by the ex- 

penditure, and eventually they would assuredly reap the benefit of 
having a modern and fully equipped hospital for the insane. 

Besides, as already stated, the new block at Gransha was built with 
particular skill and at great expense for a special class of the insane. 

AH this skill and expense is being practically thrown away, as it is found 
impossible to utilise the building for the purpose for which it was in- 
tended, in consequence of the special cases referred to requiring the con- 
stant supervision of a Medical Officer. The building must, therefore, 
at present be occupied by chronic harmless cases. 

As part of the more expensive buildings at Gransha have now been 
erected, the next buildings might be much more simple, and conse- 
quently much cheaper. The Committee, therefore, cannot be too 
strongly urged to continue the good work which they have taken in 
hand, and to proceed, step by step, to provide at Gransha the neces- 
sary buildings for the housing of all the insane belonging to the district. 

Up to this, some difficulty has been experienced in obtaining a suf- Water supply 
ficient water supply for the Gransha buildings. The Committee have, 
however, now decided to take from the Londonderry Corporation as 
much water as can be given, and to obtain the remainder by sinking 
wells. With this object, the Corporation have carried their main to 
the gate at Gransha, and a connection to the new block has been made 
by the Committee. 

Extensive boring operations have also been carried out, with the 
view of obtaining a supply of well water sufficient to meet any deficiency 
in the town supply. 

In the old asylum the boilers were found to be so much worn that it Provision 
was considered unsafe to put any additional pressure on them. It newmachinen 
was, therefore, found necessary to obtain and erect a new electric 
motor to drive the machinery. A new washing machine has also been 
provided. 

The farm buildings at Gransha have undergone extensive alterations Farm 
and improvements, which were carried out by the labour of the staff, buildings. 

Since the last report on this asylum was made, 111 patients have been Statistics, 
admitted ; 72 have been discharged ; and 34 have died — leaving at 
the present date the names of 514 patients (273 men and 241 women) 
on the books of the institution. 

These figures include 3 females who at present are maintained by 
contract in the Limavady workhouse, under the provisions of section 9 
of the Act 38 & 39 Vic., cap. 67. 

The rate of admission was something over that of the past five years, 
and the numbers under care have increased by five. 

The death-rate was 6.6 per cent, of the average number resident Death rate, 
during the past year. 

One death was the subject of a Coroner’s inquest. In this case, Coroner’a 
the patient died shortly after admission, and death was found to be due inquest, 
to alcoholism and heart failure.

During the period under review the institution was free from a visi- 
tation of any form of zymotic disease, and the only casualty recorded 
was a fracture of the elbow bone, as the result of one patient being 
pushed down by another. 

Neither restraint nor seclusion was resorted to throughout the year. 

The patients were seen at dinner in Derry and at Gransha, and in 
both places the meal appeared to be well liked, and was served with 
order and expedition. 

All the articles of diet appeared to be of unexceptionable quality. 

The behaviour of both men and women deserves the highest praise. 
Both sexes were tidy, and appeared to be well looked after. The men 
are certainly well attended to as regards their personal appearance, 
whilst the women’s dress and the tidiness of their hair do great credit 
to the female staff. 

All the wards and corridors were found in excellent order, and the 
bedding was clean and sufficiently warm. The bedclothes over the 
patients, consisting of two pairs of blankets, a sheet, and a quilt, in each 
case, were found to weigh 18 lbs. 

The returns of employment show that, excluding the patients en- 
gaged in helping to clean the wards, almost 53 per cent, of the men, 
and 57 per cent, of the women are engaged in some form of useful work. 
These are very creditable returns. Ninety men work on the farm, 
of whom about half reside at Gransha, and, when the new block is 
opened, it is hoped that many more will join the field workers. 

About 40 patients take extended exercise outside the grounds four 
times a week. 

There are at present five salaried Chaplains, viz., two Roman Catholic, 
two Protestant Episcopalian, and one Presbyterian, who minister to the 
patients at Derry and Gransha. It is, therefore, needless to say that 
their spiritual wants are carefully attended to, and a very large pro- 
portion are able to attend their respective places of worship. 

The staff at present consists of 2 head attendants ; 6 charge attend- 
ants ; and 17 ordinary attendants on the male side, and on the female 
side of 1 head nurse ; 7 charge nurses ; and 13 ordinary nurses — giving 
a proportion of one attendant or nurse to almost 12 patients. 

There are 3 men and 2 women on duty at night. One of the former 
does duty at Gransha. The fact that there was not a single wet bed 
found on the first morning of the visit is a satisfactory testimony that 
the duties of the night staff are well performed. 

The attendants and nurses are carefully instructed in the performance 
of their duties by the Medical Officers, and at present 23 male attend- 
ants, and 20 nurses hold the certificate of the Medico-Psychological 
Association for proficiency in mental nursing. 

The medical books and registers are well kept. The Case-books give 
a detailed and careful history of the changes occurring in each case. 
These books are illustrated by photographs, which do much to enhance 
their value.

The only cases of zymotic disease during the past year have been 
three of enteric fever on the male side, which arc under treatment at 
present. 

These cases are located in single rooms, but, having regard to the 
small size of the rooms (about 10 feet by 7 feet), and the difficulty 
of nursing the patients in them, it would seem to me better to place 
such cases in the hospital ward, under the care of a trained nurse. 

I found that the bedclothes and linen of these patients were being 
disinfected in the divisional bathroom. It is, in my opinion, mani- 
festly objectionable that any bath in ordinary use should be utilised 
for this purpose. 

No patient was placed in mechanical restraint since the date of the 
last statutory inspection, but seclusion was used in the treatment of 
20 males and 4 females, on 148 occasions for a total duration of 1,644 
hours in the cases of the males, and on 6 occasions for 57 hours in all 
in the cases of the females. 

The percentage of the recoveries on the admissions during the past 
year has been 32.7, viz., 38.3 amongst the males, and 26 amongst the 
females. 

No. 1 Division on the male side is used as a reception ward, as well 
as for the treatment of the excited and epileptic cases which constitute 
the so-called “ refractory class.” There was a good deal of turmoil 
amongst these patients, at the time of my visit, and the acting head 
attendant stated to me that fights are constantly occurring in this ward.

As regards the disposal of. the sewage of the institution, which has 8cwa° e 
been under consideration for some time past, I found that the whole disposal, 
of the land available for its treatment is not being utilised. 

This is to be regretted, as the land is particularly suitable for the 
purpose, and if properly contoured with plough outs from the main 
outlet channels, large crops of vegetables could be raised, with con- 
siderable profit to the asylum. 

The bath and laundry water is not pumped to the sewage tank, but Pollution of 
is allowed to run into the stream which flows past the asylum estate. stream b T 

It will be necessary to take steps to alter this, as the stream is being laundry 
polluted in such a way as to constitute a nuisance. water. 

The water supply from the town mains appears to be insufficient Water supply, 
at present, but I am informed that this is owing to alterations which are 
being carried out in the town waterworks. 

Perhaps, as a temporary measure, and with the view of providing 
for such emergencies in the future, the boiler and pump which were 
formerly used when the water supply was obtained from the immediate 
neighbourhood, could be put into worldng order, and so enable the old 
supply to be drawn upon if necessity arose.

milk. 

The porter and whiskey casks are kept in the clothing and hardware storage of 
stores, to which a number of the patients and officers have access more alcoholic 
or less. I was informed that the whiskey cask is kept locked, but at H( l uors - 
the time of my visit, I found the key left in it. It is scarcely necsssary 
to remark that alcoholic liquors of every kind should be kept strictly 
locked up, and should not be accessible to anyone but the storekeeper 
or his deputy. 

I ascertained that 20 males and 21 females sleep on the floor owing to Additional 
the want of bedsteads, and I think, therefore, that the Committee be<ls . tea ' 1 -' 
should take immediate steps to have the supply of bedsteads in- re ^ uirci • 
creased. 

The fire appliances appear to be sufficient, but a second exit should Precautions 
be provided from every dormitory. against fire. 

It is impossible to go through the asylum without being struck with improvements, 
the improvements which have been effected in recent years, as regards 
accommodation ; the system of lighting ; and the heating of the in- 
stitution. Electric light has been introduced, and the heating system Lighting and 
has been remodelled, so that I found all parts of the institution com- heating, 
fortably warm, but there appears to be some defect in connection with 
the low pressure system which traverses the old buildings, as a grating 
sound proceeds from the pipes. I would, therefore, suggest that steps 
should be taken to remedy this defect. 

Doubtless, however, owing in some degree to the heavy expenditure Cost of 
which these works have entailed, the capitation cost has reached a high maintenance, 
figure, and this has naturally somewhat alarmed the Committee, who 
take a great interest in the working of the institution, and has deterred 
them from carrying out improvements which should ultimately prove 
a means of economy rather than otherwise. 

The gross average cost, including repayments of loans for erection of 
buildings, purchase of land, &c., was £33 2s. 8 d. per patient, during 
the financial year ended 31st March last ; while the net average cost 
of maintenance, excluding the loan repayments referred to, and de- 
ducting receipts from paying patients, sales of farm produce, and other 
miscellaneous sources, was £26 14s. lid. per patient. I find that these 
averages are considerably higher than the corresponding figures in the 
neighbouring asylum at Carlow. 

Further, although the area of land available for cultivation at Carlow Working of 
is much less than at Maryborough asylum, the profit on the working farm, 
of the farm at the former institution during the year 1904-5 was far 
in excess of that at Maryborough. 

I may also remark that the farmyard at the Maryborough asylum 
requires to be remodelled and extended. 

I would suggest that some members of the Committee should, with Suggested 
the new Resident Medical Superintendent, visit Carlow asylum, and visitt0 
see for themselves how far the Carlow Committee have been successful 
in combining good administration with economy. 
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Mary- Of the 636 patients on the register to-day, 265 are chargeable to 
borough ]j; n g’ s County, and 267 to Queen’s County, while 14 are classed as 
Asylum. „ cl .; m ; na i » i una tics — the total cost of whose maintenance is paid out 
Chargeability of Imperial Funds. 

Pnying Contributions towards the maintenance of 17 patients (11 males 

patients. an( l 6 females) are obtained from relatives or out of then own property 
at rates varying from £5 per annum to the full cost of maintenance. 
The total amount obtained from this source during the financial year 
ended the 31st March last was £232 2s. 7 d. 

Dr. Coffey, the new Resident Medical Superintendent, bids fair to 
ami discipline, prove a very efficient officer, but, as certain irregularities have occurred 
amongst the attendants, and discipline throughout the institution 
generally would appear to have become somewhat lax, it will be neces- 
sary to give him the fullest measure of support in bringing the manage- 
ment of the institution into a condition of good order. 

Experience of similar institutions all over the world has shown that 
a large public asylum can only be successfully managed by a strong 
and efficient Superintendent. The Committee can be of the greatest 
assistance to him in his work, but they must allow him a free hand 
in all the details of administration. 

Records. I examined the books and records, and found them duly written up,

MONAGHAN DISTRICT ASYLUM. 

The extension of the accommodation at this asylum which was so 
much required, has now been taken in hand, and the building of the 
new block to contain 120 men has made considerable progress— the walls 
being almost completed. When this block is built, it is to be hoped 
that the extension of the male building and the necessary enlargement 
of the laundry, kitchen, and stores will be commenced. 

During the past year the asylum has been connected with the urban 
water supply. This will be a great boon to the establishment not 
only by supplying all domestic wants, but also by affording additional 
protection against fire. 

It is understood that the Committee have under consideration the 
lighting of the asylum, and contemplate the introduction of acetylene 
gas. 

It is hoped that before doing so, inquiries will be made as regards 
its working at the asylums where it has already been introduced, viz., 
Londonderry and Portrane. Experience has shown that.Jor asylum 
use, electricity is the safest, most convenient, and most sanitary form 
of illumination. 

Since last visit all the external woodwork and iron work of the asylum, 
and the roof of the wooden block have been painted, and some of the 
dayrooms and single rooms have been re-floored. 

On this date there are 861 patients, viz., 486 males and 366 females, 
on the register of the asylum. None are at present absent, either on 
probation or by escape, 
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Since the 3rd November, 1904, the date of the previous report, the Monaghan 
following changes have taken place in the asylum population : — A sylum .

This shows a decrease of 4 men and 7 women during the period under Decreased 
review. Any decrease in the numbers, however small, is a matter numbers, 
for congratulation, as, owing to the congested state of the asylum, 
it would be difficult to find room for an additional bed. 

The admissions show a reduction, as compared with the average Admissions and 
admissions for the past five years, but the principal cause of the dimin- discharges, 
ished population is the high discharge-rate. 

The mortality rate, which is on an average with that of other Irish Deaths, 
asylums, was 7'6 per cent, of the daily average number resident in 
1904. 


Pulmonary tuberculosis is returned as the cause of death in 46 per cent, 
of the deaths since last visit — a high rate of mortality from this disease 
always resulting from overcrowding in institutions for the insane. 

In no case was the cause of death verified by 'post-mortem examination. No autopsies. 

During the past year typhoid fever attacked one male patient ; Zymotic 
two men and two women suffered from erysipelas, with a fatal result disease 
in one case ; and repeated outbreaks of influenza were recorded at 
different periods of the year. 

Amongst the deaths was one due to compression of the brain — the Homicide, 
effect of an assault by another patient. These two patients were sleeping 
side by side in a dormitory which only afforded proper sleeping ac- 
commodation for 14, but in which at the time there were 24 patients. 

Soon after the night nurse had passed through the room, one of the 
patients (M. M‘E.) got up, and attacked the other (S. 0.), beating her 
about the head with a chamber utensil. The other patients hid in terror 
under the beds : one, however, was able to attract the attention of a 
day nurse who was going into her room near at hand, and the latter 
then called for assistance. The Medical Officers on being summoned, 
found that the patient (S. C.) had received fatal injuries, from which 
she died in about an hour. 


A Coroner’s inquest was held, and the jury, after hearing the evidence, 
expressed the opinion that no blame could be attached to the staff in 
connection with the matter. They, however, strongly recommended Introduction of

An inquiry on oath was also held by our department, and in our report 
thereon, we stated that we saw no reason to dissent from the verdict 
of the Coroner’s jury. We supported the recommendation that the 
different parts of this scattered institution should be connected by 
telephone — a recommendation which, indeed, had been already made 
by us in our last annual report. 


0 
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No steps have, however, been taken to carry this suggestion into effect. 
The necessity for telephonic communication between the quarters of 
the Medical Officers and all the wards must be apparent — especially 
having regard to the great distances between the different blocks. 

It is difficult to conceive why the Committee responsible for the lives 
of the patients should, after such a warning, ignore so reasonable a 
suggestion, and one so pertinent to the safety of the inmates — involving, 
as it does, a trivial outlay in comparison with its importance. 

The patient, M. M‘E., who committed the fatal assault, Avas brought 
up for trial for the murder of S. C., found incapable of pleading, and 
thereupon, transferred to the Central Criminal Lunatic Asylum at 
Dundrum. 

The serious accidents not ending fatally since last visit were : — (1). 
A sprain of the wrist caused by being pushed down by another patient ; 
(2). a dislocation of the arm from a fall ; (3). a fracture of one of the 
ankle bones, as the result of being knocked down by another patient. 

In the present crowded condition of the institution it is not easy to 
do much for the improvement of the insane inmates. In some day- 
rooms the numbers collected together are not alone too many for the 
capacity of the rooms, but are also too great to enable the attendants 
to give the patients the individual care and attention which their malady 
requires. 

At the same time, both male and female patients were quiet and well- 
behaved. Those in the two detached blocks appeared to be well cared 
for, and not so much overcrowded as those in the main block. Their 
food also was better served, but, in the old infirmary, the dayroom is 
dark and depressing in the extreme, and greatly overcrowded. This 
room has not only to serve as a sittingroom, but in it the meals have to 
be taken. 

The personal appearance of the male patients has been improved 
by providing them with neck-ties, and, as suggested in last report, 
washable trousers are supplied to the workers and unclean patients. 
It is to be hoped that there will be further progress in making them look 
tidier and smarter. 

The women are well dressed, and their personal appearance does 
credit to the head nurse, who evidently pays great attention to these 
matters. 

The wards and dormitories were found in good order, and the bedding 
clean and sufficiently warm. The bedclothes over the patients consist 
of three blankets, one quilt, and a sheet, weighing, in the case of a bed 
taken at random on the male side, 18 lbs., and on the female side 21 lbs. 

No patient was placed in mechanical restraint during the past year ; 
and seclusion was only used in the case of one patient (a female) on 
five occasions, for 15 hours in all, 

The returns of employment show that, excluding patients returned 
as only assisting attendants in the wards, about 35 per cent, of the men, 
and 67 per cent, of the women are engaged at various useful occupations. 

Of course, at the present time it is not so easy to find outdoor work 
for the men, but 144 are said to be employed on the farm. Only two are 
at work in the shoemaker’s shop. Perhaps, if simple machinery were 
obtained, some of the imbecile boys might learn the rudiments of this 
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trade. Only 33 women work in the laundry. With such a number of Monaghan 
females in the institution, many more patients should be engaged at Asylum 
this healthy occupation, and this could be done if a little more room was 
made for them in the laundry. 

As regards walking exercise beyond the grounds, the female patients, Exercise, 
to the number of about 70, go out once a week when the weather per- 
mits. As the male patients, who are suitable for such liberty, are as a 
rule employed on the farm, such excursions cannot be enjoyed by them 
so frequently. 

The staff now consists of 9 charge, and 25 ordinary attendants, and of Staff. 

8 charge, and 20 ordinary nurses, giving a proportion of about one 
attendant to 14 patients on the male side, and of one nurse to 13 patients 
on the female side. One chief, and 5 ordinary attendants are in charge Ni(Tllt ^ 
of the male wards, and four nurses are in charge of the female wards, 1 ° ' 
during the night. 

As regards the training of the staff, two men and three women hold the Training of 
certificate of the Medico-Psychological Association for proficiency in staff, 
mental nursing, whilst eight men were lately examined with a view 
to qualifying for this certificate, but the result is not yet known. 

At present the accommodation provided both for the male and female inferior 
staff is very inferior to that now generally found in similar institutions, accommodation 
There is no messroom or sittingroom for either nurses or attendants. for staff - 
Young girls, it is understood, are appointed from distant parts of the 
country, and come here knowing no one. They have nowhere to spend 
their time, when off duty, except in their bedrooms, and their meals 
have to be taken in the patient’s dining hall. 

About 58 per cent, of the patients are able to attend their respective Re i igiou8 
religious services held by the different Chaplains. Of these there are ministration, 
three. On last Sunday 394 were present at Mass ; 64 went to the 
Protestant Episcopalian Service ; and 35 to the Presbyterian Service. 

The Methodist clergyman visits the patients of his persuasion from 
time to time. 

The internal decoration of the Roman Catholic Chapel, which was Decoraiion of 
referred to in last report, still remains uncompleted. Roman Catho- 

lic chapel. 

As regards protection against lire — the instruction in fire drill is still Precautions 
given from week to week, and b} 1- this time the permanent staff must have against fire, 
acquired proficiency in the course of instruction. Such frequent drills, 
except for junior members who have only lately entered the service, 
can hardly be considered necessary, as they must seriously interfere 
with the routine working of the institution. 

The fire-escape staircase outside the old infirmary building, which 
was referred to in last report, has been erected, but in such a manner 
as only to afford means of escape to half the patients in the building. 

If a fire took place the other half might still be cut off from a means of 
exit. A very limited extension of the stairs, or a balcony run along 
the back of the building, would provide a means of escape for all. 

The medical books and records are properly kept. Medical 

In the absence of Dr. Taylor on sick leave, I was afforded every recor,ls - 
information and assistance by Doctors Donaldson and Conlon.

kept on female (2.) The Medical Journal, so far as it refers to the female patients. 

In June, 1904, the Joint Committee, on receipt of a letter from 
the Executive calling attention to the necessity for keeping the books 
referred to, directed the Medical Superintendent to comply with the 
terms of that letter. Dr. Finegan replied that, owing to the want 
of an adequate medical staff, he was unable to carry out the instruc- 
tions of the Committee. 

The Medical Staff in this asylum consists of : — The Resident 
Medical Superintendent ; one Assistant Medical Officer ; and a 
Visiting Physician. 

The Visiting Physician considers that it is outside his province 
to keep these medical records, and, as during the last 15£ months, 
1,107 cases were under treatment, it is difficult to understand how 
the resident medical staff can be expected to perform the clerical 
work involved in keeping all the required records of such a number 
of patients, in addition to carrying out their other duties. 

The Joint Committee, however, on the matter being again brought 
under their notice, made a minute to the effect that the writing up 
of the Case-books should be settled between the doctors. 


The management of the asylum is vested by Statute in the Joint 
Committee, and, therefore, it is incumbent on them to see that the 
above-named books are kept, and that their orders are carried out. 
Until this is done, it is impossible to report to the Lord Lieutenant 
that the asylum is properly managed, as required by section 58 
(2) (c.) of the Local Government (Ireland) Act, 1898, which makes 
its proper management a condition precedent to the payment of 
the Capitation Grant out of the Local Taxation Account. 

Medical It is, however, right to state that the medical books and records 

records on referring to the male patients are carefully and regularly kept by Dr. 
nia e su e. Gordon, the Assistant Medical Officer. 

Statistics There are to-day on the books the names of 923 patients, in the 

proportion of 524 males and 399 females. Of these, one man is absent 
on probation, and another by escape.

As tlic estimated accommodation provides for only 864 patients, 
the establishment is over-populated by 57 inmates. sylum. 

The deaths call for no special observations : all were from natural 
causes. n . 

In 13 cases the cause of death was verified by 'post-mortem exami- ueauu ; 
nation. The number of these examinations shows the interest Autopsies 
which the medical staff take in their work. 

The death-rate has been very low, amounting to only 5 • 4 per cent, 
of the average number resident during 1904. 

Since the date of the last visit, typhoid fever attacked 6 patients zymotic 
and one of the staff, but, with the exception of one case of erysipelas, disease, 
this was the only outbreak of zymotic disease during that time. 

'Hie serious casualties numbered five, and consisted of incised Casualties, 
wounds in two cases, and a fracture of the thigh, in one case, all 
caused by assaults of other patients ; an accidental burn of the hand 
when working in the laundry ; and a fracture of the leg from a fall 
in a fit. 

At the present visit, 79 patients (40 men and 39 women) were Health 
found in bed. Of these 7 were seriously ill, and 9 were kept in bed statistic 1 , 
on account of their violence and excitement. Fifty-one patients 
are returned as suffering from epilepsy, and 8 are actively suicidal. 

One hundred and thirty-nine patients sleep under constant super- 
vision. 

There is no record of any patient suffering from general paralysis 
of the insane at this date. 

During the period under review, one male patient was restrained Restraint, 
by a strait jacket for 24 hours, to prevent the removal of surgical 
dressings. Twenty-six men and 21 women were secluded — the men Seclusion, 
on 203 occasions for 1,319 hours, and the women on 77 occasions 
for 406 hours in all. 

The wards were found in good order. The single rooms, however, Condition of 
still have a very cheerless and prisonlike appearance, as wooden wards and 
floors have not yet been laid in them- The temperature through- sin S le rooms 
out the building is everywhere too low, owing to the defective heating Heating, 
arrangements. The Joint Committee, however, have this matter at 
present under consideration. 

The appliances for dealing with an outbreak of fire, and the means Precautions 
of escape appear to be complete. Additional ladders, and other against lire, 
equipment for the fire brigade have latterly been obtained. 

The dinner to-day was served with regularity and order, but the Service of 
overcrowding has become so great that it is impossible for the patients meals, 
to enjoy any comfort at their meals. The Committee should see 
for themselves, not only the crowding in the diningroom, but also the 
number of men and women who have to take their meals in the 
passages outside, as there is no room for them inside the hall. If 
the patients at Petitswood were allowed to have their meals there, 
the great overcrowding would be done away with. These patients 
would then have plenty of room, and, moreover, every appliance for 
their comfort has already been provided. 

The large number of escapes (14 since the beginning of the present Escapes, 
year) is principally due to the necessity for bringing the patients inconvenience 
to and from the block at Petitswood in the darkness ; and, apart caused by not

Ash-um. the cost of maintaining the extra staff necessary for utilising the 
kitchen at the Petitswood block.

enamelled waie as the enamel has, in many cases, worn off the edges of the vessels 
in use. in use> 

Cooking. The meat served at dinner appeared to be tough. This was said 

to be due, not to any fault in the meat, but to the cooking. If the 
latter be the case, efforts should be made to improve the cooking. 

Dietary. Some changes have been made in the dietary. There are now 

three soup days in the week, with only dry bread. If a small quan- 
tity of potatoes were given on these days, it would not be more 
expensive, and would be better adapted to the Irish taste. 

Both men and women were quiet and well behaved, and their 
appearance did credit to the staff. The patients were well and 
decently dressed, and due attention appears to be paid to their 
personal appearance. The men who work on the farm now wear 
moleskin trousers, which can be easily washed. 

Employment. As regards employment, excluding those only engaged in bed- 
making, 58 per cent, of the men and 37 per cent, of the women 
are engaged in useful work. The proportion of men at work is very 
high, and shows the great utility of having attached to an asylum 
a large farm, which tends to the mental and physical health, as well 
as to the happiness of the patients. One hundred and fifty-eight 
men are at present employed on the land. 

Staff. The staff consists, on the male side, of 7 charge and 28 ordinary 

attendants, and, on the female side, of 5 charge and 19 ordinary 
nurses — giving a proportion of one attendant to nearly 15 male 
patients, and of one nurse to over 16 female patients. These pro- 
portions are too low for the proper supervision of the patients, and 
ought to be raised. The night staff consists of 5 men and 4 women. 

Of the whole staff, 13 attendants, and 10 nurses hold the certi- 
ficate of the Medico-Psychological Association for proficiency in 
mental nursing. 

It is necessary once more to call attention to the very miserable 
accommodation provided for the female staff. The greater number 
of the junior nurses have to sleep in dormitories containing as many 
as nine young women in one room — a state of things which cannot 
be conducive to their comfort. 

Religious The religious wants of the patients continue to be carefully attended 

ministration to. The Roman Catholic, Protestant Episcopalian, and Presbyterian 
Chaplains usually attend three times a week, and the Methodist 
Minister occasionally. Four hundred and fourteen patients, or al- 
most 45 per cent., are able to attend to their religious duties.

Of the 155 admissions, 118 cases had not been previously under treat- 
ment in an asylum, but 13 of the latter had had previous attacks. 

In the corresponding period of last year there were 123 cases which 
had not been previously under treatment, although 9 of them had 
suffered from previous attacks. 

The fact of the first admissions having decreased, and the number 
of them which had previous attacks having increased, would go to show 
that there was no increase of freshly occurring insanity in this dis- 
trict during the period under review, notwithstanding that the number 
actually under care in the asylum showed an increase. 

The percentage of the recoveries on the admissions during the period Recovery 
under review was 43-2, viz., 50-6 amongst the males and 34-3 amongst rates, 
the females.

The death-rate, which was very high in this asylum for a number 
of years, but fell in 1903, showed a further fall in 1904, being 69 per 
cent, of the average number resident in that year — a rate which is almost 
1 per cent, lower than the average for all the Irish District Asylums. 

Having regard to the large proportion of the deaths which resulted 
from tubercular disease, I trust the Committee will support the Medical 
Superintendent in any action he may take as regards the rejection of 
meat which is infected by tuberculosis. 

In 23 cases, or in over 35 per cent., the cause of death was verified 
by 'post-mortem examination. 

In 7 cases the patients were suffering from bedsores at the time of death. 

Two of the deaths resulted from dysentery. There was also a case of 
enteric fever, from which the patient recovered ; but these were the only 
cases of zymotic disease which appeared in the institution since my 
last visit. 


The number of casualties, which showed a reduction last year, has 
again increased — nine having occurred during the period under review.

As the above statement shows, in three of the cases the patients 
died a short time after receiving the injuries, which in two of the cases 
at least were a contributory cause of death.

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It is satisfactory to record that neither mechanical restraint nor 
seclusion was used in the treatment of the patients since the date oi — 
my last inspection.

As I explained in previous reports, the excess of attendances over 
the numbers resident is due to the fact that all the Protestant patients 
who are able to be present at Divine Service attend the three Pro- 
testant Services. 

About 450 patients (250 males and 200 females) are able to attend Amusements, 
the associated entertainments. In addition to a weekly dance, concerts 
and theatrical performances have been given for their amusement, 
and the usual athletic sports took place in the summer.

The work of converting the room formerly used as a Chapel into 
accommodation for patients and attendants is in progress, and a gallery 
is being erected in the Roman Catholic Chapel, with the view of increas- 
ing its seating capacity, as suggested in my previous reports. 

The accommodation is now so fully occupied that, pending the con- 
version of the old Chapel into dormitories, a few beds have to be placed 
in the corridors. 

The Committee have, I am glad to say, acted on my suggestion to 
consider the means of escape in case of fire, with the view of affording 
safe exits from all parts of the buildings ; and plans and specifications 
for the erection of four iron staircases are now before them. 


Works carried Amongst the works carried out by the asylum staff, with the assis- 
labom- 33 ^ Um ^ ance some the patients, have been the erection of a veranda 
at the female infirmary, and the repairing, painting, &c., of the build- 
ings and furniture, where necessary.

The average cost of maintenance fell considerably in that year — the 
gross amount per patient, including repayments of loans for purchase 
of land, erection of buildings, &c., being, as already stated, £29 2s., 
while the net average, excluding the loan repayments referred to, and 
deducting receipts from paying patients and other miscellaneous 
sources, was £22 12s. 3d. per patient. 

I was glad to find all parts of the asylum, particularly the female 
side, clean and orderly, and the lessened excitement resulting from 
the improved accommodation provided for the patients continues to 
be very marked. 


Clothing. The clothing of the patients generally was good. 

Interviews I had private interviews with several patients, and I discussed their 
with patients, cases afterwards with the Medical Officers. 


r ^ I examined the books and records and found them fully written up. 
Ihe Case-books, which continue to be carefully kept by Dr. O’Doherty, 
the Assistant Medical Officer, afford valuable information as to the 
progress of the patients under treatment.

As shown above, four of the patients on the register were absent on 
the 25th instant, viz., two on probation and two by escape. 

The admissions since the last visit show an increase on the number increased 
for the year 1904, but the numbers under care show a greater increase — numbers 
the result of accumulation, due to the low discharge and mortality rates. 

The death-rate during the period under review was below that of Death rate, 
former years, and was somewhat lower than the average for all the 
Irish asylums. 

Of the 133 deaths which occurred at the Richmond Asylum, only Suicide, 
one was the subject of a Coroner’s inquest We also held an inquiry 
on oath regarding it.

In this case, the patient when out at work, without warning, threw 
himself under the wheels of a loaded cart, and sustained a fracture of 
•the base of the skull, to which he succumbed. 

Twenty-four of the deaths, or 18 per cent., were due to general 
paralysis of the insane, and 33, or 25 per cent, to phthisis. 

In 46 cases, or in 35 per cent., the cause of death was verified by post- 
mortem examination. 

The serious casualties were ten in number — six resulting in fractures 
of bones. In one of these six cases — a fracture of the right collar bone- 
no explanation could be obtained as to how the injury was sustained. 
The others were caused either by assaults by other patients or by falls. 
Of the four remaining casualties two were wounds of the throat, self- 
inflicted, with suicidal intent ; one was a lacerated wound of the right 
hand, as the result of being caught in the laundry machinery ; and 
the fourth was a case of ecchymosis of the scrotum, resulting from a 
kick by a fellow-patient. 

The epidemic or zymotic disease since last visit consisted of 3 cases 
of enteric fever, one of which ended fatally ; 13 cases of dysentery, 
three of them fatal ; and 2 cases of erysipelas, one of which was fatal. 

Seventy-three patients suffered from consumption, and 13 from pneu- 
monia. 

There has been no case of mechanical restraint since my last visit. 

Seclusion was resorted to in the treatment of 76 male patients, on 
813 occasions, for a total of 6,504 hours, and of 17 female patients, 
on 379 occasions, for 2,054 hours in all. 

On the first day of the visit, 22 men and 89 women were found in bed. 
Of these, 12 were kept in bed on account of their violence and excite- 
ment. Four were in seclusion at the same time. 

Forty-one are returned as actively suicidal, and 41 as suffering from 
general paralysis of the insane. 

The dietary table has been altered, with a view to the more'economical 
distribution of the food, but the amount given is still ample for the wants 
of the patients, and the meals are properly varied. The dinner, at which 
I was present, appeared to be much liked. It was served with regularity 
and promptitude, and seemed to be of excellent quality, and to be 
properly cooked. 

No complaints were made on any of the days. 

The behaviour of the patients was excellent. Both sexes were pro- 
perly and tidily dressed. 

Almost 46 per cent, are able to attend to their religious duties under 
the ministrations of the various Chaplains, who are constant in their 
attendance. 

ihe alterations and improvements which were referred to in the 
last report as in progress at the female house, are now completed, and 
provide new entrances and stairs to the various ward •. A new bay 
window in the back corridor adds to the light, but attention must be 
called to the great want, o* some form of artificial heating in these back 
corridors.

The various parts of the institution have been connected by telephone, patients, 
and electric fire alarms have been affixed to all the outside doors leading Telephone, fire 
to fire-escape stairs. An electric check clock system, for registering ^heck’elock 
the movements of the night staff, has also been completed. installations. 

No change has been made in the strength of the staff which, as regards Staff, 
the number in actual care of the insane in the wards, is in a ratio of one 
attendant to over 13 patients on the male side, and of one nurse to 15 
patients on the female side. The female staff cannot, therefore, be looked 
upon as over strong. 

In this asylum the efforts made to provide for the proper nursing Night nursing, 
of the insane during the night deserve special commendation. On 
the male side the staff for night duty consists of a head attendant and 
10 ordinary attendants, and on the female side of a head nurse and 16 
ordinary nurses. With the assistance of so large a staff all newly ad- 
mitted patients, and the suicidal and epileptic can be kept under 
special supervision, with the result that their safety is insured ; their 
mental condition is alleviated ; and their bad habits improved. The 
efficient manner in which the duties of the night staff are performed, 
is evidenced by the returns of the night previous to the first day of 
my visit, which showed that not a single bed was found wet on the 
male, and only two on the female side. 

The numerous and varied means of employment provided for the Employment, 
encouragement of industrial work amongst the insane, continue to be 
a prominent feature in the daily routine treatment in this asylum, and, 
as a result, the returns of patients occupied at useful work are most 
favourable. Almost every form of trade appears to be represented, 
and not only are the clothes made, but a large part of the material 
is manufactured in the asylum. The material for the men’s and Clothing 
women’s clothing, as well as the blankets, are made by the patients. !” a ^ c s n ^'” a<le 
Exclusive of bed-makers, over 70 per cent, on each side are engaged m uin ' 
in some useful occupation. 

The condition of the male house still calls for improvement. The Improvement 
accommodation provided, especially for sick and acute cases, is very f(J ouse 
much behind the requirements now considered essential in the treat- 
ment of these classes of the insane. Most of the floors on the ground 
level are worn out ; the wards are cheerless and comfortless in the ex- 
treme ; and they are ill- ventilated and badly lighted. It is to be hoped, 
therefore, that efforts will be made to carry out some improvements 
in this old building. 

The Case-books, which are illustrated by photographs, are admirably Medical

PORTRANE. 

Since the date of the last report on this asylum, viz., the 21st Oc- 
tober, 1904, further progress has been made in the organisation of the 
establishment, and in the levelling and laying out of the grounds. At 
the present rate of progress, however, it will take some years before the 
heaps of earth in front of the building are removed, and the pleasure 
grounds are got into proper order. This work gives plenty of employ- 
b ment, and is, perhaps, the most suitable that could be found for the 
insane, as it affords occupation at which all classes can be engaged— 
“ even the most demented can wheel a barrow ” — so that if it takes 
years to carry out, it will serve the useful purpose of ministering to the 
health and contentment of the inmates. 

It is understood that a contract is about to be taken for the laying 
down of the roads and paths surrounding the building, and througli 
the estate. When this work is completed it will do much to afford 
facilities for the outdoor exercise of the female patients, and will add 
to the comfort of all the inmates. 

It may be here pointed out that some form of fencing is much wanted 
to prevent the patients from hiding in the various nooks and corners 
at the rere of the pavilions. 

This being the proper season for planting, the opportunity should be 
taken to plant trees and shrubs, which are so much required as protection 
from the winds and storms, and for giving the surroundings of the 
asylum a more home-like aspect. 

There are at present on the books the names of 1,318 patients (732 
men and 586 women), so that the asylum proper is now full, and one 
of the wooden buildings also is occupied by patients. 

As neither an Admission nor Discharge Book is kept at this institution, 
it is impossible to give the usual returns of the changes which have 
taken place in the asylum population — the statistics being included 
with those of the Richmond Asylum. 

In only one case was the cause of death the subject of a Coroner’s 
inquest, and in this case we also held an inquiry on oath. The death of 
the patient (W. L.) was due to fracture of the skull caused by a blow 
of a polishing brush, inflicted by another patient (0. K.) who had been, 
up to the time of the occurrence, looked upon as quiet and harmless, 
and had always been employed in the dining hall. When standing 
in the scullery, waiting to begin work in the dining hall, O. K. suddenly 
raised the heavy polishing brush, and, without warning, struck W. L. 
on the head, fracturing his skull. An attendant was in close proximity 
to the patients, but, so sudden was the assault that intervention was 
impossible. 0. K. was subsequently indicted for the offence ; found 
incapable of pleading ; and was sent to the Central Criminal Lunatic 
Asylum at D undrum. 

There were eight serious, but non-fatal casualties, six of which con- 
sisted of fractures or dislocations of bones. 

In one case, in which the patient sustained a fractured rib, he accused 
a temporary attendant of having struck him, and the services of the 
attendant were, therefore, dispensed with. 
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There was a case of effusion of blood into the scrotum caused by a Poutrank 
kick from another patient, and a case of attempted suicide, in which Asylum. 
the patient inflicted on himself a lacerated wound of the throat. 

The only zymotic disease which visited the institution was erysipelas, zymotic 
which attacked one man and three women, and proved fatal in the case disease, 
of the male patient. 

On the general health of the institution a favourable report can be Health 
given. On the days of my visit there were only 6 men and 24 women 
in bed. 

There are at present 68 males and 46 females suffering from epilepsy ; 
only 4 patients are returned as actively suicidal ; 5 are general para- 
lytics. Of the epileptic, suicidal, and other classes who require to be 
kept under observation, 90 men and 130 women sleep under constant 
supervision. 

The records of restraint and seclusion show that mechanical restraint n 0 restraint 
was not resorted to since last visit, but that seclusion was used in the Seclusion, 
treatment of 3 men, on five occasions, for 32 hours in all, and of one 
woman, for 3 hours. 

During the visit there was some little excitement in the wards occu- Conduct, 
pied by the epileptics and excitable patients, but, as a general rule, 
the conduct was good. 

Both sexes were suitably dressed, and, although there are a great Condition and 
number of helpless and untidy patients, requiring much care and nursing, clothing, 
they appeared to be properly looked after by the attendants. 

Some of the old, feeble, and noisy patients take their food in the Service of 
diningrooms attached to their wards. With these exceptions, the meals and 
meals are served in the general hall to both sexes separately — the women 1,ictar 3’’ 
after the men. 

The food was excellent and properly cooked, hut there is always 
great difficulty in serving such a large number of people with sufficient 
expedition to ensure that the food is not completely cold before being 
eaten. The general hall is now greatly crowded, and the tables arc so 
long that much time elapses before all the patients are served. If 
light waggons were provided to carry the plates of food, it would save 
much time in the service. 

Perhaps the greatest improvement which has been carried out at Rmploymenf. 
the asylum during the past year has been the introduction and ad- 
vancement of various industries. The commodious shops, which 
afford facilities for all branches of work, are now filled with patients, 
who are employed at various trades, such as tailoring, shoemaking, 
weaving, upholstering, brush, and mat-making, carpentry, and painting. 

Not only are the clothes now made in the asylum, but the greater CIutlmiK

Up to tliis, unfortunately, whether it is that the patients*are too help- 
less and infirm, or are unaccustomed to manual labour, the numbers 
employed, excluding those engaged in making up beds, only amount to 
38 per cent, on each side. Perhaps as the proportion of workers is so 
much higher at the Richmond some of the industrious patients could be 
sent here, where there are so much greater facilities for outdoor labour. 

Fifty-six per cent, of the men and 40 per cent, of the women are able 
to attend to their religious duties in the beautiful Chapels attached to 
the institution — 553 attending Hass, and 95 the Protestant Service. 

A weekly dance is held, at which about 648 patients are present, 
and several concerts have also been given during the period under 
review. 

The wards are still very destitute of all those objects of interest and 
amusement which are now so common in lunatic asylums. 

All the dormitories and single rooms were found in excellent order, 
the bedding was very clean, and well looked after ; and the manner in 
which the floors are kept is creditable to the staff. 

The ratio of attendants to patients on each side is about one to 15. 
In computing this ratio only the attendants in immediate charge of 
the insane in the wards are reckoned. These amount to 8 charge 
attendants and 40 ordinary attendants on the male side, and 7 charge 
and 33 ordinary nurses on the female side. 

The care of the patients during the night would appear to be amply 
provided for. On each side there is a head attendant or head nurse, 
with 8 subordinates. This staff, as already stated, allows for the con- 
stant supervision of all those requiring such attention. 

Lectures in the course of study prescribed by the Medico-Psycho- 
logical Association are given to the staff three times a week by the 
Medical Officers. 

Twenty-one male attendants and 20 nurses have obtained the certi- 
ficate which is granted on passing the examination laid down by that 
Association. 

Since the last inspection the building of the mortuary has been com- 
pleted, and it is now being fitted up. 

A disinfecting apparatus in the laundry appears to be much wanted 
in so large an establishment as this is. A room has been built for the 
purpose, as provided in the original plans, so that only the machine is 
now required. 

An improvement has been made in the keeping of the Case-books, 
and, after a little time, it is to be hoped that all the cases will be 
written up to date by Doctors Forde and Kelly, who at present assist 
Dr. Donelan.

These numbers show a net reduction of 4 patients in the last 13£ 
months, there being an increase of 4 males and a decrease of 8 females. 

As yet little relief has been found for the overcrowding referred to Overcrowding, 
in previous reports. 

In order to reduce the numbers in the male wards, 50 male patients Transfer of 
have been transferred to a dormitory on the female side, which has dormitory from 
been partitioned off for the purpose. This, however, now renders t0 
both sides overcrowded, as the number of patients in residence exceeds 8lde ' 
the limit of sleeping accommodation by 40, and of dayroom accommo- 
dation by 232. 

Unfortunately, the crowding together of the female patients appears Zymotic 
to be followed by a recrudescence of enteric fever, as there are at present disease, 
two cases of this disease in the female hospital. During the last 13£ 
months 4 male, and 5 female patients, and 3 of the staff have been at- 
tacked, with a fatal termination in the cases of one female and two 
male patients. 

The death-rate continues to be much above the average for Irish High deain 
asylums, which is 7-8 per cent, of the average number resident, whereas rate - 
tbe rate in this asylum was 12 • 7 per cent, for the year 1904. 

One death was the subject of a coroner’s inquest, the verdict being Death from 
that death resulted from alcoholic poisoning, and that the attendance alcoholic 
a nd supervision were bad.

With reference to (1.) in previous reports we were obliged to call 
attention to the number of patients on parole, and the irregularities 
resulting therefrom.

The Committee on ascertaining this, at once 
directed that all doors should be rendered secure by having trustworthy 
locks fixed on them. Unfortunately, owing to delay on the part of the 
contractor, these locks are not yet in use. 

(4.) In previous reports the importance of setting apart special 
dormitories, with an attendant constantly in charge, for the care and 
supervision of suicidal and epileptic cases, and all new admissions 
requiring special watching, was pointed out. This is the invariable 
rule in all the better managed asylums in Ireland. 

At the present time there are in this asylum three night attendants 
on each side. One remains in each hospital, while two patrol the male, 
and the same number the female wards. The arrangements in the 
hospitals do not appear to confine the sole attention of the attendants 
to one room, and, therefore, the patients cannot yet be considered to 
be under constant supervision. , 

Attention was also called in previous reports to the importance oi 
providing some means of recording the performance of the duties o 
the night staff. It does not appear that, as yet, any steps have been 
taken to obtain a system of tell-tale clocks, or other effective method 
of ascertaining how the care of the insane during the mght is attended 

The number of beds (22) found wet in the morning on the second day 
of my visit would certainly point to the need of better Supervision- 
Histories of old (5.) At the inquiry it was found that no record had been made oi 
cases wanting, ^he histories of very old cases, who had entered the asylum before the 
institution of Case-books. The Committee, it appears, on hearing this, 
directed that the Assistant Medical Officer should write up these cases, 
if he so wished, but took no further action in the matter. 

It may be pointed out that, under the Privy Council Rules, these 
records should be kept in every case. Of their importance there can 
be no doubt, as they are absolutely necessary for the proper and con- 
sistent treatment of the patients. 

(6.) It appears that one of the Medical Officers now goes round the 
wards, and visits the sleeping rooms after the night attendants have 
come on duty. 

(7.) The necessity for an additional Medical Officer does not at present 
exist, as Ur. Petit, the Resident Medical Superintendent has now re- 
turned to duty. . , 

There is only one record of any serious casualty during the period unuer 
review, in which case a female patient slipped on the floor of the day- 
room and fell — thus fracturing her right forearm-

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The records of mechanical restraint show that 4 men and 3 women Sligo 

were restrained by the strait jacket, the men for 191, and the women ‘ IA ' 
for 138 hours, since the date of the last annual inspection — the reasons Restraint, 
given being either to prevent self-injury or on account of violence. 

Seclusion was resorted to in the cases of 7 men and 4 women — the Seclusion 
men on 46 occasions for a total period of 452 hours, and the women on 
7 occasions for 59 hours in all. 

There is only one record of any attempt to escape. In this case the Escape, 
patient was brought back by the police. This shows a further reduction 
in the number of these occurrences, which were formerly so frequent in 


this asylum. 

The Returns show that, excluding patients only engaged at house Employment, 
work, about 62 per cent, of the men, and 46 per cent, of the women 
are usefully employed. This is a satisfactory record. Fifteen women 
are employed at washing. Every effort should, however, still be made 
to persuade a larger number of female patients to engage in laundry 

All the boots and shoes are now made in the shoemaker’s shop, and ClotfHyg. &c -> 
all the clothes are also made in the institution. Asylum. 

One or two of the imbecile boys are being trained to make themselves Training of 
useful in the workshops. imbecile boys. 


About 58 per cent, of the patients are able to attend at their respective Religious 
places of worship on Sundays and Holidays. ministration. 

The staff in actual charge of the insane consists of 19 men and 17 Staff, 
women, giving a ratio of one attendant to 21 male patients, and of 
one nurse to 16 female patients. Two additional nurses have been 
appointed, but the male staff is too weak for the proper care of the 
patients. It is stated, however, that two more attendants will be added 
to the staff at the next meeting of the Committee. But, even with this 
addition, the ratio of attendants to patients will be much below the 
standard strength. 

Both men and women were fairly tidy in their persons. The material Condition and 
for their clothing appeared suitable. Their bedding, however, still ® Stents. ° 
demands greater attention on the part of the staff, and, on the male Bed(ling and 
side, the dormitory floors ought to be kept cleaner. sleeping rooms. 


The following works have been lately carried out by contract : — Works carried 
Baths have been fitted up in each hospital; the windows have out. 
been painted ; and the roof of the diningroom has at length been 
completed. 

Unfortunately, however, the wood block floor of this room, which, 
owing to the continued damp, rose from its bed, has not yet 
been relaid. Dr. Petit states that it is impossible to allow this 
work to proceed during the cold weather, as, whilst being carried 
out, the patients would have to take their meals in an open shed. 


The following works have been carried out by the staff : — 

Some of the areas have been concreted ; rat-proof flooring has been 
laid down in the rooms on the ground floor of the male side, 
while the extension of the laundry yard is in progress. 

The following matters, so frequently referred to in the past, still 
require attention, viz. : — attention. 


The plastering is still off the walls in the upper stories on both the Plastering 
male and female sides. No steps have been taken to provide of walls, 
shutters, and the windows of the single rooms are still boarded up. Shutters for

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The walls and internal woodwork in the corridors occupied by the 
patients, and in the passages, kitchen, and laundry, require to 
be cleaned, painted, or whitewashed. 

The asphalting of the sanitary annexes has now been completed, 
and, it is gratifying to note, has proved a complete success. 

The dietary laid down for the patients seems to be ample, and the 
provisions which were seen appeared of good quality. 

Unfortunately, no improvement was found in the service of the 
meals, which are still served in tin porringers — neither knives, forks, 
nor tablecloths being provided. 

As regards the means for dealing with an outbreak of fire — hydrants 
and hose are provided, and the means of escape would, as far as can 
be ascertained, appear to be sufficient, but the pressure of water is said 
not to be sufficiently strong to command the roof. Leaving aside the 
preservation of the lives of the insane, the value of the buildings to the 
two counties comprising the asylum district should be of sufficient 
importance to induce the local authorities to provide a supply of water 
capable of commanding all parts of the asylum. 

The Case-books and other records, with the exception of the histories 
of the old cases, were found written up to date.

The only cases of zymotic disease which appeared since the date of Zymotic 
last inspection were two of enteric fever on the female side, neither of disease, 
which proved fatal. 


The death-rate during 1904 was considerably below the average for Death rate. 
Irish asylums, being only 5’2 per cent, of the average number resident 
on the male side, and 7 • 1 per cent, on the female side. The rate on the 
total average number resident was 6 • 1 per cent. 


In only one case did the Coroner consider it necessary to hold an Coroner’s 
inquest. In this case the Jury returned a verdict of death from apo- inquest, 
plexy. 


The cause of death was verified by 'post-mortem, examination in 7 of Autopsies, 
the 47 cases, and, in three cases, the patients had been suffering from 
bedsores at the time of death. Bedsores. ’ 

Only two serious casualties occurred during the period under review, Casualties, 
viz., a fractured arm sustained by a male patient as the result of a fall, 
and a deep cut, opening the right radial artery, which another male 
patient inflicted on himself by breaking glass. 

The records show that, during the period under review, mechanical Restraint 
restraint, by means of gloves or the strait waistcoat, was used, for 
surgical reasons, in the treatment of 7 male patients, for a total dura- 
iqkv k° urs ; and 5 females were similarly restrained by gloves for 
. . hours in all, either for surgical purposes or to prevent them from 
injuring themselves. 

Eighteen males and 10 females were placed in seclusion — the number Seclusion. 
°f occasions amounting to 72 in the case of the males, and to 106 in the 
case of the females, and the total duration in hours being 244, and 482, 
respectively.

On an average, 115 patients (55 males and 60 females) attend the 
dances, which take place twice a week. Concerts and theatrical per- 
formances are occasionally given for the amusement of the patients, 
and, during the summer, a number of them were taken on excursions 
to the seaside at Tramore. 

On the afternoon of my visit the men were playing football. The 
women’s recreation ground appeared to be very confined, and too close 
to the male recreation field, but the Medical Superintendent informed 
me that he had this matter under consideration. 

All the dormitories are provided with double exits in the event of an 
outbreak of fire, except No. 4 Female.

Having regard to the desirability of lowering some of the windows in { 
the front rooms, and thus modifying their prison-like character, as has a 
already been done on the south side, 1 think the Committee would find f 
it an advantage to add a mason to the staff, at any rate for a few years, 
so as to have this work carried out gradually, at a moderate cost, and 
without its being necessary to obtain a loan for the purpose. 

The two new blocks to accommodate 60 patients each, and the new ( 
residences for the Medical Superintendent and the Land Steward are * 
now completed and occupied. 1 

The quarters formerly occupied by the Superintendent have been 
fitted for the use of the Assistant Medical Officer, while the old residence 
of the Land Steward has been converted, into attendants’ quarters. 

The hot water pipes have been extended to parts of the old buildings ] 
which were not previously heated in this manner, and the remodelling 
of part of the female side of the old buildings is approaching 
completion. 

A considerable amount of employment has been afforded to the patients 
in levelling the site and approaches to the new blocks, and the Medical « 
Superintendent’s and Land Steward’s residences. Some papering and 
painting have also been done by asylum labour.

— • females) were chargeable to the county Waterford, and 170 (75 males 
chargeability. and 95 females) to the city of Waterford ; while 8 male patients were 
classed as criminal ’ lunatics, the total cost of whose maintenance 
is paid out of Imperial Funds, in pursuance of the provisions of the 
Act 1 Edw. VII., cap. 17. 

There are 31 patients (17 males and 14 females) towards whose main- 
tenance contributions are received from relatives, or out of their own 
property, at rates varying from £5 to £30 per annum — the total amount 
obtained from this source during the financial year 1904-5 having been 
£578 5s. 8 d. 

Cost of In that year the gross average cost of maintenance, including repay- 

mamtenance. ments of loans advanced for the purchase of land, erection of buildings, 
&c., was £30 35. 8 d. per patient ; while the net average cost, excluding 
the loan repayments referred to, and deducting receipts on behalf of 
paying patients and from other miscellaneous sources, was £22 6s. Id. 
per patient. 

General I found nearly all parts of the buildings clean and orderly. The wards 

con i ion. were sufficiently warm, and the bed-covering sufficiently heavy. In 
Bed clothing. some cases in which I had the latter weighed, it averaged 21 lbs on each 
bed. 

The patients’ clothing was good, but they should all be provided 
with slippers for indoor wear. 

I examined the provisions in store, and they appeared of good quality. 

I saw the patients at dinner ill the dining hall. The meal consisted 
of very good broth, with some meat in it, and bread. 

The patients on the whole conducted themselves with propriety. 

I had private interviews with several patients, and afterwards dis- 
with patients, cussed their cases with the Medical Superintendent.

The ladies’ department in this asylum has been enlarged, as the 
occupation of Ur. Allen’s residence, lately erected, sets free additional hispected on 
accommodation in the rooms formerly occupied by his family. These iJ„r March ’ 
rooms ivill be appropriated to the use of the female patients, and . — 
consist of five bedrooms, a diningroom, two water closets, and a Elusion at

Since the last inspection was made on the 10th October, 1904, three Numbers, 
gentlemen and one lady have been admitted ; two gentlemen and three 
ladies were discharged ; and two ladies have died — leaving twelve 
gentlemen and seventeen ladies in residence under certificates. ° 

When the last visit was paid, two gentlemen resided as voluntary Voluntary 
boarders. Since then, a gentleman and a lady came to reside in that hoarders, 
capacity. The gentleman was afterwards certified, and the lady went 
away— leaving the same two gentlemen still residing here. Both are 
suitable cases to remain in the capacity of voluntary boarders. 

One of the two deaths resulted from erysipelas of the head, and the Deaths, 
other from epilepsy. 


Two of the admissions refer to one case, who was removed, but had 
to be brought back again. 

Ihe lady referred to in last report, as showing little evidence of Discharges, 
insanity, is said to have subsequently had an attack of excitement. 

She is, however, now quite well, and about to be discharged. 

The gentleman, to whose case attention was also called, as suffering 
from tumour requiring operation, has since been removed. 


One of the gentlemen lately admitted complained of rough handling Uufounded 
by an attendant. On inquiry, I found nothing to justify this com- complaint of 
plaint. It appears that the patient suffers from sudden attacks 0 f f oug ^ ha " dl : ng 
excitement. In one of these in the middle of the night he got up, and * atten(,ant - 
smashed everything in his room. The attendant states that he merely 
held the patient’s hands until the broken furniture was removed.

Both ladies and gentlemen were found in a satisfactory condition as Condition and 
regards their clothing and personal neatness.

Parties of patients go out for daily walks ; several go out alone on Exercise, 
parole ; and some few have enjoyed golf during the winter months. 

The ministration of religion continues unchanged. The Chaplain’s Religious 
book shows that clergymen of different denominations continue to mini8tration ' 
visit, and to hold services on Sundays as heretofore. 

Ihe staff consists of a housekeeper, five male attendants, and six „ 
nurses.

Night nursing duty during the night to deal with sudden attacks of excitement ; to 
S ‘ attend to the many wants of the patients ; and, in addition, as a safe- 
guard in case of an outbreak of fire, cannot be over estimated. 

The female staff has been reduced by one nurse, as there has been a 
temporary falling off in the number of ladies. 

Precautions As regards the precautions to safeguard the patients in case of fire, 
against fire. the supply of water is now said to be plentiful, and to command the 
roof. Fire hose, hand pumps, and “ extincteurs ” are also provided, 
whilst the means of escape consist of alternative staircases.

ARMAGH RETREAT PRIVATE ASYLUM. 

This institution was last visited on the 21st March, when there were 
12 male and 17 female patients resident. Since then two males and 
five females have been admitted ; one male and four females have been 
discharged recovered ; and three females have died — leaving 1 3 gentle- 
men and 15 ladies on the books at the present date. One of the gentle- 
men is absent on trial. 

Since the last visit three gentlemen have been received as voluntary 
boarders, so that there are now five gentlemen residing in the institution 
in that capacity. 

One of the patients now in residence is an epileptic, and one of the 
gentlemen is so depressed that he requires to be carefully watched. 

No patient was found in bed, and there are no entries of the use of 
restraint or seclusion since the date of the last inspection. 

The three deaths which occurred during the period under review re- 
sulted from broncho-pneumonia; syncope, consequent on general 
anaemia ; and senile gangrene, respectively. 

The health of the patients has been good, and no casualties have been 
recorded. 

The personal cleanliness of the patients, and the condition of the 
house generally are satisfactory, but, as already noted by my colleague, 
at the time of his visit in March last, there is a somewhat heavy smell 
in some of the rooms on the male side. These rooms are of small size, 
and it is, therefore, all the more necessary that they should be 
thoroughly ventilated, and that, from time to time, all the furniture in 
them should be taken out, and the walls and floors thoroughly purified 
by a sanitary wash. 

Two of the patients go out on parole beyond the grounds, and all, 
save one, take outdoor exercise, either by driving or walking. 

They also play croquet, golf, bowls, &c., and, during the summer, 
many of them occupy themselves in gardening and haymaking. 

The books have been examined, and found to be duly written up.

Application has, I understand, been made to the J ustices at Quarter 
Sessions to increase the number for which this house is licensed from 
fifty to sixty. 

There are at present forty-nine patients resident under certificates, 
and, since the last visit was paid on the 29th March, 1905, there have 
been eight admissions and five discharges, of whom four had recovered. 
There has been no death, nor has there been any casualty or visitation 
of epidemic disease. One patient escaped from his room at night, bu 
he was brought back after a few hours’ absence. 

There is no record of the use of either restraint or seclusion since 
last visit, but I found one gentleman wearing a locked leather glove to 
prevent him from picking his face.

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No one is returned as actively suicidal, but there are four patients 
suffering from epilepsy, and there is one case of general paralysis of the 
insane. These patients should, if possible, sleep under constant super- 
vision. 

At present there is only one attendant on night duty, who patrols 
the building. 

The day staff is composed of five paid attendants, and eleven of the 
Brethren who carry out the general working of the institution. 

Plans for the erection of four additional single rooms and a water- 
closet have been sent up to our office. On my visit I find that one of 
these rooms has already been built. This building, which is detached 
from the others, and situated in a small yard, is quite removed from 
observation, and it is therefore, in our opinion, unfit to be used for the 
accommodation of an insane patient. 

The gentlemen were fairly clean and tidy in their dress. 

Unfortunately, owing to the long drought, the supply of water has 
been limited, and baths have had to be restricted, as far as possible. 

Thirteen patients are returned as employed at farm and garden work 
or in the house ; ten go for country walks, whilst five enjoy drives in 
the country. 

Seventeen patients attend Mass regularly in the Chapel attached to 
the institution. 

The wards and corridors were in good order, but some of the flooring 
and furniture in the rooms on the top story would required to be 
renovated. 

One patient complained that he could not get books to read, as the 
library was always locked. 

There appeared to be some illustrated books and papers in the day- 
rooms, but in each of these rooms a book-case should be placed, to 
which the patients should have free access. 

The statutory books and records, including the case-book, appear to 
be better kept, and to be written up to date.

A few ladies occupy their time at needlework and knitting. 

Since last inspection, six services have been conducted by an Episco- 
palian clergyman. At these services about 17 patients attend, whilst 
two ladies go to the neighbouring church, and one gentleman is fre- 
quently visited by his clergyman. There is one Roman Catholic patient, 
but he is not able to attend to his religious duties. 

The ladies and gentlemen were found in their sittingrooms, as the 
weather was inclement. They were quiet and well-behaved, and neatly 
and suitably dressed. 

During the interval since last visit, various improvements have been 
taken in hand ; amongst others, the work o£ lowering the windows on 
the male side, which is still in progress. This is a structural alteration 
frequently suggested in former reports, and is one which will, above all 
others, tend to improve the accommodation of the institution, by afford- 
ing more light and better ventilation, especially in the rooms in the 
basement. 

Various alterations have been carried out on the top corridor, but it 
still remains to improve the stairs which form the approach from the 
male side, as they cannot be looked upon as suitable for such an insti- 
tution. 

Many of the rooms have been painted and decorated. 

The appliances for dealing with an outbreak of fire, and the means of 
escape in case of such an occurrence, appear to receive due attention. 
Every month there is a fire drill for the staff, and the institution was 
lately inspected by the Chief of the Dublin Fire Brigade, whose sugges- 
tions have been carried out. 

The staff at present consists of five attendants and seven nurses on 
day duty, and of three attendants and two nurses on duty during the 
night.

There has been no death, or serious accident, and the general health 
has been excellent. Only one gentleman is at present confined to bed, 
suffering from the after effects of influenza.

About two-thirds of the patients attend Divine Service in the chapel 
attached to the institution. Any Catholic patient who is fit to go out 
attends Mass outside. One or two Protestant patients are also able to 
attend Divine Service in the village church. The patients are visited 
regularly by the clergymen of their respective denominations. 

Great attention has been given to the patients’ amusement ; outdoor 
games, such as hockey, have been played during the winter ; there 
have been a number of associated entertainments ; a concert, theatrical 
performances, and three evening parties have taken place since the last 
visit ; and lately a party of ladies and gentlemen went to the pan- 
tomime. 

The appliances for extinguishing fire on its first outbreak, and for 
affording facilities for escape, have been described in previous reports. 

Many improvements were observed in the condition of the establish- 
ment. One of the ladies’ houses has been dashed outside, painted and 
decorated inside, and partly re-furnished. At the entrance a rustic 
porch has been erected. The entrance hall and staircase at Maryville 
have been painted and decorated. At Farnham House, the main hall 
and staircase have also been painted and decorated, and the hall has 
been partly re-furnished. 

The very copious and interesting medical notes and records of the 
cases under care continue to evidence the great interest taken by Dr.

When these houses were last visited, there were in residence fourteen 
gentlemen and twenty ladies, under certificates, and two gentlemen and 
two ladies as voluntary boarders.

Some of the bedrooms and corridors have been painted and papered, improvements, 
and at present two additional rooms are being fitted up for the use of 
patients requiring special care during the night. 

Various alterations and improvements are being carried out in the 
grounds, with the view of affording a place for secluded exercise. 

'l’he means of escape from the upper story, in case of fire, are Precautions 
provided by a trap door and ladder, by which an alternative exit against fire, 
to the lower story is obtained. It would, however, be difficult to 
persuade infirm and nervous persons to utilize such a means of escape. 

A fire-escape chute should be provided, by which a descent to the 
ground would be easily effected, and this, I understand, has been 
decided on. 

The Case-books and other records are properly kept. Records.

The only change which has taken place amongst the patients in this 
asylum has been the discharge of one lady. At the present time there are 
in residence 13 certified patients and 2 voluntary boarders. 

Except for the infirmities of old age, all the patients are in excellent 
health. They appear to be comfortable ; they are properly dressed and 
they seem to receive due attention. All were fairly quiet during my 
visit One lady, who suffers from recurrent mania, was secluded for 
three hours on each day for 15 days since last visit. 

There have been two tennis and croquet parties, and an At Home, 
at which five ladies were able to attend. Seven are said to be able to 
enjoy drives in the country, and 14 go for walking exercise. 

Eight patients attend the religious service held by the clergyman who Religious 
visits once a month, and 3 are able to attend church outside. ministration.

LINDVILLE PRIVATE ASYLUM. 

This asylum was last visited on the 21st September, 1904. Since 
then 8 gentlemen and 7 ladies have been admitted as certified patients, 
while one gentleman and one lady have been received as voluntary 
boarders. 

Seven gentlemen and 5 ladies were discharged, but 2 of the gentle- 
men remained for some time in the capacity of voluntary boarders before 
returning home. 

There were no deaths on the male side, but one lady died on the 3rd 
December from pulmonary tuberculosis. 

There are now resident in the institution 20 gentlemen and 35 
ladies as certified patients, and one gentleman and one lady as voluntary 
boarders. 

Typhoid fever has recently been very prevalent in Cork, and un- 
fortunately 2 cases, the exact origin of which cannot be traced, have 
appeared amongst the patients in this institution. I found one of these 
cases convalescent, and the disease was running its usual course in the 
other. 

At the time of my visit all parts of the institution were clean and 
orderly, but there is still some ground for complaint that the clothing 
of some of the patients, especially amongst the males, requires to be 
better looked after. 

Apart from the 2 cases of typhoid, I found, on the male side, one 
patient in bed suffering from debility, and on the female side 2 were in 
bed — one suffering from malignant disease of the orbit, and the other from 
epilepsy. 

Seven ladies and six gentlemen go for walks outside the grounds, and 
two gentlemen frequently go for drives. 

There are 8 attendants on the male side, and 6 nurses on the 
female side. There are also 2 night nurses, and at present there is, in 
addition, a special nurse in charge of the typhoid cases. 

Dr. Rutherford, the former Assistant Medical Officer, has entered 
the Naval Medical Service, and his place has been taken by Dr. 
Walker. 

The books and registers were examined and found to be carefully 
written up. 

As the day was fine, nearly all the y rtients were out in the grounds, 
and several expressed to me their satisfaction with the manner in 
which they are treated.

I visited this institution to-day, and saw all the patients resident. 
The last visit was paid on the 12th May, 1905, and since then 8 gentle- 
men and 3 ladies have been admitted ; 3 gentlemen have been discharged 
recovered ; and 7 gentlemen and 2 ladies unrecovered ; while 3 ladies 
died — leaving 18 gentlemen and 33 ladies in residence as certified 
patients. 
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A gentleman and a lady were admitted as voluntary boarders. One Lindvili.e 
lady, who resided in this capacity, left, and one gentleman was certified y 0 l mi tan- 
insane —leaving a lady and a gentleman still remaining as voluntary boarders, 
boarders. Both of these expressed themselves as being quite satisfied 
with their treatment. 

The general health since last visit lias been good, and at present only Health, 
oue patient— an old gentleman suffering from senile debility — is confined 
to bed. 

There is one case of general paralysis of the insane, and two ladies 
and two gentlemen are suicidal, and, therefore, require careful 
supervision. 

At present four gentlemen and eight ladies are allowed to go about Cases^on 
on parole. 

The three deaths since last visit were due to pneumonia, cerebral Deaths - 
apoplexy, and broncho-pneumonia, respectively. 

Iso casualties occurred amongst the patients since the date of the last No casualties, 
visit. 

Mechanical restraint was used in the treatment of two males and Restraint, 
two females, for 41 hours in all, on account of their violence, while one s ec i U3 io n . 
male and one female were placed in seclusion for l£ hours, and half an 
hour, respectively. 

The books require to be more carefully kept, as I found, in one case, Records, 
that the entries in the Register of Restraint and the Case-book, 
regarding the use of restraint, did not agree, as the date was given as 
the 2nd September in one book, and as 4th September in the other. 

The Chaplains attend carefully to the religious needs of the patients, Religioiis 
23 of whom are able to be present at the services held in the institution, 
while two gentlemen and three ladies attend church outside. 

I was glad to notice that Dr. Osburne is providing a small chapel for Provision of 
the Roman Catholic patients. chapel. 

One lady and two gentlemen are taken out for drives, while three Exercise, 
gentlemen and seven ladies are able to go out walking. 

Some of the patients occupy themselves at gardening, and many of Employment, 
the ladies do needlework. Music and the usual games are provided, jj ecrcat ; on> 
aud a dance takes place weekly.

During the interval which has elapsed since the date of the last 
report on this institution — 22nd July, 1904 — 11 gentlemen have been 
admitted, 5 have been discharged, and 3 have died — leaving at the 
present date 92 patients resident under certificates. 

There are at present six voluntary boarders in residence. Since 
July last two have come in and four have gone out. 

The new admissions who still remain appear to be suitable cases for 
asylum care. 

In the Patients’ Book will be found the name of one gentleman who 
at present manifests decided mental improvement. It is to be hoped 
that he will progress towards complete recovery. 

The three deaths were registered as due to (1) apoplexy, (2) 
pneumonia and peritonitis, and (3) congestion of the lungs.

There are at present the names of ninety-five patients on the books of 
this establishment. Of these, one is absent on trial, one is out for the 
day, and one is at the seaside for the benefit of his health. 

Since the last visit was- paid, on the 14th February, 1905, 15 patients 
have been admitted ; 6 have been discharged recovered, 1 has been re- 
moved, and 5 have died. 

The changes amongst the voluntary boarders have been — 1 has been 
received, and 1 has left — leaving 6 still in residence. 

The deaths were due to phthisis, epilepsy, old age, cardiac disease, 
and pneumonia, respectively. 

There have been no casualties or epidemic disease. 

The patients are at present in excellent health — only one being con- 
fined to bed by physical disease.

ST. PATRICK’S HOSPITAL. 

When this institution was last visited, on the 4th July. 1905, there 
were on the books the names of 107 patients (35 gentlemen and I ^ 
ladies), and one gentleman who resided as a voluntary boarder. Since 
Since then, 16 (6 gentlemen and 10 ladies) have been admitted; 19 
(7 gentlemen and 12 ladies) have left; and 4 (1 gentleman and 3 
ladies) have died. The voluntary boarder has also left, so that there 
are now in residence 100 patients under certificates, viz. : — 33 gentle- 
men and 67 ladies. , 

The deaths were registered as due to (1) cancer of the liver ; (2 and 
3) senile decay, in two cases ; and (4) acute delirious mania. 

In the last case, serious injuries had been self-inflicted, before 
admission to the hospital, consisting of burns on the hands and feet, 
and incised wounds of the arms. The patient is also said to have 
swallowed glass. ., 

The only serious casualty was a severe bruise and fractured rib, 
found to have been sustained by an old gentleman. Although Aye 
made a careful inquiry into the matter, it was not possible to obtain 
any reliable evidence as to how the injuries were caused. 

They were supposed to have been sustained during the night, w i e 
the patient was sleeping under supervision, and, according to t ie 
patient’s own statement, they were inflicted by one of the night a 
tendants : but, as he afterwards varied from this statement, reliance 
could not be placed on his uncorroborated evidence. Owing, however, 
to the unsatisfactory conduct of the two night attendants as regar s 
this case, their services were dispensed with. 
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The lady above referred to as having received serious injuries before St. Patrick’s 
admission, and who afterwards died, had to be restrained to prevent Hospital. 
the removal of bandages. Restraint. 

Another lady lately admitted, suffering from puerperal insanity, had 
to be restrained on one occasion owing to her extreme violence. She Seclusion, 
has also been secluded in the padded-room. 

At the time of the visit, two gentlemen and four ladies were found Health, 
in bed, suffering from various forms of mental and bodily disease. 

Three gentlemen and two ladies are classed as actively suicidal, and Suicidal and 
two gentlemen as suffering from general paralysis. general

The patients were very quiet and well behaved during inspection, and c on(luct and 
due attention is paid to their dress and personal appearance. clothing. 

All except those confined to bed take walking exercise, and driving E xerc i SCt 
parties go out twice a day. 

Concerts, followed by associated suppers, have been given during the Amusements, 
winter. 

The supply of literature in the sitting-rooms is liberal, and in addi- Employment, 
tion, several patients occupy their time in gardening and needlework, 

The wards and corridors were, as usual, found in admirable order ; Condition of 
tastefully painted and decorated, and suitably furnished. wards. 

The day staff is composed of one head attendant, and thirteen ordinary staff, 
male attendants, and a matron, assistant matron, and seventeen nurses, 
whilst three of each sex do duty during the night. 

The hospital is said to be frequently visited by clergymen of various Religious 
denominations. About twenty seven patients attend the Sunday ser- ministration, 
vices held in the institution.’ 

Dr. Leeper is at present assisted in his medical duties by Dr. Williams, Medical staff 
and the manner in which the books are kept reflect credit on the medical aud records, 
staff.

Since the last visit one lady has been admitted ; two have recovered and 
gone away; while one has been transferred to St. Patrick’s Hospital. 

All the patients appeared in excellent health, and to enjoy, as far 
as possible, their charming surroundings. They all seem to be most 
carefully and judiciously treated, and are provided with all the comforts 
that their mental state enables them to appreciate. 

The house is, as usual, in admirable order, and affords excellent ac- 
commodation. All the rooms — both bedrooms and sittingrooms — are 
tastefully and comfortably furnished, and the bright surroundings give 
an air of cheerfulness, even at this dark season of the year. 

The decoration of the dining table continues to reflect the greatest 
credit on the taste of the lady who displays such an interest in it. 

The weather at present is scarcely suitable for much outdoor exercise, 
but the patients drive or walk whenever practicable, and dancing is 
provided once a week for their amusement.

About half are able to occupy their time with needlework and knit- 
ting, and some few amuse themselves by gardening in the summer. 

All the ladies appeared to be carefully looked after as regards their 
personal appearance and their dress. During the visit their conduct 
and demeanour was wonderfully quiet and orderly. No complaints 
were made except on tbe score of detention. 

The staff now consists of 18 Sisters and 20 Attendants. Two paid 
Nurses do duty during the night. 

The arrangements for dealing with an outbreak of fire would appear 
satisfactory. Alternative exits are said to exist from all parts of the 
house. 

The ministration of religion appears, as in the past, to be amply 
provided for. About 86 ladies are usually present at Mass. 

The medical books and records, including the Case-book, are kept up 
to date.

STEWART INSTITUTION FOR THE INSANE. 

The insane patients now number sixty-seven — twenty-five males and 
42 females. During the interval which has elapsed since the last report 
was written eight patients (three males and five females) have been 
admitted ; four (one male and three females) have been discharged ; and 
three (one male and two females) have died. Of the discharges, two 
were recovered, and one was transferred to another asylum. 

The deaths were due to bronchitis, in the case of a very old man, one 
of the last of the Government patients, who had been removed from 
the Richmond cells ; and in the two other cases to acure delirious 
mania, and cancer of the stomach, respectively. 

I saw all the patients in residence, with the exception of two males, 
who had gone out to a cricket match. All were in good health, and 
appeared to be happy and contented 

There is no record of the employment of restraint during the period 
under review, and only one of seclusion — a lady having been locked in 
her room for a quarter of an hour on account of excitement 

I saw the patients at dinner in the dining hall. The meal was 
served with due attention to the usages of society, and the food ap- 
peared to be excellent, consisting of soup, boiled beef, and pudding. 

Twenty ladies and fifteen gentlemen attend Divine Service in the in- 
stitution on Sunday afternoon • one lady and two gentlemen are taken 
out to Mass in the neighbouring church, and one gentleman and three 
ladies are also able to attend Services in the Protestant Church. 

Weekly dances, concerts, and magic lantern entertainments were 
given during the winter months, and a few suitable patients were taken 
to the theatre and other places of amusement in the City. 

Carriage drives are enjoyed twice a week, and a picnic has already 
been successfully given. 
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The staff on the female side consists of a matron and thirteen nurses, j ® s ™ v b a ^ Hi 

of whom one acts as night attendant, and another as seamstress. On 

the male side there is a head attendant, who also acts as storekeeper, stall, 
and four male attendants, one of whom acts as night attendant. The 
staff on the male side, though lately increased, cannot even now be said 
to be over strong. 

As regards the imbecile children, since the last visit two boys and six imbecile 
girls have been admitted, and one boy and three girls have been dis- department, 
charged, leaving fifty-eight males and forty-eight females at present 
under care.

One attendant takes charge of the male side, and a nurse of the 
female side during the night. 

Six Nurses and one Male Attendant hold the Certificate of the 
Medico-Psychological Association for proficiency in mental nursing. 

The means of dealing with an outbreak of fire appear to be carefully 
attended to. There are manual fire hydrants on each landing, as well 
as fire buckets, and a very useful fire-escape stairs has been lately 
erected. 

At present a turbine, to provide an additional water supply, is in 
course of erection.

Since the last inspection of this licensed house, there have been 8 
admissions ; 1 1 discharges ; and one death — leaving at the present time 
29 ladies under certificates. The voluntary boarder, to whose mental 
unfitness to reside under such conditions attention was called in last 
report, has since left. The certified patient to whom attention was also 
called, as being unmanageable, lias been removed. 

The death is registered as due to cirrhosis of the liver. 

The returns of restraint show that three patients have been restrained 
during the period under review — one for three hours ; one for two hours; 
and one for one hour. 

Three ladies are now convalescent, and will soon be discharged. 

The other patients lately admitted appear to be suitable cases for 
asylum care. 

All the ladies were quiet and well behaved. They were clean and 
tidy. 

The day room for the more troublesome patients is too small for the 
numbers in it. Either the number of occupants should be reduced, or 
a larger room should be found for the purpose. 

Nine ladies are said to take country walks twice a week, and carriage 
drives are given three times a week. Four ladies were lately taken to 
the Pantomime. 

There is no change in the strength of the staff, which consists of a 
Lady Superintendent, a Matron, and six Nurses. 

The water supply is now said to be ample, but there are neither 
interna] hydrants nor hose, to enable the staff to cope with a fire on its 
first outbreak. 

The wooden fire-escape stairs have been re -constructed, but still seem 
too steep for the use of insane ladies.

ARDEE WORKHOUSE. 

There are at present in this workhouse 18 persons (6 men ancl 12 
women) classified as of unsound mind. The greater number are im- 
beciles, who have been many years in the institution. One man suffers 
from epilepsy ; another is deaf and blind ; and one man and two 
women are inattentive to the calls of nature. Another male inmate, 
who was found locked up in his cell, would require to be under the 
care of a stronger staff. The Master states that this man is about to 
be removed to the Asylum. 

All the able-bodied imbeciles, viz : — three men and four women, are 
constantly employed, and the others, who are more or less infirm, are 
in the Infirmary, in charge of paid attendants, under the supervision of 
the Sisters. 

All are kept clean and tidy, and the Master states they are regularly 
bathed. The baths, however, are of a very antiquated description. 
The Guardians might consider the advisability of providing new baths 
and a proper hot water supply, as they must see how difficult it is to 
keep these helpless human beings clean without proper appliances. 

The old cells are still in use in this workhouse. In many other 
similar institutions they have been abolished, as being useless, repulsive, 
ill-lighted, and badly ventilated. By removing them, the space they 
occupy would enable a sittingroom to be provided for the use of the 
lunatics.

BALTINGLASS WORKHOUSE. 

In the idiot wards of this Workhouse are 8 men and 12 women. Of 
the men three are epileptic, one is of unclean habits, and one is confined 
to bed. Of the women, none are epileptic, four are of unclean habits, 
and one is confined to bed. A young girl suffering from qpilepsy 
resides in the ward, but she is not included amongst the insane. 

Both men and women are fairly clean and tidy, and their bedding is 
also clean. On each side they are in charge of paid attendants, and efforts 
appear to have been made to improve the condition of these helpless 
human beings, by providing modern bedsteads, and removing the old 
prison-like cells. But it is to be hoped that the Guardians will still 
further show their interest in the insane by providing a fixed bath, 
and a hot water supply on each side, as it must be difficult to keep 
these people clean, without proper facilities for doing so. 

Furthermore, I would suggest that every effort should be made to 
have any suitable cases removed as soon as possible to the asylum.

I visited Belfast Workhouse on the 31st ultimo, and saw the inmates inspected on 
who are classified as being of unsound mind. The large number of this 31st July, 
class formerly detained in the Institution, which converted part of the 1905. 
Workhouse into an ancillary Lunatic Asylum, has been gradually re- 
duced until now the total number is ninety-six, viz -Fifty-three men Numbers, 
and forty-three women. Practically no change in the patients’ care and No ch e 
treatment has taken place since last visit, but the separate buildings i n care or 
and grounds allocated to the insane are now in part utilised for the infirm treatment, 
patients, and for those epileptics who are not mentally affected. Accommoda-

The Belfast Guardians, as stated in previous memoranda, have en- 
deavoured to make the Workhouse, or rather the part of it set apart 
for the insane, suitable for the detention of harmless and chronic 
lunatics, yet, each succeeding visit only confirms the opinion that the 
insane and the ordinary paupers should be treated in distinct institutions, Suggested 
and under separate control and management. The Lunacy Department transfer of all 
is, I understand, urgently required, especially during the winter months, 
for the accommodation of the other classes of paupers, and the Guar- 10 District 
dians have recently passed a resolution asking the Asylum Committee Asylum, 
to relieve them of the charge of all the insane inmates. For many 
reasons the time has come, I think, when a serious effort should be made 
to abolish the Lunatic Department of the W orkhouse by sending to 
the Asylum such patients as need asylum treatment, and by remitting 
to the infirm wards, and placing them in charge of trained nurses, 
those dotards and persons of feeble intellect who are now classified with 
the insane, but who could not be legally certified as such. 1 would 
suggest that the Guardians should ask the consent of the Asylum 
Committee to the Resident Medical Superintendent of Belfast Asylum 
visiting the Workhouse Lunatic Department, and, in consultation with 
the Workhouse Medical Officer, deciding which of the cases now in the 
Lunatic Department should be sent to the Asylum. In this way the 
Guardians would be relieved of a serious responsibility, and a consider- 
able amount .of accommodation would be set free, while the Asylum 
Committee would feel satisfied that the patients sent to their charge 
were such as should be properly treated in a Lunatic Asylum. 

Among the Workhouse patients are some idiots of tender years, of Suggested 
both sexes. I need hardly say how objectionable and injurious is the ^gS'on for 
association of these imbecile children with adult lunatics. Many such Training 0 f 
children, while young, are capable of moral and mental improvement, idiots and 
and their association with lunatics who are often degraded in their Imbeciles, 
habits is peculiarly objectionable and injurious. It seems to me that 
the Belfast and the other large Unions of Ireland should make a serious 
effort for the establishment, in this country, of a national institution 
such as exists in both England and Scotland, for the education and 
training of imbeciles and idiots.

At the present time the overcrowding on both sides is very marked. 
On the female side, where there are no dayrooms, the dormitories, over- 
crowded with beds, have to serve as sitting-rooms and dining-rooms. 
The Infirmary, in which are twenty-six bedridden women, is crowded 
with beds, and, as it is on the first fioor of a detached building, there is 
great difficulty in conveying the patients up and down stairs. The 
washing of the clothing, &c., has to be partly done in a small room 
which will hardly hold more than two persons, and which is supplied 
only with the rudest appliances for laundry work. The male wards 
are dark and badly ventilated. They consist of a long dormitory and 
a dayroom. In addition there is a dayroom upstairs reserved for the 
Protestant patients. The long dormitory would be improved, as 
regards light and ventilation, by having the windows lowered, even on 
one side. The dayroom would afford sufficient accommodation for the 
inmates, but it is filled with weaving looms. These, no doubt, afford 
employment to two or three of the inmates, but such machines should 
be placed in a shed, and not in the only room set apart- for the patients 
use. 
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The bathroom attached to the male ward appears to be used princi- 
pally as a laundry. It remains in a very dilapidated state. Wohkhouse. 

The clothing of the male lunatics was untidy, their jackets dirty, clothi “ nd 
and their shirts unbuttoned. The frieze of which the jackets are cond i t j on 
made is unsuitable, as it is too warm, and will not wash. If some 
washable material were substituted for it — especially in the cases of the 
imbeciles and untidy men — these inmates could be kept tidier. 

The female patients were wonderfully clean and tidy 7- , and tlieir beds 
and bedding in good order. 

There are several lunatic children in these wards, whose condition Want of 
might be improved by training. At present no attempt appears to be provision for 
made to educate or arouse their faculties in any way. But little 
improvement in the condition of these children can be expected until children, 
steps are taken to segregate them in a ward or separate building and to 
place them in charge of some one who has had experience in the train- 
ing of such children. 

There is still only one attendant in charge of the male wards. As Staff, 
he has to leave the wards for his meals, the care of these inmates has 
to be handed over to some official who has no interest in their con- 
dition. 

During the night the lunatic departments are in charge of paid Night nursing, 
officials, but these officials have so many other wards to look after that 
they can do little more than pay periodic visits. With such a number 
of epileptic and bedridden cases, the whole time of an attendant should 
be occupied in their care and nursing. 

As pointed out in previous reports, it would be impossible in an Urging 
institution such as this, crowded with so many types of human degene- desirability of 
ration and suffering, to find space for the suitable accommodation of the 

such numbers of persons of unsound mind. It, therefore, behoves the more su ;table 
Guardians of this very important Union to relieve themselves of the accommoda- 
responsibility of allowing the insane to remain from year to year under tion. 
their care under such unsatisfactory conditions, and to take every step 
in their power to have the lunatics and imbeciles removed to more 
suitable accommodation elsewhere.

One of the women in bed was found wearing a strait jacket, though 
it was at the time unfastened. There can be no excuse for the use of 
restraint in a Workhouse. If a lunatic is violent and cannot be 
managed, application for admission to the Asylum should be made. If 
the application is refused, the responsibility rests with the Asylum 
Committee, who are legally responsible for the care of the insane. 

Amongst the men are four cases of general paralysis of the insane. 
Such cases require so much attention as to demand the care and treat- 
ment provided in a fully-equipped asylum. 

In few institutions for the insane are there so many bedridden cases, 
throwing so much responsibility on the attendants. 

The staff consists of two male attendants, two trained nurses, and 
two female attendants by day. Two trained nurses and two male 
attendants are in charge during the night. Although assisted by a 
number of pauper inmates, it can hardly he possible for two trained 
nurses to look after so many bedridden cases. An additional nurse to 
give constant supervision to the male cases in bed is much wanted. 

Both men and women were clean and tidy. 

Thirty-one men and thirty -two women find some useful employment. 
Fifty-three men and eighty women are able to attend their respective 
places of worship.

In this Workhouse nine persons (four men and five women) are 
classified as of unsound mind. Of these, one man and three women are 
constantly employed, and the rest are in the infirmary One woman is 
almost entirely confined to bed. One of the men is inattentive to the 
calls of nature, but he is very old and frail. All are perfectly quiet and 
harmless, and appear to be carefully looked after as regards the cleanli- 
ness of their persons, and the tidiness of their clothing. Their bedding 
also is of a suitable description, and in good order.

KILKENNY WORKHOUSE. 

The lunatic wards of this Workhouse at present contain 17 men and 
32 women. Of these, 2 men and 8 women are confined to bed from 
bodily disease and infirmity ; 1 man and 2 women are epileptic ; and 2 
men and 7 women are of unclean habits. 

As stated in previous reports, the inmates of the male lunatic wards 
would require more careful attention on the part of their attendant as 
regards the tidiness and cleanliness of the clothing of these helpless 
human beings. 

Their bed-clothes also should be better looked after, and their bed 
linen changed more frequently. 

The dormitory occupied by the male lunatics is badly lighted and 
ventilated. An additional window would give more air and light to the 
far end of the room, which is always dark and damp. 

The women would appear to be better looked after as regards the tidi- 
ness of their persons and their clothing. Their beds and bedding were 
found in order.

The other insane inmates appeared to be fairly 
well looked after. Some were without shoes or stockings, but they 
had never worn any covering on their feet, and objected to do so.

Tn this Workhouse there are three men and three women who are 
classified as of unsound mind. Of these one man is a patient in the 
Infirmary. He is of very unclean habits, but appears to be carefully 
looked after. There is, however, another male lunatic in the body of 
the house, also of unclean habits, who is in a very neglected state. He 
is restless, destructive, and dirty. Such a case cannot be properly cared 
for here, where there is no trained staff to look after him, and he ought 
to be removed to the Asylum, where he would receive proper attention. 
The third man is in the infirm ward, and is clean in his habits, but his 
clothes should be better attended to. 

Of the women, one is an epileptic imbecile ; one is in bed from brain 
disease, and one is of unclean habits. All would require closer 
attention as regards the tidiness of their dress, and the more frequent 
changing of their under linen. 

It is difficult to keep these helpless people clean in an establishment 
where there are no proper appliances for the purpose, as there are no 
fixed baths in the wards, and there is no hot water service.

It is unfortunate, Condition of 
having regard to the many efforts made by the Guardians to improve inmates, 
their condition, that a more favourable report of the attention given to 
these helpless inmates cannot be made. Owing, perhaps, to the illness 
of the trained nurse appointed to supervise these departments — although 
a temporary substitute has been employed to take her place in the male 
wards — neither the male nor female lunatics are as clean or tidy as they 
ought to be, nor is the bed linen as well looked after as it should be in 
such an establishment. Greater attention ought to be paid to the 
tidiness and neatness of the women’s dress, and to their hair, and per- 
sonal appearance. 

On the male side the bed-ridden cases appeared to be fairly well 
looked after, but the men in the yard were found in an untidy state. 

It is suggested that a supply of hot water should be brought to the Bathing 
men’s division, as otherwise it is difficult to keep such helpless patients arrangements, 
in a proper state of cleanliness. 

There are at present in the lunatic wards 30 men and 52 women. Numbers. 

Of these, 10 men and 4 women are epileptic ; 8 men and 3 women of 
uncleanly habits ; and 8 men and 12 women are in bed from bodily 
infirmity. The number of paralysed and helpless patients shows the 
necessity of placing these wards under the supervision of a skilled 
nurse. 

There is one matter which the Guardians should consider in order to precautions 
safeguard themselves from responsibility. The upper dormitory on the against fire, 
female side is approached by only one narrow staircase. If a fire took 
place anywhere near it all the occupants of this room must perish. An 
iron escape stairs ought to be erected at the end furthest from the 
existing stairs so as to form an alternative means of escape in case of 
fire.

Sir, — Questions having been raised as to the discretionary powers of 
Asylum Committees with regard to applications for admission to District 
Asylums on Form D, and also with regard to the discharge of unre- 
covered cases to Workhouses, I am directed by the Inspectors to state 
that His Excellency the Lord Lieutenant has been advised on these 
points by the Law Officers of the Crown, as follows : — 

1. Having regard to the provisions of Section 9 of the Local Govern- 
ment (Ireland) Act 1898, and assuming that the Committee are satisfied 
with the accuracy of the statements in the Form (D), and that there is 
accommodation for the patient in the Asylum, they must act upon the 
Form, and admit the patient, and they can be compelled by Mandamus 
to discharge their duty in this respect. 

2. Subject to the statutory provisions of Sections 9, 10, and 11 of 
the Act, 38 and 39 Vic., cap. 67, so long as a patient remains insane lie 
cannot be discharged from a District Asylum to a W orkhouse. As 
regards Section 11, which deals with the cases of pauper lunatics who 
may be lawfully discharged, while it can be understood that it may be 

lawful for the Asylum Committee, at the request or with the consent 
of the relations of an insane patient, to hand him over to the care of 
these relations, no authority is known which enables the Committee 
to “lawfully discharge” from the Asylum a pauper patient while sti 
insane, merely for the object of compelling his admission to the V' ork- 
house.
